* SUNDAY MORNING. 

This annuel and most interesting meeting was 
held on'the 6th of April, in the Hall of Sciences 
Manchester. The^ day being favourable, e very 
large assembly congregated from the neighbor- 
ing branches, woo, together t \yith too numerous 
delegates fro ia d i fferen t parts qf the country, filk 
ed "the -commodious hall, and presented a very 
pleasing^ appearance. 

TbOvinceUng deing called to orde* at half-past 
ten^cTdcEoy Elder Millon Holmes, if” was car* 
rieiJ, unanimous that elder Wilford Woodruff pre- 
side, and that elder William Walker, and elder 
J, B. Mynell act as clerks of the conference. 

- The sixteenth hymn being sung, elder Wood- 
ruff offered up prayer, when the first hymn was 
jraqg, after which the numbtfr’of officers present 
was called for, when it appeared, of the presiden- 
cy, elder W. Woodruff, oneof the Quorum qf 
the Twelve, Counsellors Ruben Hedlock and 
Thomas Ward — High Priests, eight — of the 
Quorum of the Seventies, five — Elders Seventy- 
seven — Priests sixty^gix — Teachers, thirty-seven 
— Deacons, seven. 

Elder Woodruff having made some remarks to 
the delegates as to the ordor of representation, 
the delegates were called upon to make, their re- 
spective statements.

Elder Ward made a few remarks upon the d 

ecessity of attending to the ordinance of the j 
Lords supper. t 

Elder Hadlock then spoke on the purpose of } 
a general conference, and the necessity of unity r 
of feeling and action, and of oxder in the con> r 
ferences, remarking that brandies raised up since s 
last conference cannot form themselves into con- i 
ferences without the decision of a general confer- c 
ence, and persons seeking to render themselves i 
independent of those who were appointed by the I 
lost general conference, are out of order, and 1 
violaung the laws of the kingdom of God. He i 
remarked that the presiding elders of branches jl 
should be associated with the officers of those i 
branches in doing all things in righteousness for 1 
rolling onward tne kingdom of God ; and also, i 
that the presidents of conferences should be uni- 
ted with their presiding officers of branches in 
the same great cause. Thus should all be uni- 1 
ted in the great purpose in which they were en- 
gaged, viz., the salvation of the human family. 
The occasional offences that arise from individ- 
uals whose minds are too contracted to grasp the 
sublimity of the subject of salvation, we ; should 
learn to endure, and exercise forgivness- rather 
than raise an obstacle against the progress of the j 
work. He exhorted the ortliance to exert them- 
selves to live as saints to-tfay, and if such was 
their continued purpose, they would not err very 
far from the path of rectitude. j 

The president then called for the delegates to 
represent the condition and standing of the con- 
ferences. 

Elder M. Holmes stated tho Manchester con- 
ference to be in very good condition ; the pros* 
pacts indeed, were very cheering, perhaps more 
so than at any other period, and every thing 
seemed to fortell the ‘reaping of a rich harvest. — 
He exhorted tho saints to listen to tho council 
given, and bore a strong testimony to the truth 
of the work. 

Elder Leonard Hardy stated that he bad not 
long been connected with the Preston conference, 
but the prospects to the best of his knowledge 
were much improved. The officers in council 
were united, and there was a probibility of some 
being baptized. He also bore testimony to the 
truth, and prayed for the success of the work. 
Elder Elisha H. Davis arose to state the con- 
dition of the London conference, which he said 
was very satisfactory at the presant time. They 
had witnessed the gradual increase of the church, 
and of very respectable people of the congrega- 
tions that were seeking after the truth. The of- 
ficers were but few, but they were doing good, 
and though the saints themselves were generally 
speaking poor, yet they were determined to press 
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forward and bb united in the work of the Lord* 
The spirit of the gathering was very powerful 
among thto, many had already left for Zion, and 
many morerwere, very anxious to go. The mee- 
tings were well attpn^ed, and some were bapti- 
zed weekly, He J requested an iuterest in the 
prayers of the Saints that he might be endued 
with wisdom and prudence/;. r the enemies were 
on the alert to detect if possible any thing that 
might be thought a false step, and without the 
prayers of the 'Saint* he felt quite incompetent 
for tho task devolving upon him. 

Elder Galley stated that the Macclesfield con- 
ference, from tho past year’s experience, was 
much improved, atad never had the spirit of God 

given stronger testimonies of the truth than these 

t last throo months. The officers were united in 
desiring the glory of God. He further stated 
that tho conference as regards the distance of 
, places, and that his circumstances in business 
. did not allow him to pay that attention to it 
) which it required, that other laborers were much 
wonted, and be requested that some travelling eL 


der or high priest might be sent amongst them, a 
Elder Robert Crook rise to report the condi- v 
turn of the Birmingham conference, and wo re- 
joiced much to see our aged brother manifest al- f 
most the agility of youth. He stated that he £ 
rejoiced much to see the Saints by whom he was t 
surrounded, and he rejoiced also at the condition < 
in* which be had left his conference, their coun- ] 
cila were in peace — unity and love prevailed 1 
amongst them. He also rejoiced much in the ! 
late visit of J. B. Mynell, and thanked God for i 
bis visit, and he was very sorry that he was leav- 
ing England, for he knew they were of one 
heart and of one mind. He exhorted his breth- 
ren to be loyal subjects of the realm, stating that 
ho prayed for her majesty tho Queen three times 
a day, until the magistrates themselves declared 
him to be a most loyal subject. He also stated 
that the Derbyshire conference wns in a good 
condition at present, but much in need' of some 
active laborer. 

Elder George Simpson stated that there was 
. not that union in the Staffordshire conference 
i which was necessary for the well-being of the 
l church, he hoped they wonld take his conference 

* into consideration, and that measures might be 
\ taken for their assistance. 

Elder John Banks stated that he had not bad 
i much time to become acquainted with the Edin- 
r burgh conference, having only been there about 
three weeks. Edinburgh was a splondid city, 

> seat of much wisdom and learning, and it would 
. require much wisdom and prudence to be exer- 
cised ; but considering all circumstance, he trus- 

- ted that the coming year would yield them a rich 

• harvest 

E 3 Elder Richard Blakely stated that the Garway 
5 conference had many difficulties to contend with. 

- but still it was in a better condition than he had 
il known it before. He should wish to 'call the at* 
li tention to this c* inference as he was at present 

under the necessity of retiring from his labor in 
it the vineyard, in order to assist an aged father, 
3, whose growing infirmities called for his help, 
e Elder James Houston Btated that the branches 
il in the Glasgow conference were in a very pros- 
e perous condition, full of union and love m their 
e councils ; Lanerk, where he had boen laboring, 
numbered about 64 in about six month ; he was 
3* sorry that he was not better able to represent the 
d whole conference, as its general condition was 
y most satisfactory and encouraging. 

3, Elder James Ure briefly stated that the Shef- 
a- field conference was in a very cheering condi- 
f- tion. 

J, Elder E. F. Sheets remarked that the Brad, 
y ford conference at his first visit rather alarmed 
js him, but he thought he now could state that it 
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was in very good order, and he knew no of a de- 
cerning voice in the whole three branches of 
Bradford Idle and Leeds; more laborers were 
wanted, and he anticipated much good would be 
the result. 

Elder Thomas Smith said in the Worcester- 
shire conference, that in its present condition, 
love and union prevailed through the whole; with 
the exceptions of one case ot difficulty, which 
wonld come before the meeting. Brother My- 
nell had been visiting them and they had an ex** 
cellent time. The conference spread over an 
extensive country, and it \yas their intention to 
labor indefatigably in the coming season. ^ 

The meeting then adjourned until evening.

The service opened by singing. Prayer by 
Eider Hedlock, when the representations of the 
* conditions of the conferences wore resumed. 

Elder Stratton stated that generally Bpeaking 
: the branches were in a prosperous coniuon, that 
i four new branches had been organized these last 
. few months. The Isle of man branches were in 
a much better state, united, and the prospects 

- were good. . 

Eider Speakman stated that the Clitheroe con- 

- ference waB in good standing, peace and unity, 

3 and every good grace was to be found amongst 
5 thfim, none could he more inclined to adhere to 
i counsel. They were a people that were full of 

- humility which had caused him much to rejoice; 
i they were also very ready to assist in rolling 
q forward the kingdom of God, and they only need 
r to be told their duty in order to do it. 

Elder John Johnson said be had not been in 
e the habit of speaking before so large and respecs 
i- table a congregation, but rather in the regions of 
t darkness, and amongst the black of the coalpit 
is He was however, glad to say that though Cheh 
d tenham had, as it were, been torn up by the roots 
d by persons who had never been sent there, yet 
d ho rejoiced to say that now the people were wil- 
ie ling to listen to counsel, and the spirit of lovo 
and union was in their midst, indeed their con- 
ls dition was better than it had been for three years, 
io and there was a great work to do. 
ie Elder Robert Murtin said that the members 
;e in the Bedfordshire conference, with very few 
>e exceptions, were Saints indeed, many of them 
were of long standing. A good foundation had 
d been laid, and the dfficuUiea that had for a con 
a- siderable time troubled the churches were remov 
at ed, and the principles are now much enquired 
y, after, and he felt assured that with wisdom and 
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prudence much might be dono, especially it more 
laborers were employed. 

Elder tbomas Margetts stated that the Leices 
tershire conference was not in so good a condi 
tion as he would wish to see it. Tho experience 
of the last six months had been very trying, but 
after all profitable. When an aspiring spirit ar* 
rises, it is calculated to do much mischief; it has 
been so there, but the results he had no doubt 
would bo beneficial ; but notwithstanding all 
things, the prospects were still better than ever, 
and their congregations were crowded to excess. 
He earnestly requested a visit from some of the 
presidency as early ns possible. 

Elder Tbomas Smith stated that the Bath con- 
ference was in good standing, union and love pre- 
vailed in their midst, tho gifts and blessings of 
the Spirit God were abundant, the councils were 
conducted in peace and love, and the prospects 


I were very encouraging. 

| Elder William Walker remarked m reference 
to Hull, that when be was sent there he could not 
in his address say brethern and sisters’ for there 
was but one sister there. He continued his la»* 
hours by preaching at' the dock side to hundreds 
of people, but apparently in vain. He was at 
times almost in despair, but nevertheless be re- 
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eieved encouragement from the word of God, and 
continued bis labours. He remarked also that 
the books of the church has been a groat instru- 
mentality in propagating the work in that neigh- 
bourhood. The prospects were now encouraging, 
and the minds of the people were in some meas- 
ure turned to the contemplation of the principles 
of truth. 

Elder Dan Jones, from Wales, rose, under an 
atack of the fever and auge, and remarked that 
he believd it was the intention of the evil one to 
prevent him every by opposing power.He said that 
he came -not in the character of a delegate : he 
represented no conference; for if he had but bap- 
tized one, he should be able to represent three— 
But he would speak of a nation renowned in his- 
tory, one of the most ancient nations of the earth, 
who had never been subdued, and to whom he 
hoped to j be instrumental in bearing the tidings 
of the work of God, in the last days' He enlarg- 
ed on the characteristics of his people in a man- 
ner, and* with an eloquence, that told how ardent- 
ly he loved his native tribe and his farther- 
land. 

He remarked that, for many years, as a mariner, he 
had been in search of the principles of truth, he had 
sought it in almost every clime among the red men 
of the woods, or the civilized denizens ot the city, 
but he found it not * until he camo in contact 
with the folowers of the prophet of the Lord, the 
notorious Joseph Smith ; but of that despised in- 
dividual he would bear his testimony, ana though 
he might feel more at home among a tribe of Indi- 
an$, or on the deck of a ship, than upon that plat- 
form and before such an audience, yet he would 
not flinch from bearing a faithful testimony to the 
character of the servant of tho Lord. He had 
been with him in the domestic circle, he had been 
with him in peril and in prison, and only left him 
about an hour before tho murderous deed of his assi 
nation was perpetrated ; and he had now come in 
obedience to the counsel of the raartyed prophet, 
as a messenger to bis native land, to bear tefcimo- 
ny of the work for which his brother had died, 
and which he had sealed with his blood. (We 
would here remark that we arc utterly incapable 
of doing anytbig like justice to the address of 
Captain Jones, for though deliverd while strug- 
gling with disease, such was its efect upon others, 
that we ceased to write, in order to give way to 
the effect produed upon our fellings ) 

Elder William Henshaw stated that Merthyr 
Tydvill conference was’ in a prosperous condition 
Two years ago he first went there and mot with 
much opposition ; but some became obedient to 
the gospel, and the signs followed the believers; 
gifts, blessings, and visions were in their midst, 
and the saints were rejocing in the fulness of the 
gospel of Jesus Christ. 

iSlderWilford Woodruff then rose to repre- 
sent his conference, to which he had pledged 
himself at an early part of the day. He said that ho 
represented about twenty-eight states of the Arne- 
ricanUnion, above one hundred thousand saints,a 
quorum of twelve apostles, the various quorums 
in the stake> of Zion, fifteen quorums ot the 
seventies, a conference with two temples of the 
Lord, one long ago completed, and one fast hasten- 
ing to its completion. After enumerating many 
other things, which, from tho rapidity of Ms ut- 
terance, we failed to note, he remarked that the 
conditon of the churches in America was more 
encouraging than at any former period in the his- 
tory of the church.— The Saints were more 
universally of one heart and one mind, and the 
Spirit of Elijah’s God was in their midst. He 
then addressed himself to the elders and officers 
by whom helwas surrounded exhorting them in all 
cases to abide by tho laws of the land, and that 
no man by keeping the laws of the kingdom *of 
God,neod violate the laws of the realmjthat no one 
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who infringed upon those, ilaivs -in^any manner 
would be sustained by the authorities of the 
church. We had nothing to do with the laws but 
to keep them. He further remarked that elders, 
generally, raised up churches like unto themsel- 
ves, and therefor it behoved them to be an ex- 
ample to their flocks imall things that wore holy 
oncf righteous. The kingdom of God was a king- 
dom oforder, und a spirit of order ought to char- 
acterise every branch ot the church. 4 He res 
joiced much in assembling with "them that day, 
and in meeting such a vast concourse of brethren 
and sisters as greeted his eyes that day, and: he 
rejoiced also to find things throughout the land 
in so good . a condition as they were- He further 
exhorted the Saints not to bo discouraged by their 
trials, but to contemplate the course of the Sa- 
viour, from the manger to the cross; he sought 
not for peace and popularity, but for the salva- 
tion of men. It was no sign; because men were 
poor they could not be useful and successful in 
propagating the principles of truth; let us but re- 
member from whence our power comes, and fors 
get not, what elder Ward often endeavors to 
teach us, that union is strength, that the grand 
secret of our success lies in being of one heart and 
of one mind; but that on the contrary, division 
stops all blessing, and closes the heavens against 
us. Yes, be would say, the heavens were full of 
blessings for the «Saints, but union and peace 
amongst us could alone call them down upon us. 
He would therefore call upon them for God’s 
sake, to be united in all things pretaining to the 
rolling onward of the kingdom of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ.—The meeting was then 
closed with singing and prayer, and^ adjourned 
until the next morning, to assemble in the large 
room in Bridge-street, at ten o clock-

prayer, older Woodruff proceeded to speak on the 
great principle that should actuate the servants 
of the Lord, exhorting them to lay aside all prin- 
ciple of selfishness, and act according to counsel. 
To labour for the good of all, acting as one man 
before the Lord, in older to do the best for the 
welfare of the kingdom of God. 

Elder Hedlock spoke on the condition of the 
church in Nauvoo, how they had suffered from 
time to time from unrighteous men getting into 
their society, who had lost sight of the great 
principles of the kingdom of God, — and who 
sought only to aggrandize themselves at tho ex- 
pense of the entire community. Individuals had 
been amongst them at an early period, who had 
made extensive purchases of land, which had 
been enhanced in value by the gathering of the 
Saints, aud thus they had taken advantage of the 
people by disposing of their purchase at an ex- 
orbitant rate of profit. They also had to suffer 
from various repeated law suits that impoverish- 
ed their resouces, that otherwise might have been 
employed in providing labour for the poor. He 
had looked at their situation, and he felt anxious 

for the adoption of some plan that might mutu- 
ally benefit all. He was desirous of preventing 
the spirit of monopoly from entering into their 
midst, and while he now contemplated as it were 
the energies of tho people being thrown away 
amongst their enemies, he wished to adopt such 
means as should preserve amongst themselves the 
combined industry of tho Saints for the good of 
all. He then stated his views of the objects to be 
accomplished, aud the benefit arising from the 
proposed scheme of a joint stock company, that 
should unite the efforts of the Saints on both 
Bides of the watqr for th e good of all. He stated 
shareholders would be benefited by the adoption 
of such a plan, inasmuch as the capital so employ- 
ed, by judicious management, would in a few 
years double its capital He further remarked 


that there must be a channel of communication bes 
tween the Saints on both sides the Atlantic for the 
mutual benefit of all. He further remarked that 
there were a variety of means by which these 
ends might be accomplished, by procuring 
freight for ships, by procuring provisions 
for emgration from our brethera in the West, 
which, placed in bond in this country, would he a 
great advantage in the supply of sea stores to those 
that emigrated. He wanted also agents in all 
parts of the country tp assist iu tho business *t)f 
emigration, by posting our bills when we had 
ships in hand, and by procuring passengers, 
which afford a fair remuneration for labour on 
business-lik principles. All that we wanted was 
men of business to enter into this work, which 
must ultimately work for the good of all. 

Elder Ward then remarked that the great point 
before meeting was, was whether the scheme an- 
nounced in tho last Millenial Star to the con- 
ferences Was to be adopted or not 

It was then unanimously voted that such a plan 
or association as that proposed should be adopt- 
ed. 

It was then unanimously voted that brothers 
Wilson, Carnthers, M’cEwan, Brown, Clark, 
Milnes, Mason, Banks, Johnson, and Flint, re- 
solve themseivs into a committee to draw up res-* 
olutions, to be examind and discussed by the 
conference, and that they retire into the adjoining 
room for that purpose. 

The brethren of the committee having retir- 
ed, elder Woodruff’ called the attention of the 
conference to the various buisness laying before 
them in relation to the the churches. 

Elder Woodruff hrst called for those breths 
ren who were so situated as to give themselves 
up to the ministry, when there arose elders J. D. 
Ross, James Ure, Glaud Rogers, E. H. Webb, 
James Houston, Robert Cook, George Slater, 
Thos. Margetts, E. H. Davis, John Allen, J. A. 
Stratton, E. F. Sheets, William Walker, C. Mil. 
ler, Milton Holmes, Lenord Hardy, George 
Eyre, William Speakmuu, Thomas Day; Henry 
Cruerden, G. P. Waugh, Dan Jones, William 
Henshaw, Wm. Allen, Thomas Smith, (of Wor- 
cester), Thomas Smith (of Bath), Phillip West- 
wood, Charles Phelps, Hiram Clark, John Banks, 
John Johnson. The three last named were added,

as they had no individual or party feelings 
the Saints might rest assured that all measures 
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which they might seek to carry, would be with a 
single eye to the glory of God.

26 That two thirds of the fifteen directors may 
remit forfeitures, and Have a discretionary power 
to act'in all matters not herein provided for, as 
they shall fleem best for the welfare of the as* 
sociation ; distinctly recording those and all their 
other acts in minutes to be laid before the annual 
meeting of proprietors or delegates. 

27 That the directors hooks be hallanced every 
six months, and a balance Bheet containing all 
the particulars of business he at the said annual 


meeting submitted, audited, and passed if approv- 
ed of by the shareholders or their delegates, an 
^abstract of which may be published if ordered at 
iHe said annual meeting. 

28 That the directors appoint their own chair- 
man and deputy chairman from time to time as 
need may be, and upon the decease of any di- 
rector, they vote another into his place until the 
next annual meeting. 

.29 That the delegates if necessary may ap- 
point committees, delegates and agents, to assist 
in promoting the welfare of the association. 

30 That these directors may purchase and sell 
shares, and be the general brokers of this society 
and in any or all cases of dispute, be empowered 
to refer matters to arbitration, one arbiter being 
appointed by each aggrieved party, and the two 
so named to appoint a third, before entering on 
tho reference — their award in writing to be hnal 

31 That letters of attorney, and other legal 
documents not herein named, he executed in the 
names of the directors aforesaid, appointed to sue 
and he sued in all legal matters connected here- 
with. 

32 That directors may resign, and others be 
appointed, as in case of death as aforesaid. 

% 33 That two thirds of the directors have pow- 
er to remove any directors for conduct prejudi* 
ci&l to this company, the places being supplied 
within ten days as aforesaid, until the general an- 
nual meeting of shareholders or delegates. 

34 That notices of general meetings he sent 
through the post fourtoen days before these be 
held ; that the weekly and monthly meetings be 
convened, as 4 the committee and directors shall 
see fit 

35 That the obligations of shareholders on 
transfer or forfeiture of their shares shall cease, 
and that the person in whose name they shall be 
registered bo considered the real owner; all 
transfers to be duly registered, and the husband 
of any female proprietor must become a proprie- 
tor by sale or transfer as aforesaid, and by the 
approbation of two thirds of tho directors or com- 
mittee, and that all matters of dispute in districts 
which cannot be settled there, be submitted in 
writing, signed by the three principal members of 
these committees to the directors, whose decision 
shall bo bindihg on the said district until tho 
next annual meeting, where all matters may be 
regulated and set in order. 

36 That all securities or investments be in the 
name of the president and the two trustees here- 
inafter named, subject to the control of the ma- 
jority of directors and the voice of the delegates 
at their general or annual meeting. 

37 That the company may be dissolved or 
business stopped ana disposed of, on the fourth 
of the paid up capital being lost, by the vote of 
two-thirds of the directors and a majority of the 
shareholder or delegate present at and voting in 
two successive meetings. 

38 *rhat the language of these articles be uns 
derstood in the plain arj$ common acceptation of 
the terms thereof, nud that if any doubt or 
dispute arise as to the meaning of any sentence, 
article or rule, the same be explained and deci- 
ded by two thirds of the directors snd delegates ; 
and that these articles may bo altered and amend- 
ed at the annual meetings of the shareholders, by 
the voice and votes of two thirds of the whole of 
the said shareholders or delegates. 

39 That the freight of goods from Liverpool, 
sold to any of the shareholders in Britain, be 
paid out of the general fund. 

40 That bona or bonds be given by the cash 
keepers as security for stock. 

41 That the said two key- holders, trustees or, 
cash keepers give approved bond, jointly or sev- 
erally, for three hundred pounds ; and that this 
be increased annually, according to the increase 


of stock, and as the stockholders or their dele? 
gates m8y oeqoire. 

42 That the following fifteen ehareholders act 
as directors of this association, viz. Reuben Heds 
lock, Thomas Ward, Thomas Dunlop Brown, 
Peter McCue, Matthew Caruthers, Thomas Wil- 
son, Hiram Clark, James Flint, Dan Jones, Hen- 
ry McEwan, Henry Crump, John "Druce, Isaac 
Brockbank, Robert Wiley and JobirJ&mes. J 

43 That seven of these form the ordinary di- 
rectors resident in Liverpool, who shall be em-

45 That Thomas Ward act as president and 
corresponding secretary of the said directors, — 
That Thomas Wilspn act as secretary and books 
keeper to this association. That Reuben Hed- 
lock and Thomas Dunlop Brown act as trustees 
and cash keepers for the same, the said trustees 
giving bond as aforesaid. 

It was then voted by tho conference, ‘that the 
delegates of districts, on their return to their re- 
spective places, be authorized by this association 
to organize a committee of seven, including a 
president, secretary bnd treasurer, and also in 
such neighboring districts as may require it. 

Elder Ward then arose to ascertain the feeling 
of the conference in reference to a matter of which 
they had notice, viz., the publication of the Mil- 
lennial Star, when it was unanimously voted that 
after the close of the present volume, it be pub- 
lished twice per month. 

The following votes were also agreed to, that 
elder E. H. Davis be ordained to the quorum of 
the seventies, that E. F. Sheets be also. ordained 
to the quorum of the seventies. 

That brother Thomas Dunlop Brown be or- 
dained an elder. That elder J. B. Meynell re- 
ceive a letter of commendation from the presiden- 
cy in Liverpool, on has return to America, testi- 
yine of his very successful and dilligent labors 
while in this country. 

Elder Reuben Hedlock, on Tuesday evening, 
made a statement with regard to the affairs con- 
nected with the emigration, particularly in respect 
to financial means, a debt and credit account of 
which will either be printed or sent in writing to 
each president of conferences. 

It was then motioned that thisjconference pass 
a vote of confidence in elder Reuben Hedlock, 
which was heartily responded to, and unanimous- 
ly carried. 

It was also voted that this conference sanction 
the appointment by the authorities in Nauvoo, of 
elder Wilford Woodruff to the presidency of tho 
churches in Great Britain, and also pledges itself 
to uphold him therein by-faith and prayer. 

It was also voted that this conference recognize 
and uphold elder Reuben Hedlock as his first 
counsellor. 

It was also voted that the conference recognise 
and uphold elder Thomas Ward as his second 
counsel. 

A vote of thanks was also most cheerfully giv- 
en to elder Thomas Dunlop Brown for his un- 
wearying aud active services at the conference.

The president then addressed the meeting *on 
the subject of the rise and progress of tho church 
showing the propriety and necessity of “support* 
ing the authorities of the same, ana of using our 
influence and means to assist in the building of 
tbe Temple at Nauvoo. 

A motion was mado, seconded and carried 
unanimously, that we sustain tbe Twelve as the 
presiding authority'of the church*; and that we 
assist in building tbe TempTe at Nauvoo. 

Some remarks were then made by elder John 
Young upon the subject of dissensions, which had 
taken place in the church. A motion was then 
made, seconded and carded, also, unanimously ; 
that Elder Hiram Kellogg and wife, Elder Amos 
Babcock and his wife ; also Mrs. Bond, Betsy 
Markell and Betsy Farrington, who had united 
with the Rigdon party, be cut off from the 
church of Jesus Christ of Latter day Saints. 

Voted that elder John Knapp be cut off from 
the church, for purloining money and running 
away with an abandoned woman, by tbe name of 
Maria Mason, and leaving his family in distressed 
circumstances. 

Several of the saints then expressed thoir 
views and feelings — sung a hymn — benediction j 
by the clerk. The meeting was then adjourned | 
until 1 1 o’clock to-morrow morning. 

. Met according to adjournment Opened the 
meeting by singipg. Tho president then read 
the 50th chapter of Isaiah. Prayer by L. Heath. 
A very* interesting sermon was then delivered by 
Lhe President of toe meeting, which was listened 
to with profound attention by the congregation. 
Benediction by elder John Young. The confer- 
ence adjourned for one hour. The ordinance of 
baptism was administered during tbe intermis- 
sion. 

Met according to adjournment Sung a hymn 
of praise unto the Lord. Prayer by brother 
Alanson Pettingall. The communion was then 
administered by Elders Young and Pettingal, to 
about one hundred saints. Union and harmony 
prevailed in our midst The blessing of children 
and the ordinance of confirmation was then per- 
formed. A vote was then taken that Betsy Far- 
rington be received into the church by baptism. 

Order and unanimity of feeling characterised 
the conference, and the saints in this place appear 
to be more united than they have been for some 
time past; and have, in general; a determination | 
to keep the commandments, and gather into the 
body of the church. 

Voted that the conference be adjourned until 
the 6th of October next.

The following extract, treating upon the soil ! 
and productions of California, we copy from a 
late work published in Cincinnatti, by Capt. 
Lana ford W. Hastings, leader of the Oregon and 
California emigrants of 1842. 

Mr. Hastings has recently been lecturing in 
this city, upon the advantages of emigrating to 
that country. The principle inducements held 
out, is a grant of land from the Mexican Goys 
ernment, not less than one square league nor 
over nine to every emigrant. The climate is 
never so cold as to freeze— and an instance of 
death on the coast by a fever, has never been 
known. The soil produces the fruit and vegeta- 


tion of every climate in the world. Its commor- 
oial advantages and natural recources are the 
greatest in the known world. 

From what has been said in reference to the 
climate, very correct conclusions may be Readily 
drawn in reference to the adaptation of this coun 
try to the promotion of health. There are few 

f iortions ot the world, if any, which are s^ entire- 
y exempt from all febrifacient causes. There 
being no low, marshy regions, the noxious mias- 
matic effluvia, so common in such regions, is here 
nowhere found. The purity of the atmosphere 
is most extraordinary, and almost incredible. So 
pure is it in fact, that flesh of any kind may be 
hung for weeks together, in the open airi and 
that, too, in the summer season, without under 
going putrefaction. The Californians prepare 
their meat for food, as a general thing, in this 
manner; in doing which no salt is required, yet 
it is sometimes used, as a matter of preference. 
The best evidence, however, that can be adduced, 
in reference to the superior health of this country 
is the fact that disease of any kind is very seldom 
known in any portion of the country. Cases of 
fever of any kind have seldom been known any 
where on the coast, but bilious intermittent fe- 
vers prevail to a very small exteut, in some por- 
tions of the interior, yet they are of so extremely 
mild a type that it is very seldom found neces- 
sary to resort to medical aid. Persons attacked 
with these fevers, seldom adopt any other reme- 
dy than that of abstaining a short time from food 
or going to the coast The latter remedy is in- 
fallible, and I am inclined to that opinion, from 
the fact that fevers are so seldom known, any 
where on the coast, and from one or two cases 
that came under my own observation. The ex- 
traordinary health on the coast is perhaps attrib- 
utable, in a great measure, to the effect of the ex' 
hiliar&ting and refreshing sea breezes, which at 
all times prevail in that vicinity All foreigners 
with whom I conversed on this subject, and who 
reside in that country, are unanimous and confi- 
dent, in the expression of the belief, that it is one 
of the most healthy portions of the world. From 
my own experience, and knowledge, especially of 
its entire exemption from all the ordinary causes 
of disease, and the extraordinary purity of its at- 
mosphere, I am clearly of the opinion that there 
are very few portions of the world which are su- 
perior, or even equal to this, in point of health- 
fulness and salubrity of climate. While all this 
region, especially on .the coast, is entirely exempt 
from all febrific causes, it is also entirely free 
from all sudden changes and extreme variableness 
of climate, or other causes of catarrhal, or con- 
sumptive* affections ; hence I cannot but think, 
that it is among the most favorable resorts in the 
known world for invalids. 

The productions will next engage our atten- 
tion and here, such facts will be adduced as will, 
to some extent at least, sustain the view taken 
upon another page, in reference to the extraordi- 
nary fertility of the soil. The productions of the 
Western section will be found to differ very raa- 
, tonally from those of the Eastern. I shaft first 
notice those of the Western section, at some 
length. The Timber of this section is, generally 
confined to the coast, the rivers and mountains ; 


but thfere are many portions of the different val- 
lies, ofr the rivers, which are well supplied with 
good timber. The largest and most valuable 
timber is found upon the coast, where dense for- 
ests, in many places are fonnd, consisting of fir, 
pine, cedar, ‘red wood, 1 (a species of cedar) 
spruce, oak, aph and poplar. Much of this tim- 
ber grows to an enormous size, especially the red 
wood, fir and pine, which are frequently seen two 
hundred, and even two hundred and fifty feet in 
hight, and fifteen or twenty feet in diameter — 
This timber makes excellent lumber, but its vast 
size renders it extremely difficult either to chop 
or saw it with any degree of facility. The tim- 
ber in the interior, ,both on the rivers and on the 
valleys remote from the rivers, consists chiefly of 
of oak, of almost every variety, including red, 
white and live oak, ash, poplar, cherry and willow, 
It consists chiefly however, of the different vari- r 
etiea of oak and ash. The timber of the moun- 
tains consists of pine, fir, arbor vitm, cedar- and 
spruce. Besides the varieties of timber 'here 
mentioned, in many portions of the country there 
is a dense under growth of thorns, hazels, briers, 
roses and grape vines, both upon the coast, and in. 
the interior. The timber of the Eastern section 
is much the same as that of the Western section. 
Here, as in that section, It is chiefly confined to 
the mountains and rivers, but it is generally of a 
much smaller growth than the same species found 
in that section. It consists principally of pine, 
fir, spruce, cedar, ash, poplar, cherry and willow. 
The oak, ash, poplar, cherry and willow are gen- 
erally found upon, and in the vicinity of the 
streams, while toe fir, piue, spruce and cedar are 
found mostly upon, and in the neighborhood of 
the mountains and more elevated regions. The 
undergrowth of this section also consists princi- 
pally of hazels, thorns, briers and grape vines.— 
As before remarked, there are some portions of 
this section which produce scarcely any vegeta- 
tion besides the wormwood, or properly, arlimesia 
and the prickly pear. It is frequently asserted 
that there is a 4 very great deficiency of timber in 
this country, but such truly is not the case ; there 
is ample timber in both sections, and in all the 
various portions of each, for all useful purposes. 
It is true that there is not the same quantity of 
timber here as found in some portions of Oregon, 
or in some parts of the States, yet the same quan- 
tity is not required, in a climate of such extraor- 
dinary mildness and uniformity. 

Both the climate, and the soil are eminently 
adapted to the growing of wheat, rye, oats, bar- 
ley, beans and peas, hemp, flax, tobacco, cotton 
rice coffee, corn and cane, as well as all kinds of 
vegetables, and especially such as potatoes, tur- 
nips, beets, carrots, onions and the like. And 
both the soil and climate are no less adapted to 
the growing of the greatest varieties of fruits ; 
among which are apples, pears, peaches, plums, 
cherries and grapes, as well as most of the tropi- 
cal and northern grains and fruits, particularly 
such as oranges, lemons, citrons, dates, figs and 
pomegranates, It is rather surprising that al- 
most all of the tropical and northern grains and 
fruits should be produced here, in conjunction, in 
the same latitude ; but it is no more surprising, 
than it is to find a southern climate in a northern 
latitude, as is the case every where upon the Pa-

It is now a year, since l have heard a syllable 
from home, and three months since I have heard 
from the brethren at Tahita. The last mention- 
ed vessel brought word that there were mission- 
aries coming here from Tahita and would ‘play 
hell” with me for breaking into their sheepfold. 
I returned to my place, told Br. Hill if any thing 
of importance transpired, to send me word. 

There came a runner before my morning dis- 
course jvas ended, informing me that the mission- 
aries had arrived. In the evening came a letter 
that they had been on shore and given the poor 
Mormons a tremendous thrashing: — christened 
some infants^ told all the lies they knew about 
Br. Joseph and the church, and had gone on 
board again; that they were to be on shore the 
next day, and I must meet them. 

The next morning I went over and found them 
in the house I had kept school in learning the 
natives to sing. Br. T Bowjan was acquainted 
with them. I went in with my church, and was 
introduced to them, I reached out my hand they 
said, no; we do not give you the hand till we are 
better acquainted. I sat down where I could 
look them full in the face, which 1 did, qs if I they 
had been the first specimens of the human fami- 
ly I had ever seen, I had heard so much of 
their iniquity, l wanted to see how they looked; 
tome they looked guilty indeed! The fourth, 
by the name of More, is a hot headed fellow 
against the mormons; he got so enraged the day 
before, he fairly danced about it. Howe at 
length turned to me and very sanctimoniously re- 
marked, 1 understand you have come among* 
these Islands in the capacity of a preacher. I 
answered in tho affirmative; and what do you 
preach? The sacred truths of the bible, I repli. 
ed. Said he, I suppose you are aware that so 
many years ago the London Missionary Society 
established a mission here nt a very vast expense; 1 
the whole stress was on the vast expense; tho 
cost of translj&fng the bible, <fcc* Well said I, 
and now are ybu opposed to having the bible 
preached after you have accomplished the trans- 
lation? Ho said no; ue had no objections to my 
preaching the bible; but he understood I had an- j 
other book I preached from. I told him it was a 
mistake, and went on to tell him what it was; a { 
long dialogue ensued in which they all questioned j 
me on tho fundamental principles pf the gospel, 
and they had to drop several points they introauc - 1 
ed for fear of trapping themselves; at length they 
told me they found no fault with me as far as the 
bible was concerned, but the book of mormon 
they had read, ond said it was n bad book. 1 
told them to show me dome specimens of bod 
doctrtne in it; they turned to tho place where it 
says, “Adam fell that man might be,” they floun- 
ced greatly at that. I soon succeeded in proving 
it was not contrary to bible doctrine. Well, they 
said they could find a worse place than that; so 
they turned to where it says, “Adam had to 
know misery before he knew happiness.’ This 
they spouted upon me in a great rage — I refer- 
red them to the temptations of the Saviour, his 
Bufferings that he might be perfected; what, said 
they, do you suppose all the angels in heaven, 
knew sin before they knew happiness? As for all 
of them I could not say, but if the bible is true 
we know some of them did; for John tells of one 
he saw who would not let him worship him be- 
cause he was of his fellow servants the prophets 
They did not know what to make of me; but I 
suppose they thought I was a dry bone to pick 


a dinner off any how: 

I than began to question them about their be-' 
lief in the bible, and the comiog of the Son of 
God the second time: contrasted this with the 
dispensation of Noah, told them the world was 
now being warned, and the consequences that 
would ensue, if men did riot give heed. I then 
raised my right hand towards heaven and called 
on all the heavenly hosts to witness the testimo- 
ny I bore: that I knew Br. Joseph Smith to be 
a good mau and a prophet of the Lord: and roar- 
ed on them like a bon — I believe my eyes flashed, 
for I felt as if I could swallow them all at one 
mouthful. The spirit of the Lord rested upon 
me: it threw them into confusion, they knew not 
what to say, They finally told me as long as I 
preached the truth\,they would pray that I might 
be upheld, but if I preached error they should 
pray it might fall to the ground. Then I said, 
our prayers will be united. 

I let them have .a book of Mormon, a Voice of 
Warning, and O. Pratt’s pamphlet on finding the 
plates. 1 told them I was happy to see them 
manifest a better spirit: and reminded them how 
they had abused me and my cause the day before. 

| This they attempted to deny but I was able to 
prove it. They said Br. Joseph was in jail for 
adultery. Br. Hill know too many of their tricks 
to be fooled, he replied, if imprisonment was the 
penalty for adultery here, there are not many of 
you who would be at liberty to-day to my certein 
knowledge. They did not.deuy it, but one said 
there were many thiogs they had cause to regret 
We separated — they shook me by the band with 
the cordiality of old friends. The natives felt 
hurt for me when they saw them at first refuse to 
shake hauds with me. King Tommatooah told 
me not to lay it to heart for they were going 
home to England, and would not return: and now 
is our time to supply them with missionaries. 

The natives took my part, .and defended tho 
cause with great boldness when I was not pres- 
ent.

What was the patriarchal system of religion 
and government? 

It was a system of priesthood, under the direct 
appointment and sanction of the Almighty and 
contiuually guided by angels, visions, dreams and 
the spirit of revelation and prophecy, by which 
means the people of God were governed in all 
things, temporal and spiritual 

What was the Old Testament system*, or the 
system of Moses and the Jewish prophets? 

It was a system of priesthood under the direct 
appointment and guidance of the Almighty, by 
means of angels, visions, dreams, revelations and 
prophets. By these means the people of God 
were governed, in all things both temporal and 
spiritual. 

What was the New Testament system, or the 
system of Christ and his Apostle^ ? 

It was a system of priesthood and apostleship, 
appointed by the Lord himself, and guided con* 
tinually by angels, visions, dreams, and the spirit 
of prophecy and revelation, by which the church^ 
es were governed, guided and directed in all 
things both temporal and spiritual 

When did the New Testament order, or the 
order of Christ and his Apostles cease ? 

When inspired prophets and apostles ceased, 
together with the Ministry of angels, visions, rev- 
elations , healings, 6c c. 

Why did these things cease at all ? 

Because of unbelief and corruption. 

What is Catholacism. or Popery ? 

It is Greek and Roman paganism somewhat 
remoddled, and under a new name, but equally 
idolatrous and absurd in all its ways, and if po&' 
sible more productive of every evil to which hu- 
manity is subject It was founded by the devil 
and is, in spirit and works directly opposed to the 
word and spirit of Christ Proof experimental 
instanced in Italy, Spain, Portugal, France, 
Germany, Mexico, and other countries for ages. 

What is Protestantism ? 

It is another form of Greek and Roman pagan- 
ism, or Idolatry, equally coKjipt, equally produc- 
tive of all evils, entirely opposed to Christ’s king- 
dom, government, word and spirit Proof expert 
iment, instanced in England, Scotland and the 
United States, where all evil prevails in society, 
and where the voice of Angels, prophets and rev- 
elators passes unheeded ; and where men fall mar- 
tyrs for the testimony of Jesus. 

What is Mormonism, or the system of the Lat- 
ter Day Saints? 

It is the restoration of the New Testament 
system, or the system of Christ and his Apostles 
again renewed, for the fulness of . the Gentiles, 
and the restoration of Israel It is a system of 
priesthood appointed by the Almighty, and con- 
tinually guided by angels, visions, and the spirit 
of prophecy and revelation, by which the saints 
should be guided in aU things, temporal and spir- 
itual Proof: Its works, doctrine, spirit and 
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points, instanced from its rise to the present time. 

Sach, in substance, are a few of the differences 
between' the doctrines of the Saints, and the doc*, 
trines of the modern ‘ Evangelical * sects so call* 
ed, or more properly, sectarians. 

Doctrine of the Saints. — He that believeth 
M*d is baptized shall be saved : he that believeth 
not shall be damned. 

Doctrine of Sectarians. — He that believeth 
shall be saved, whether he is baptized or not 

Saints. — These signs shall follow them that be- 
lieve. In my name they shall cast out devils ; 
they shall speak with new tongues; they shall 
take up serpents ; if they drink any deadly thing 
it shall not hurt them. They shall lay hands on 
the sick, and they shall recover. 

Sectarians. — These signs are all done away }! 
and are not now a part of the Christian system, i 
although we acknowledge they once were a prom- 
inent and very essential part of it. 

Saints. — If any are sick among you, let them 
send for the elders of the church, and let them 
pray over them, annointing them with oil in thgv 
name of the Lord, and the prayer of faith shall 
save the sick, and God shall raise them up, and 
if they have committed sins they shall be forgiven 
them. 

Sectarians. — The members ot the church need 
no healing now when they are sick, or if they 
need it ever so much it cannot be obtained through 
prayer and annointing, for this part of the gospel 
is done away. 

Saints — Go ye into all the world and preach 
the gospel to every creature, baptizing them in 
the name of the Father, Son, and Holy Ghost, 
teaching them to observe all things whatsoever 1 
have commanded you. 

Sectarians. — Go ye into all the world and 
preach that baptism is non-essential, or else bap- 
tize little infants who cannot be taught the gospel 
nor believe in it, at the time of their baptism. — 
But in either case be sure to inform them, that 
part of the commandments, ordinances and prom- 
ises are done away. 

Saints. — It shall come to pass in the last days, 
saith God, I will pour out my spirit upon all flesh 
— old men shall dream dreams, and young men 
shall see visions, and on my servants, and on my 
handmaidens will 1 pour out in those days of my 
spirit, and they shall prophecy. 

Sectarians, — Revelations, visions and prophe- 
cyings are among those parts of the gospel which 
were enjoyed exclusively by the ancients, and 
which are now to be set aside as among the things 
which are done away. 

Saints. — Not every one that cryeth Lord, Lord } 
shall enter into my kingdom ; but he that doeth 
the will of my father in heaven. 

Sectarian. — You need not be particular to be 
baptized, and to observe all the commandments 
and ordinances of Jobus Christ and his Apostles ; 
these things are non-essenlial at most, but come 
forward to the anxious seat, and cry Lord, Lord, 
and ho will convert your soul and save you. 

Saints — Why call ye me Lord, Lord, and do 
not the tilings that I say ? 


Sectarians, — Cry to the Lord in humble prayer 
but the things he has said are many of them done 
away. 

Saints. — In vain they worship me, teaching for 
doctrines the commandments of men* 

Sectarians. — If we only worship Jesus Christ, 
and believe in and pray to him, we shall be saved 
it matters not what doctrine we follow, if it is only 
some one of these ‘pious, 1 evangelical’ sects which 
do away, or deny and pervert, many parts of the 
Gospel. 

We might fill a volume with similar compart 
sons, but these few will suffice to show any rea- 
sonable man that Mormonism (so called,) or the 
doctrine of the Saints of this age, is a revival or 
restoration of the old way — the old doctrine and 
faith once delivered to the Saints, and that Sec- 
tarianism, not Mormonism, is justly entitled a 
‘new doctrine. 1 

Mormonism is no new doctrine ; it holds forth 
no new Jesus, no new Gospel no new plan of sal- 
vation. It claims nothing more nor less than a 
restoration of all the offices, gifts, ordinances, 
{principles, powers, and government, which was 
aficiently set in order among the Saints, and com- 
mitted to them ub an unchangeable and everlast* 
ing system of salvation to man. The new rec* 
ords, books, and revelations had among the Lat- 
ter Day Saints, are so many additional evidences 
of the same principles developed in different ages 
or countrios. Mr. Mormon, for instance, in his 
writings of the fourth century of the Christian 
Era, and in his abridgments of the more ancient 
fathers, contends for the same offices, gifts and 
ordinances which were had among the Jewish 
Apostles and Disciples, and as written in the New 
Testament The Book of Mormon (a work of 
600 pages) does not claim or hold forth one new 
principle or doctrine, but simply bears record of 
the same principles revealed in another country, 

I and to another people, or branch of IsraeL 
j The visions of Mr. Joseph Smith, and others in 
this age, claim nothing more nor lees than to re- 
store the same doctrine and authority, the sanjo 
faith and ordinances which were had in the an* 
cient church, and which are clearly laid down by 
the ancients as essential parts of the gospel It 
is true that in temporal matters, such as gather- 
ing together, emigrating, building, &c., modern 
revelation varieB from the ancient, to suit the 
country and circumstances, just as the revelation 
to Noah to build the ark, 6u. differed from the 
revelation to Joseph to lay up corn in Egypt, or 
the revelation of Christ to his disciples, to dee out 
of Judah and Jerusalem to the mountains. 

Revelations on temporal subjects must in the 
very nature of things, always vary to suit the 
circumstances of the case. But in the principles 
of eternal salvation, there can be no variableness 
or shadow of turning, for every office, gift, power, 
ordinance and principle pertaining to the same, 
was instituted before the foundation of the world, 
and to be made manifest in due titae. 

We therefore invite, and humbly warn all men 
in the name and by the authority of Jesus Christ, 
to repent, and to withdraw from the new fangled 
systems of sectarianism, under the various names 
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of ‘ Piety,* 1 Orthodoxy,* ‘Evangelical/ 1 Chris- 
tian/ and many other terms calculated tp deceive, 
bat which pervert the gospel, and set aside many 
of its ordinances, commands and promises, and to 
come out and obey the ordinances of God, as now 
restored and administered by the Latter Day 
Saints. 

In so doing they will receive remission of sins, 
and the gift of the Holy Ghost, and will enjoy 
the gift of God.

Thus Far I have only spoken of the indieon- 
ons prodnc’ions : those which arc produced by 
tillage will next bo considered, Tho wheat will 
receive our First and most particular attention, as 
it is the principal grain grown in this country as 
yet, and as it will undoubtedly atways constitute 
one of the principle staples oF the country. There 
are several kinds oF wheat grown here, among 
which aro all the common varieties^rown in the 
States, as well as several varietios which are un- 
known in the States. The wheat most common- 
ly grown, however, is that which is called the 
whea£ of Taos, which grows here about throe or 
Four Feet high, and hears seven distinct heads or 
ears, each oF which U equally us largo asthoso oF 
the common varhty. One head is situated upon 
the stalk precisely as that oF the ordinary wheat, 
and upon each side of this head there are threo 
others, putting out From the main stock, about 
three Fourths of an inch below each other. The 
berry is equally as large as the ordinary kind, 
and it is said to weigh about Four pounds to the 
bushel heavier. This wheat produces very 
abundantly, as also do the various other kinds, 
as Far ns they have been tried. The average crop 
is from thirty to Forty bushels to the aero, or to 
one of sowing ; but an average crop of fifty, sixty, 
and even seventy burilela to the acre is frequent- 
ly received. Several very respectnble and cred- 
itable gentlemen informed me that there had 
been an instance within their own knowledge, of 
a farmer's having received ono hundred and twen- 
ty bushels to the acre; and that the next year, 
from a spontaneous growth upon the same ground, 

| he recetvcd sixty-one bushels to the acre. To 
i many it will appear impossible, that one acre of 
! ground should produce that quantity of wheat, 
and hence, to them the above statement will ap- 
pear incredible ; but 1 have not the least doubt of 
its entire correctness. This is no more extraor- 
dinary than it would bo to see oats growing spon* 
tanoously, four, and even five or six Feet high, 
over thousands of acres ; nor is it farther remov- 
ed from tho common order of things, than it would 
be to see spontaneous growths of flax and clover 
j three or four loot in height, covering vast plains! 
j and valleys as Fir ns vision extends, yet these 
I thing 3 are true. Wheat is generally sown from 
! the first of November, to the first of March, and 
J is harvested in May or June, depending upon the 
| time of its being sown, which is usually deferred 
until tho commencement of the rainy season — 
This course is pursued because of tho greater 
ease with which the lands are ploughed after the 


falling of the rains. Rye, bajley, the cultivated 
oats, hemp and flax, have not as yet been tried, 
but they will all, undoubtedly, produce extremely 
well/jWtlglag from what has peen previously said 
in reference to their spontaneous productions — 
Corn is uot grown to much extent, but wherever 
it is grown, it yields extremely well, giving an 
average crop of about fifty or sixty bushels tothrf 
acre. It is proper, however, here to remark, that 
the corn grown here at this time, is what is called 
tho Spanish corn, which is a much smaller kind 
than our Indian corn, and produces much less 
abundently ; and that after it is planted, no fur* 
ther attention is paid to it until it is matured. — 
With ordinary cultivation, even this kind would 
undoubtedly give a much more plentiful return. 
It is commonly planted in February and March, 
and is harvested any ^ime after the last of June, 
by which time it aly/ays matures. The climate 
and the soil are both peculiarly adapted to the 
growing of tobacco, cotton, rice and cane. To- 
bacco has already been tested with eminent sue* 
cess : it is said, to grow with as much lnxurience 
and to yield as plentifully as it does in Cuba ; 
and tho quality is thougnt not to be- inferior to 
that grown in Cuba, or elsewhere. Rice, cotton 
and cane have not as yet, been tested, but the 
probability is that they would succeod admirably. 
It is said by some that cotton cannot be growu, 
even with ordinary success, where there is no 
rain during the summer ; but experience contro- 
verts this view ; for it is grown with eminent 
success in other portions of Mexico, which have 
a similar climate, and which have not a drop of 
rain during the entire summer. All kinds of 
garden vegetables are grown here with extraordi- 
nary success, many kinds of which are planted 
and gathered at any, and every season of the 
year. Melons of all kinds produce extremely 
well, in all portions of this section, much better, 
in fact, than they do in any portion of the States. 

The various fruits which are hero produced 
have been ennuinerated upon a former page, in- 
cluding both those which are indigenous, and 
those which are cultivated, as well as all of the 
northern and tropical fruits. The latter are 
chiefly confined to the southern portion of this 
section, while the northern fruits abound in all 
bs different portions, both in the north and south 
The same variety of the ordinary cultivated 
fruits of the north is not found here, as exists in 
many of the States, but several varieties have ] 
been introduced, and they have been found to 
yield most plentifully. Even in the moat north- 
ern part of this section, the peach trees, and va- 
rious other fruit trees bloom in January and Feb- 
ruary, end in the southern part, as early as De- 
cember. The cultivated grape grows most luxu- 
riantly, and produces yery abundantly ; and 
when ripe is one of the most delicious and grate- 
ful fruits that ever graced the festival board.— 
There are many vineyards here, often or fifteen 
acres in extent, where the grape is grown in 
large quantities ; and prepared and preserved in 
all the various manners known elsewhere. At 
i these vineyards raisins are made in sufficient 
quantities for home consumption, and may un- 
■ doubtedly be made in large quantities for export- 
’ ation. They are usually prepared, either by par- 
> tialiy cutting the stalks, of the branches, before 


the grapes are entirely ripe, and allowing them to J 
remain upon the vine until they are perfectly , 
dried ; or by gathering them in their matured [ 
state, and steeping them for a short time in an • 
alkaline lye, previous to their beingj dried. Those 
which are cured by the first method^ are the most 
delicious, and are much preferred ; and they are 
perhaps, not inferior to the Malaga raisins which ] 
are imported from Spain. Besides the delicious 
fruits which they afford for the table, they also 
afford a most generous wine, which always con- 
stitutes one of me grand essentials of a California 
dinner. Here I must confess that my temper- 
ance pledge, although formerly including all al- 
coholic, intoxicating and vinous liqors,dia not ex- 
tend to the latter m California; and I am in- 
clined to believe that old father Mattheuf himself, 
however far be might be from doing sp in the 
north, would drink wine in California. I know 
old Bacchus would. 

A groat variety of wild fruits also abound in 
all the different portions of this section, among 
which are crab apples, thorn apples, plums, 
grapes, strawberries, cranberries, wbortleberrierf, , 
and a variety of cherries. The strawberries are 
extremely abundant, and they are the largest and 
most delicioBB that I have overseen; much larg- 
er than the largest which we see in the various 
States, > They bloom in January, and_ ripen in 
March, when they are gathered in Targe quant!-' 
ties by the settlers and the Indians. The grapes 
are unusually plentiful, especially in the vicinity 
of the rivers, creeks and lakes, where the greatest 
variety is found. They are gathered in great 
quantities by the various tribes of Indians, not 
only for their own consumption, but for that of 
the white settlers. 1 have notunfrequently seen 
the Indians arrive at Captain Settlors fort, with 
thirty or forty bushels at a time, which being 
measured, the Captain would pay them some tri- 
vial compensation, when they would depart for 
their villages, with a view of returning the next, 
and each succeedtng day, while the grapes were 
to be obtained. The grapes thus obtained by the 
Captain were designed either for table sauce or 
distillation. The mast of this section is also ex- 
tremely plentiful, in all the different vallies, and 
other tirabereddands, especially the acorns, which 
l have observed here in much greater abundance 
than I have ever seen them elsewhere. All the 
common varieties found in the states, are also 
found here, and in quantities sufficient for all the 
swine, and all the other animals which subsist on 
mast, as well as the various tribes of Indians, ma- 
ny of whom subsist almost entirely upon them, 
tho greater part of the year. . Large, spreading, 
white oaks, aro often seen, which produce thirty 
or forty bushels to the tree ; under many of 
which the ground is literally covered with them, 
several inches in thickness. 

The grain and fruits of the Eastern section dif- 
fer somewhat from those of the West, rn section, 
which is attributable to the great difference of 
soil and climato. Many of the spontaneoua pro- 
ductions are, however, the same in many portions 
of this section, for instance, the oats, clover, flax, 
and hemp, many of the wild fruits and various 
grapes, all of which grow here also, with^ the 
greatest luxuriance, ana in the largest quantities. 
The cultivated productions will, from the peculi- 


arity of the soil and climate, be confined 10 wheat 
rye, oats, flax, hemp,' tobacco, corn, rice, beans, 
peas, the various vegetables* apples, pears, peach- 
es, plums, grapes and cherries. Cotton ana com 
cannot, perhaps be grown »with any. degree of 
success, in any portion of this section, nor can 
many, if any, of the tropical fruits. Nothing can 
be said with certainty, in relation to the yield of 
the various' cultivated grains and fruits, which 
may be produced in this section, as all agricultu- 
ral experiments have thus far been confined en* 
tirely to the Western section ; but judging from 
the peculiar adaptation of the soil and climate to 
their production, there is no doubt but that many 
ofthe various productions above enumerated, may 
be produced here, with the same cultivation, 
equally qb abundantly os they can be in the Wes- 
tern section. This view is strengthened, when 
we reflect that all the various indigenous grains 
and fruits grow equally os luxuriantly, ana pro* 
duce with equal profusion, here as in that section. 

Stock of all kinds succeeds rao3t admirably in 
portions of the Western section, which, however 
would bo inferred from what has been previously 
adduced. Immense herds of all the various do- 
mestic animals are reared with little or no ex- 
pense: The require ^neither feeding or housing, 
and are always sufficiently fattened for the slaugh- 
ter house. Instead of becoming lean and moager. 
during the winter, as our herds do, they are al> 
ways much the fattest, and jn the best condition, 
during that season. Horses are here, found in 
herdB almost innumerable, and they are always in 
the best condition for active and laborious service. 
Although they are rather smaller than ours, they 
are much more hardy and fleet, and equally as 
well, if not better proportioned. They endure 
fatigue much better than any horses with which 
lam acquainted; it is not uncommon to ride or 
drive them, for several days ip succession, with 
out either food or rest. It is the practice of thej 
Mexicans to tie them up without food or water, j 
several days previous to using them ; this course 
hovever,is only pursued when some extraordina- 
ry feat is to be performed, as that of riding the 
same horse a hundred miles in ten hours, which 
is not unfrequently done. For a Mexican to 
ride a hundred mites in one day, is not uncom- 
mon, nor does it appear to require any extraordi- 
nary effort.- One hundred miles a day are as fre- 
quently driven by the Mexicans ^ae fifty are by 
our people : in truth, with them it m bat an or- 
dinary day’s ride, which however, is generally 
performed with two or three horses, which are 
alternately ridden, as circumstances require. The 
usual gait at which those horses are driven, is a 
a fa 9 t gallop, at which gait' they are frooueutly 
kept for many hours in succession, with very 
slight intervals of lest, five or ten minutes, 
and that too without food, i have frequently rid- 
den those horses over the plains of California up 
on a fast gallop, five or six consecutive hours, 
without intermission. This will enable the read- 
er to arrive at a tolerably correct conclusion in 
reference to the hardiness and durability of the 
California horses, which although they are rather 
smaller, are, I think in many respects superior to 
our own. They are generally better formed, and 
much more fleet than . our common horses. — 
Among them you will see every variety of color 
imaginable, from a jet black to a snow white. All 
the varieties of colors found among our horses 
are found among them, besides many varieties 
which are never found among ours. Many are 
roan, with the exception of their mane, tail and 
ears, which are black, brown or bay : others are 
white, with the exception of their manes, tails 
and ears, which are cream colored, tipped with 
bay or black: and others are lead, copper or 
cream colored, with hay, black or bro.wn ears, 
manes and tails. Perhaps the description given 
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of Jacob's cattle, would be aa expressive of the 
variety of colors of the California horses as^any 
that con well ba given. They are mrich better 
train^i for the saddle than ours, and generally 
muca better gaited, and more gentle and kindly 
disposed when broken. 

The different farmers always keep a number of 
herdsmen, whose business it is to drive the horses 
from place to place as it becomes necessary, to 
seek additional pasturage, and who are usually 
Indiana, or Mexicans of the lowest grade. One 
of these herdsmen* wishing to catch any horse 
which he may desire, mounts one of his most fleet 
horses, which he always keeps under the saddle 
for that purpose, and rushes into a band with a 
.‘latso,’ which, whon he has approached within 
twenty or thirty yards of the designated steed, 
he throws with surprising accuracy, around Iris 
neck : thus he is noosed and secured. They are 
either taken in the above manner, or they are 
I driven into a ‘caral,’ where they are taken in the 
^manner just described. The 1 lasso* is a veiy 
strong rope, usually made of raw hide, and is 
about sixty feet in length, at one end of which 
there is a noose, which is thrown upon tho neck 
of thohorse as before stated; while the other end 
is firmly attached to the pommel of the auddle. 
As soon as the lasso is thus thrown upon the neck 
of the horse designed to be taken, the saddle horse 
being properly trained, immediately braces firm- 
ly, in order to brace against the frightful efforts 
of the plunging and snorting steed ; and from the 
decided rdvantage which he has, in pulling by the 
girth of the saddle, while the other pulls by his 
neck only/be invariably succeeds in resisting 
every*efiort"Of the wildest and most powerful — 
These horses are but slightly smaller than ours, 
which may, perhaps be attributed to the entire 
inattention to tlieir rearing, which may be seen 
from the following facts. Many of the farmers 
have as many as fifteen or twenty thousand head, 
which are all permitted to range together, with 
very little notice or attention, other than that of 
branding them when young. So numerous are 
they that they have frequently been killed by 
thousands, in order to preserve the vegetation for | 
the cattle, which are considered much the most | 
valuable. Instead of this inhuman and destruc- 
tive practice, bow easily could those indolent be. 
ings drive their horses into the interior, which 
extends almost a terra incognitia,and which eve- 
ry where abounds with spontaneous and inex- 
haustible vegetation ? By this course they would 
not only preserve and increase their stock, but 
they would also preserve a character for proprie- 
ty and humanity ; but inherent indolence forbids 
any course which requires any active exertion. — 
A Mexican always pursues that method of doing 
things which requires the least physical or men- 
tal exercise; unless it involves some danger, in 
which case he always adopts some other method 
The cattle are much more numerous than the 
horses; herds of countloss numbeas are every 
where B3en upon all the different vallies and 
plains, throughout this entire section. It is said 
that many ofthe farmers have from twenty to 
thirty thousand head. In whatever district you 
travel, you see many thousands of large fine cat- 
tle, which, in herds innumerable, are traversing 
those unbounded plains of oats, clover and flax, 
of unparalled growth. There cattle are undoubt, 
edly superior to ours, especially for the yoke, os 
they are much larger, and they are equally as 
valuable for their milk, and much moie valuable 
for their beef, which is always much fatter and 
more tender than that of our cattle. When do- 
mesticated, they are equally as gentle and tracta- 
ble as ours, but before they are domesticated they 
areas wild as the deer or elk. Each farmer, how- 
ever, usually has as many of both oxen and cows 
as are required upon his farm, which are. fully 
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domesticated, but as a general thing, they are not 
only as wild as the deej ond elk, but they are as 
ferocious as tigers. Such is their ferocity, that 
it is •extremely' unsafe to venture among them, 
otherwise than on horseback, in which manner, 
persons uot only go among them with perfect 
8afety : but a lew persons may drive and herd 
them with the same facility thst thoy could our 
cattle. Should a person venture among them on 
foot, when they are collected in large herds,, he 
would instantly be attacked and slain, unless he 
should find refuge in some position which would 
prove inaccessible by them. As a general thing, 
the farmers herd them regularly, and occasional- 
ly drive them into a * caral,’ or enclosure, when 
their timidity is so increased, and their ferocity is 
so diminished* that tjiey are caught and branded 
with much facility* They are taken, when driv- 
on into these ‘carals,’ in a manner similar to that 
in which the horses are taken, as before describ- 
ed with but a slight difference, which I shall here 
notice. The 1 lasso,* instead of being thrown up- 
on their necks, is thrown upon their hindmost 
legs, when the other end of the k lasso,’ being 
firmly attached to the pommel of the saddle, the 
rider plies the tho spurs to his horse, and in 
the twinkling of an eye, the captured bullock is 
prostrated upon the ground plunging and leaping 
with desperate eflort to acquire an upright bosi- 
tion, but all to no purpose. Now the red hot 
iron is applied as the owner directs, giving such 
impress as he may have selected as his brand, 
when the lasso is detatched from his legs by an 
Indian, who is very cautious to secure a safe re- 
treat, before the infuriated animal again obtains 
footing, There ore stated times at which the dif- 
ferent farmers thus collect their cattle, for the 
purpose of branding them, when the various far- 
mers in the same neighborhood always convene 
at each point designated, for the purpose of as- 
certaining whether their cattle are intermingled 
with those of their neighbors. Cattle were roared 
formerly for their bides only, but latterly they are 
reared for their hides, tallow and beef. Several 
respectable gentlemen informed me, that former- 
ly it was veay common for persons to kill hun- 
dreds and thousands of their cattle merely for 
their hides, leaving the beef of innumereblp fine, 
fat cattle to the wolves and buzzards. The same 
gentlemen also informed me* that in travellihg 
through the plains of the interior, they bad often 
seen the ground strewed with many hundreds of 
large, fat cattle* which had been killed merely for 
the hides, and that the bodies being thus exposed 
to the rays of the sun, the tallow was actually 
exuding from them to such an extent that the 
surface of the ground was actually saturated with 
it for several feet around each. This affords an- 
other instance of the destructive prodigality of 
the Mexicans, which however, is not latterly pur- 
sued; but the course pursued by them now, 
would not be considered sufficiently frugal by an 
American, as many of them weekly kill three or 
four beeves, which are either used or thrown 
away by themselves or their servants. As it 
has been heretofore remnrkcd, both cattle and 
horses are now driven in large numbers to Ore- 
gon, and the presumption is, that the increasing 
emigration to that country will render it an ex- 
tensive market for the horses of this country for 
many7ears to cerue.

The Angels. 

In the thirteenth chapter of Matthew, is some 
of the wanderful wisdom of Jesus Christ, put 
forth in parables; and, with all the rest, this ques- 
, tion and answer. — 

“Jesus ssith unto them, have ye understood 
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all these thing? They say unto him, yea, Lord, 

‘'Then said he unto them, Therefore every 
scribe which is instructed into the kingdom of 
heaven is like unto a man that is an householder, 
which bringeth forth out of his treasure things 
new and old. 

This, like all the revelations of God, is aspe* 
cimen of Mornionism; to bring forth things both 
new and old. But what can be brought forth 
concerning the angels that will interest the Saint; 
leaving the world to enjoy the belief that angels 
have entirely quit the earth, and that a man sins 
to talk about seeing them? Why, in the first 
place, we will see how many kinds of angels 
there are, and what their duties are before the 
Lord, 

According to the best understanding we have 
of the scriptures, there are three, pernaps four 
kinds of angels — the archangels of which Paul 
and Jude make mention, first in order or highest 
in authority; tho angels which are resurrected 
bodies, like those mentioned in the 18 th chapter 
of Genesis, who ate and drank with Abraham, 
and also with Lot; and the angels which are min* 
istering spirits, and it may be a matter of inves. 
tigation to determine whether this third class of 
spiritual beings, do not constitute two distinct 
races in the heavenly world. 

The Psalmist said that man W03 created a lit* 
tie lower than the angels, and this taken in con- 
nexion with the idea of Paul and the Psalmist( if 
rightly translated,) “who maketh or seudeth his 
ministering spirits, nngels, (or messengers) a 
flame otgire ” or in flames of fire, would give us 
a fourth grade of angels; and a true Mormon 
would go on to prove the case still further, on 
this wise, th -t Jesus Chrsst did the same work 
that his Father had done, and that Christ’s dis* 
ciples did the same work that he had done; and 
as he went to preach to the spirits in prison, so 
also do and will his disciples in all ages of tho 
world since he opened the door of the resurrec- 
tion. 

Again, John says, “Verily, verily, I say anto 
yon, ho that believeth on me, the works that I 
d0 8 kall he do also; and greater works than these 
shall he do: because I go unto my Father.” 

What “greater work,” as Jesus had raised the 
dead, coula his disciples do, unless, after death, 
as ministering spirits, they should minister to 
the spirits in prison, and to save the dead? If 
any are wise let them say. 4 

But the greatest matter of mystery concerning 
angels is, that they or some of them at least, 
live by eating. Tho two angels that visited Lot, 
in Sodom, partook of a feast; and Paul says, “Be 
not forgetful to entertain strangers: for thereby 
some have entertained angel* unawares . 11 And 
also, it is written in the Psalms, that “man did 
eat angels food.” 

From these facts, it is evident that the angols 
who minister to men in the flesh, are resurrected 
beings, so that flesh administers to flesh, and 
spirits to spirits. 

This was the case with John when ho said,' <: I 
fell at bis feet to woisnip him. And he said un- 
to mo, see tbou do it not; l am thy fellow ser- 
vant and of thy brethren, that have the testimo- 
ny of Jesus; worship God, for the testimony of 
Jesus is the spirit of prophesy.” 

This angel might have been good old Daniel, 
who had risen with Jesus, as “one of thy brethren, 
the prophets.” 

The angels are our watohmen, for,qatan said 
to Jesus, “he will give his angels charge concern- 
ing thee, lest thou dash thy foot against a stone 
at any time.” It would seem from a careful pe- 
rusal of the scriptures, that the angels, while God 
has 3aints upon the arth, stay in this lower world 
to ward off evil; fur the prophet Isaiah has left 
this testimony on the iubject: — 


“I will mention the loving kindness oi the 
Lord, and the praises of the Lord, according to 
all that the Lord hath bestowed on us, and the 
great goodness toward the house of Israel, which 
he ham bestowed on them according to bis mer- 
cies, and according to the multitude of his loving 
kindness ” 

For he said, “Surely they tore my people, 
children that will not lie.” So he was their Sa- 
viour. 

In all their affliction he was afflicted, and the 
angel of his presence saved them; in his love and 
in nis piety he redeemed them; and he bare them, 
and carried them all the days of old. 

The angels that have gone forth at sundry 
times to execate the decrees of God, fully, sub- 
stantiate this fact; Abraham, Hagar, Balaam, 

| together with the enemies of the Lord are the 
! witnesses who knew the power and offices of ans 
igels on earth. 

But lest we take up too much time on the 
resurrected bodies, who go and come at the bid> 
ding of Him who was, and is, and is to come, 
we will change tho theme to the thoughts and 
witness of the heart 

The action of tha nngels, or messengers of 
God, upon our minds, so that the heart can con- 
ceive things past, present, and to come, and reve- 
lations from the eternal world, is, among the ma- 
jority of mankind, a greater mystery than all the 
secrets of philosophy, literature, superstition and 
bigotry put together ; though some men try to 
deny it, and some to explain away the meaning, 
still there is so much testimony in the Bible, and 
among a respectable poriion of the world, that 
one might as well undertake to throw the water 
out of this world into the moon with a tea spook, 
as to do away the supervision of angols upon the 
human mind. 

The first account that comes to our mind now 
is when Jacob was journeying , 4 And he dreamed 
and beheld a ladder set upon the earth, and the 
top of it reached to heaven, and, beheld the angels 
of God ascending and descending on it.’ 

The next caso wo notice is relative to Pharaoh 
in Egypt, which Joseph interpreted, and the in- 
terpretation was sure. Now unless there had 
been an understanding between the angel of 
Pharaoh, and the angel of Joseph, how could the 
interpretation have been known? Or in the case 
of Nebuchadnezzar, when be dreamed of the image 
which fled from his mind, how could Daniel not 
only have brought the image, but the meaning 
with it? Daniel said there was a God in heaven 
that revealed secrets, but God does not often 
leave heaven to give a man a dream and the in- 
terpretation. 

There is nothing in the Bible which comes 
nearer the fact, or more properly, the truth of the 
matter, than when the wise men came to worship 
Jesus. Matthew says: 

“ And being warned of God in a dream that 
they should not return to Herod, they departed 
into their own country another way 

And when they were departed, behold the an- 
gel of the Lord appeareth to Joseph in a dream, 
saying Arise and tako the young child and his 
mother, and flee into Egypt, and be thou there 
until I bring thee word: for Herod will seek the 
young child to destroy him.” 

The wise men were warned in a dream, and the 
adgel of the Lord warned Joseph in a dream ; and 
the fact is spirit ministers to spirit, and so we 
dream revelations, because the angels inform our 
spirits what to dream, and the eyes of our under- 
standing see it, and the ears of our perception 
conceive; and lo, there 16 a line of communica- 
tion from heaven to earth 1 

And this is not .all. Who is it that carries the 
saints to judgment beforehand? Did not Paul 
write: 


4 Some mens’ sins are open beforehand, going 
before to judgment; and somo men they follow 
after. 

Likewise also the good works of some are man- 
ifest beforehand, ana they that are otherwise can- 
not be hid . 1 

It is the ‘divinity , 1 or spirit of God within us, 
that performs this duty. 

‘ For there are three that bear record in heav- 
en, the Father, the Word, and the Holy Ghost: 
and these three are one. 

And there are three that bear witness in earth, 
the spirit, and the water, and the blood : and these 
three agree in one. 

No wonder then, that our sins go to judgment 
beforehand ; and no wonder that man gives an 
account of his own stewardship through life, for 
this is the sum and substance of the matter: our 
blood, which is our life, (and wo to the man that 
sheds it by murder!) and our spirit, which is 
eternal, and the water wherein we are baptized 
all testify to God of our acts in the flesh ; and 
‘the angels -of our presence* aie the messengers 
to report the matters : so we are chastened ac- 
cordingly. — The sins of the wicked follow after, 
and verily they have their reward. 

The angels go in the authority of God. This 
is manifest from the account of Jacob’s wrestling 
with God : 

1 And Jacob was left alone ; and thero wrestled 
a man with him until the breaking of the day.’ 

But when he prevailed not, he inquired the 
name of 4 the man,’ and got no answer; so he 
called the name of the place Peniel : 4 the face of 
God.* The ne*t and most prominent example is 
(hat where Joshua learned the fate of Jericho, 
before it fell, by blowing 4 ram’s horns. 1 » 

4 And it came to pass, when Joshua was by Jer- 
icho, that he lifted up his eyes aud looked, and 
behold there stood a man over against him, with 
his sword drawn in his hand ; and Joshua went 
unto him, and said unto him. Art thou for us or 
for our adversaries ? 

And he said, Nay ; but as captain of the host 
of tho Lord am I now come. And Joshua fell 
on his face to the earth, and did worship, and said 
unto him, What saith my lord unto his servant? 

And the captain of the Lord’s host said unto 
Joshua, loose thy shoe from off thy foot, for the 
place whereon thou Blandest is holy. And Joshua 
did sa* 

No doubt the ‘captain of the Lord’s host’ told 
Joshua tho plan of taking Jericho and its utter 
destruction. To verify this we quote the first 
verse of John’s revelations on the Isle of Patmos. 

4 The Revelation of Jesus Christ, which God 
gave unto him; to show unto his servants things 
which must shortly come to pass ; and he sent 
& signified it by his angel unto his servant John. 

Perhaps it may bo said that many' persons 
dream not at all, to which we reply, so it is, and 
many people do not believe in God, man, nor the 
devil: but the time is at hand when the saints 
will know better, and do better : 

‘ And it shall come to pass afterward, that I 
will pour out my spirit upon all flesh ; and your 
sons and daughters shall prophecy, your old men 
shall dream dreams, your young men shall see 
visions* 

And also upon the servants and upon the hand 
maids in those days will I pour out iny spirit 

But, without going into a particular detail of 
the offices and duties of the different grades of 
angels, let us close bv saying that the angels 
gather the elect, and pluck out all that offends. — 
They are the police of heaven, and report what- 
ever transpires on earth, and carry the petitions 
and supplications of men, women and chlidreij, 
to the mansions uf remembrance, where they are 
kept as tokens *of obedience by the sanctified, in 
1 golden vials’ labelled , 4 the prayers of the saints.’

What numberless re- 
collections are crowded upon every footstep of 
the sacred soil I Since the battle of the five 
kings against four, recorded in the I4th chapter 
of Genesis, nearly two thousand years before the 
time of our Saviour, until the wars of Napoleao, 
eighteen hundred years after it, this narrow but 
wonderful region, has never ceased to be the 
stage of remarkable events.

Chapter SU 

Mach attention is latterly paid to the rearing 
of shgep which are found in "great numbers, and 
which are of a very sopior kind. They thrive 
extremely well in; Si various portions of the* 
country nut more pkltietflbxly in the more eleva- 
ted and moUntaihous'Ve^iods. * They are equally 
as large, and produce qdite as much as ours, but 
it is rather rco$Her qa<jlifc£ : which fact is, pars 
| hap 9 : pattly 5 attributable fo thaclimote, but most- 
ly to a total neglect in fefpretfio to their improve- 
ment. They produce their young twice annually 
and many or the males ’have' two distinct pair of 
horns, or four horns, two ubqn each side of the 
head, each coiling repeatedly arouitfd, as do those 
of the ordinary sheep. Many of thoferraefs have 
as many as ten or twelve thousand, of the wool 
of which various kinds of coarse cloths and hlan- 
ets are manufactured. Sheep are also now driv- 
en to Oregon in numbers sufficient to supply all 
the different settlers. The Hudson’s Bay Corns 
pany has latterly, driven many to that country, 
with which all its various forts and settlements 
are supplied. Hogs are now reared by the Mex- 
icans,.^ oil the different settlements, but not with 
a view of making pork ; for from some religious 
scruple, or some other scruple, or perhaps from j 
a dislike to eat bis kind, a Mexican will not eat 
pork. Hogs are therefore raised by them merely 
for the purpose of making soap, of which, by the 
by the by, they require large quantities. From 
the extraordinary abundance of mast here found 
the hogs are always fat, so that they require little 
or no feeding at any season of the. year. Besides 
the various fruits upon which they subsist, there 
are also great quantities of edible roots, upon 
which as well as upon the oats, clover, and the 
like, they subsist previous to the falling of the 
mast. Hogs, like all other animals here, increase 
to an extent almost unparalled, but they are rath- 
er inferior to ours, yet they are equally as large, 
weighing usually from one hundred to six hund** 
red pounds. Herdsihen are always employed by 
the different farmers to take charge, not only of 
th$ herds of horses, but also of the cattle, sheep 
and hogs. These herdsmen .always remain with, 
or in the immediate vicinity of the different herds, 
driving them from place to place, as circumstan- 
fjce8 may require, with a view of protecting them 
[fc om incursions of the Indians and wolves. — 

| * he herdsmen thus employed, are either Indians, 
|»r the lower order of Mexicans, who are well 
£ skilled in their particular business, to which they 
: *re particularly attontive, and in which they ap 
r war to enjoy almost infinite delight. The East- 


ern section is also well adapted to the rearing of 
herds of all kinds, though as before remarked, is 
not as eminently suited to this purpose, as the 
Western section. That this section is suited in 
more than an ordinary degree, to grazing purposes 
will ho readily collected From what has been said 
upon the former pages, in reference to its climate 
and production^, out as no experiments have 4 been 
made in this respect, nothing can be said with 
definite exactness. «. Enough, no wove r, has been 
said to enable each to araw his own conclusions 
with some degree of correctness. 

* The game of the Western section consists, for 
the mo3t part of elk, deer, antelope, bear, wolves, 
goats, foxes, squirrels, racoons, martens, muskrats, 
heavers, otters and seals. The most numerous of, 
these are the elk and antelope, which are found 
in immense numbers, in all the various plains and 
vallies, and upon the hills and mountains. It is 
very common to see herds of five or six hundred 
elk, ranging from vale to val$, amid the oats, clo- 
ver and flax, with which the plains and valleys 
everywhere abound. I remember to have been 
riding through these plains with a countryman 
of ours, when, just as we passed a point of tim- 
bered country, near the river, about four or five 
hundred elk* emerged frqrrf the woods. As they 
were passing, score after score, in quick aucces 
Hon, I suggested to my companion the propriety 
of shooting one of them, to which tfe replied that 
he intended to do so, but made no other arrange- 
ments than to dismount Now, fearing that ne 
would not shoot until they had all passed, I in- 
quired why he did not shoot. He replied that he 
would in a momont, but he permitted them all 
to pass excepting the very last, which he shot as 
soon as it came opposite to him, when it ran a 
short distance, but soon fell. We were instantly 
on the spot, when the California hunter common, 
ced to divest our victim of its outer garment. — 
During this process I inquired of him why he did 
not shoot before, when they were much nearer 
him, and the opportunity was so much moro fa- 
vorable. He replied that he saw I was no hunter. 

4 The one behind/ said he, 4 1 selected because it 
was the fattest, and I knew it was the fattest be> 
cause it was behind, for the fat ones cannot run 
so fast as the lean ones.’ This view I found to 
be correct, for a fatter animal I never saw in Cal- 
ifornia or elsewhere. — In every part of the coun- 
try through which I passed, I found them equally | 
abundant Many of the farmers, insteBd of kill- 
ling their cattle, go, or send their servants out, 
whenever they wish to secure a supply of meat, 
and kill as many as they may require for their 
families, and tho Indians in their service. Seve- 
ral of these gentlemen informed me that they had 
very frequently killed seven or eight each morn- 
ing, and in less time than an hour. The elk here 
are always very fat, and they make the very best 
of beef, which is, in fact; much tenderer and 
sweeter than that of our common cattle. They 
are much larger tbaa those which are found on 
this side of the mountains, weighing usually from 
three to six hundred pounds. Tney can be as 
certairily relied upon, for meat, bb the common 
cattle, for they are very nearly as domestic. — 
They are very easily domesticated, in which state 
they are even now found in various portions of| 
this section, and are seen intermingling with other 


domestic animals upon the farms. 

/The antelope are equally as numerous as the 
elk* and are much more domestic. In whatever 
direction yoa travel, you will see many hundreds 
of them, either gracing upon the plains or coU 
lecting* in .large locks in the shade of the scat- 
tering pine^ throughout the plains. They are 
beautiful annuals, but neither their skin nor flesh 
is os valuable as that of the elk ’ Their skinaare 
much less valuable, because of their thinness, and 
hence, inadaptation of making leather. In this 
respect, they very much resemble the skin of the 
deer, as which they are equpfly as thick and val- 
uable. Their flesh is much tenderer than that of 
either the elk or the doer,, hut it is also much 
leaner and consequently much less nutritious. — 
These animals have many peculiarities, some of j 
which are perhaps worthy of a partial notice. — 
They are extremely domestic, so much so that 
they will, at times, remain in the shade of tho 
tr$e8 until you approach within a very few rods 
of them, when they will ^bound oft* slowly, occa^ 
sionally stopping and turning towards you, and 
then again, leaping slowly away. Large num- 
bers of them will very often trot directly towards 
you, and gazing intently at you, they will thus * 
approach within eight or ten yards of you, when ' 
they will leap frightfully away, a distance of sov- 
eral rods, then turning towards yoq again, they 
will, with a fast pace, approach very near to you ‘ 
as before, then standing and looking eagerlv' at 
you, they remain until their timidity is again 
aroused, when they again bound swiftly away. — 
They thus approach und re-approach very fre- 
quently, until their curiosity is satisfied, or their 
fears aroused, when they again leap and bound 
swiftly away, with the velocity of JfgJjt, and are 
soon lost in the Stallworth vegetation of tho vast 
vallies. Their curiosity ie evidently oxcited, 
which is the cause of their thus approaching and 
re-approaching. Those who are acquainted with 
their peculiarity in this respect, arc frequently lj 
able to kill many of them, merely by distending 1 
a red handkerchief, or any red cloth, which will 
so attract their attention that they will immedi- 
ately advance, within a few rods of them, where 
they will stand gazing upon the cloth until they 
are fired upon, when those which are not affected 
by the fire, gallop slowly away a few rods, when 
they again advance as before. This is frequent- 
ly repeated, until dozens of them have fallen vic- 
tims to their inherent surioaity. The deer aro 
much less numerous than the elk or antelope, but 
they are much more plentiful than they are in the 
Statos. There various kinds of tho deer found 
in this section, such, for instance, as the white 
tailed, the black tailed, and the moose deer. AH 
of these abound in every part of this section, but 
because of their wildness, and tho great abund- 
ance of preferable game, they are very seldom 
hunted. 

Several kinds of bear aro also found, such as 
the black, brown and grizly boar, all of which 
are found in great abundance, especially the 
brown bear, which are frequently seen in herds of 
fifteen or twenty in number. Their flesh is much 
admired by the Mexicans as food, consequently 
they are much hunted ; and those are often found 
that weigh twelve or fifteen hundred pounds. It

During the winter season, Cal- 4 
ifornia is truly a noisy, turbulent region ; all the 
northern worm seem to have given up^its mil- 
lions of the feathered'* tribes/ which aro Sere in 
universal convention, having complete possession 
of the entire country, Hpwevor noisome the in- 
creasing numbers, and the confusedqoise of these 
multifarious proprietors of California^ may be^to 
the settlers, there is* no prospect of any diminiK 
tion of either, for they are assembled here by mil- 
lions, merely to propagate their kind, and to teach 
thoir squeaking young the art of noisy clamor. 
The fowls of the Eastern section are, with very 
few exceptions, the same as those of the Western 
section ; yet many kinds found in thatjjection are 
found in much less abundance in this, As they 
congregate in this region merely to enjoy its de- 
lightful climate, and propagate their kind, it is 
said that there are numerous places where many 
bushels of their eggs may be obtained in a few 
hours. v 

The fish and fisheries of thisicountry will next 
receive a passing notice, the former of which ore 
unusually plentiful in the Western section, con-' 
sisting chiefly of salmon, salmon-trout, cod, stur- 
geon, flounders, carp; perch, raj, lampreys,- smelt, 
and eels. A great variety of, shell nsh, such as 
clams, oysters, crabs and. muscles abound in all 
the various Jbays and inlets in the greatest profu- 
sion. Whales are also very numerous every where 
upon the coast, and even in many of the different 
bays. There are various kinds of the salmon, 
which are the most numerous and much the best 
fish found in this country, or perhaps in any oth- 
er. They are much superior to the' salmon of tho 
States, both in flavor and size. Their usual 
weight is from ten to fifty pounds, and theirjength 
from eighteen inches to four fqat. These, as 
well as the various other kinds ennumorated, 
abound in all^the various rivers of the interior, 
and all the different inlets or bays, where they are 
taken at any season of tho year, but they are 
much more abundant, during the spring and au- 
tumn, at which seasons, all the waters are literal- 
ly full of them, which is evinced by their incess- 
ant leaping and plunging. They^corumence to 
run in April and October of each year, each run 
continuing about two months, during all which 
seasons, both Indians and whites are more or less 
employed in securing their supplies for tho resi- 
due of tho year, but they are taken chiefly by the 
Indians, who here, as in Oregon, take them by a 

f ;reat variety of methods. They take them chief- 
y however, with seines which they manufacture, 
and which aretnf a very good kind, answering all 
the purposes of tho ordinary seines used by our; 
people. With these they are able, at certain 
times, to take fifteen or twenty barrels at a single 
draught, which they repeat with surprising rap- 
idity. Many of the Mexicans subsist almost en. 
tirefy upon them, while many of the Indians live 
wholly upon them, especially during the seasons 
of their greatest abundance. They are used by 
the whites in their fresh, dried, or pickled state, 
while the Indians use them in their fresh or dried 
state only. They are dried and prepared, here aB 
in Oregon, merely by exposing them to the rays 
of the sun, without the aid of salt, or any other 
preservative, as ample preservative properties are 
found in the extreme purity of the atmosphere — 
The oyster? are rather smaller than these found 
on the Atlantic side, but they are of a very ex- 
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callent kind, being inferior in flavor and delicious- 
nesa to none.'* They also, as well aa the clams 
and muscles, are taken both by the Mexicans and 
Indians, in very great quantities, which also form 
a principle item of their food. Whales are also 
vastly numerous, not only in the ocean, but also 
in bioat of the bays and inlets, and especially in 
the bay of Monterey, where many are frequently 
seen, even from the streets alternately leaping and 
plunging, in the diflprent portions of the bay ; — 
first exhibiting their ponderous heads, throwing 
up vast fcprront9 of water, which are falling in 
misty spray,* then plunging and sinking slowly 
away, displaying their protracted backs, and 
flirting their tails amid the convulsed waters, 
they disappear. While some are plunging, oths 
era are leaping, as some appear, others disappear 
and thus is tne otherwise calm and 1 Pacific’ 
ocean, kept in irfcessarit commotion. What adds 
the greatest importance to these scenes, is the 
Tact that they are constantly being saacted, and 
that too, in the very midpt of the ships, barques 
and brigs in harbor, and in full *iew of the gen- 
tlemen in their offices, "and the ladies in their 
parlors. 1 A strange cominingling of oceanic and 
terrestial beings’L The flab of the eastern sec*, 
tion are not as numerous,as those of the Western 
section, nor is there the same variety in that sec* 
tion, yet all the rivers of that section also abound 
with several kinds of the salmon, salmon-trout, 
carp, herring, perch, ray arid floundeas. The 
great salt .lake of that section, is also said to 
abound with a great variety of excellent fish. — 
The fisheries of the Western section are innu- 
merable and inexhaustible, and they are found in 
every portion of the country, both upon the coast 
and in the interior, but from the very partial de- 
mand for the fish, the various fisheries have not 
beeu brought into requisition. The principal 
fisheries which are now used, to much extent, are 
tqose upon, the different rivers, and which are 
usually possessed by the various tribes of Indians. 
Tt i& thought that the fisharies of this country 
wilt not be fouud inferior to those of Newfound- 
land, and they certainly will not. in reference to 
their numbers, \he quality of the fish, or their in- 
exhaustible ness.

From ihe Timraand Seasons. 

ILeilor from Elder Woodruff. 

Liverpool, May 1st, 1845. 

Br, Tavlor — Dear Sir — 

I feel disposed to pre- 
sent to you an extract from my journal, which I 
penned while on a visit to the grave of the worthy 
Elder Lorenzo D. Barnes. I do this for the 
benefit of his parents, relatives, friends, Zion’s 
camp, and the saints in general; for he occupies a 
place in the memory ana hearts of many thou- 
sands of the Saints, who vvero acquainted with 
his labors in the vineyard of the Lord. 

My visit to his grave was on the 20th of Feb- 
ruary 1845, which was a solemn day to my feel- 
ings in some respects, in consequence of walking 
over the ground which oft had beon trod by our 
worthy brother Barnes, and also viewing the tomb 
where sleeps his sacred dust: I left Bradford in 
company with elder Sheets arid Ure. (Br. Sheets 
is presiding over the Bradford conference, which 
was under the care of Elder Barnes during his 
last labors: Elder Ure over the. Sheffield confer* 
once) We left for the purpose of visiting the 
grave of Elder Barnes in Idle, Yorkshire, three 
miles from Bradford. When about half way we 
had a fair view of Idle and the church where our 
brother was buried, which stands upon a high 
pipe© of ground. We had a green vale to pass 
through before arriving* at the spot; the fields 
were quite green, though in February; wo walk- 
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ed over the road, over which Elder Barnes had 
walked many scores of times in preaching the 
gospel. I felt solemn indeed, and was filled with 
meditation, until 1 arrived at Idle, which con- 
tains a population of about five thousand, and a 
branch of the church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints, of thirty-seven memboia. Wo called 
upon Elder Thomas Cordingly and his family, 

I wno had tho care of Elder Barns during his sick- 
ness and death, They pointed out to me the 
room where ho spent bis last moments. After 
getting some refreshments we walked to the 
churchyard, and 1 gazed upon tho silent tomb 
of our beloved Lorenzo. My feellings were keen 
and sensitive as I stood upon his grave. I realiz- 
ed l was standing over the body of one tho elders 
of Israel, of the norns of Joseph, of the seed of 
Ephraim ; one of the members of Zion’s camp, 
who travelled with mo moro than a thousand 
miles in 1834, for the rodemtion of his persecuted 
i and afflicted brethren, and offered to lay down his 
| life for his sake ; one who bad the hearts and 
, affections of thousands of friends both in America 
and England ; and whose fidelity was stronger 
I than death to his lover, his bre thorn, eternal truth 
and his God. While standing upon his grave, I 
offered up my vocal prayer to Israel’s God that 
my death or change might be as wise and 
safe as his and that his sacred dust might be cal- 
led forth in the mom of the first resurroction. 

I decreed in ray heart I Would never return 
to my native coutry, until Dhad caused to he 
erected a tombstone over his narrow bed to say to 
his friends that might chanco to pass that way, 
there sleeps the worthy Lorenzo D, Barnes ; tho 
first of Zion’s camp that has found a grave in a 
foreign land. I bowed my knee upon his sacred 
grave and plucked some pebbles inthe memory of 
his worth. I thought of his lover, his farther, his 
mother, his kindred and the Saints; for they all 
loved him, and would have thought it a bleessing 
to have been permitted to dropt a sillent tear 
upon his lonely bed Oh Lorenzo 1 thou hast fallen 
in prime of life, as it were a martyr for the truth 
in a foreign land ; but thine exaltation in the 
celestial world will not come behind the chifest 
of thy quorum. I retired from his grave with 
my brethern, mediating upon the life of Elder 
Barnes. I mado diligent inquiry of tho family 
where he died and others concerning his labors, 
sickness and death, and obtained the following 
information : — 

On his arrival in England, he labored for a short 
season in about Manchester. He then went to 
the Cheltenham conference in Glauccstershire, 
where he laboured until the general conference 
Ho was much beloved by the Saints in that con- 
ference, and a petiton was sent by them for his re- 
turn ; but at the general conference, he received 
appoiniment to take charge of tho Bradford con- 
ference, where he laboured faithfully until his 
death. I was informed that Elder Carnes suffer- 
ed going with poor boots and wet foet; lie was 
too slow in making his wants known to the Saints, 
and some were to slow in administering to his 
necessities until he got sick, after which every 
attention was paid to him but it was to late, — 
During the last of September 1842, he walked 
one day about thirteen miles very fast in order to 
get to the railway in time for the cars, (some por- 
tion of tho way he ran,) and got into a high state 
of perspiration, and only had time to stop in tho 
cars as they were starting. He rode on tho rail- 
way about twenty miles in tho midst of pcarcing 
winds and became entirely chilled, which flung 
him into a severe cold, settled upon his lungs, and 
brought on a quick consumption, from which he 
never recoveru. He attended a 'conference- and 
preached several times aftewards, but was very 
feeble; The last time he preached was from the 
following words; “There remainctk thfefore a 


rest for tho people of God.* After he was con- 
fined to his bed, he was asked if he would have f 
a physician; his answer yvas definitely — “Na; if I 
he died he wished to die a natural doutbjif he lived 1 
ho should live unto the Lord, if ho died ho should 1 
die unto the Lord.’ He manifested a groat desire fj 
to li vo if it was the will of tho Lord, that lie might 
again return Nauvoo and see his frinds in Amer- J 
ica, ^ He was deprived of his reason during some jl 
portion of his sickness ; his wholo conversation ' 
at such times wdg about Nauvoo, and how h« ' 
should get there ; he often spoke of his mothor 
and other friends. The night before his death, , 
ho had hisreason perfectly, and'bore a strong And 
faithful testimony to the truth of the fulness of 
the everlasting gospel as proclaimed by the Lat- 
ter-day Saints, declared that it would not be long 
before tho kings aud great-men of tho earth would 
call for the rocks and mountains to Lido them 
from tho wrath of the Lamb of God that would 
soon bd out upon the face of the earth, for soon" 
would the nations of the earth be deluged with 
the judgements of God, and with many other 
words did he testify ofihose things that would 
shortly come to pass. 

’ Since my visit here we have obtained his trunk 
and its contents ; with his travelling bag, which 
was in the care of Elder Hedlock. I carefully ex- 
amined, and filed all of his papers, consisting of 
deeds rif land, corresponding letters with his 
friends in England and America, his compositions 
and journals, some of which show the strong fidel- 
ity of his heart towards his friends, which was 
characteristic of the man though every action of 
his useful life, a dozen or more peices of ancient 
copper coin containing curiouB inserptions, where 
in his trunk, which he apurently collected for the 
Nauvoo Museum ; those with all his clothing and 
sundry articles are carefuly packed in his trunk, 
and will be forwarded to Nauvoo tho first safe 
opportunity for the examination of the presidency, , 
after which they can be forwajded to his friends 
when an opportunity offers. 

At our general conference all tho American 
elders labouring in. this country and many of the 
English Saints, came forward and wished to do- 
nate thoir mite for the purpose of erecting a stone 
over the grave of our departed brother when five 
pounds five shillings and sixpence sterling, equal 
to twenty-Bix dollars, was subscribed ; much more 
could have been freely obtained, had it been ne- 
cessary to have accoraplised the object. The 
sum was immediately forward to accomplish 
tho purpose, and the stone is now in course of 
erection, bearing the following epitaph; — 

In Memory of 

LORENZO D. BARNS, 

who died on the 20th of December, 1842, aged j 
30 years. He was a native of the United States, 
an elder in the church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints, a member of the High ^Priests, Quo? 
rum and also of Zion’s camp in the year 1834, 
and the first gospel messenger from Nauvoo who 
has found a grave in a foreign land. 

Sleep on, Lorenzo ! but ere long from this. 

Tne conquer’d tomb shall yeild her captive 
prey ; 

Then with thy quorum shaft thou reign in bliss ; 

As king and priest for an eternal day.

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The roar of artillery, the sharp crack of the 
rifle, the pistol, bayonets, the whistle of musket- 
balls, end toe clashing of swords, have all been 
tried in vain; the Church of the Saints has sur* 
vived all these efforts, and while her sons, daugh- 
ters, prophets, apostles and leaders, together with 
the aged and the infant, have fallen martyrs, she

This individual called 
Himself an officer, but refused to giVe liis name

William Street, behind the Exchange, was

Such have been their 
frequency, their . destructiveness, and the injary 
inflicted upon communities, that they will give a 
character to the year 1845 of a moat unenviable 
nature, and such as we hope its successors will 
not copy after. Pittsburg, Matanzas, Quebec 
and New York are so many sad mementos of 
devastation, and destruction, of dread casualties, 
as hard to account for as to forget. 

It is a question with many whether they are 
properly so termed. Strong doubt exists as to 
their coming into the category of casualties, and 
indeed the objection is not without foundation. 
To regard all these conflagrations as taking place 
by accident, one must assume that half the good 
people of the present generation have lost all 
their self possession and ordinary care and cau- 
tion, for, with* a reasonable exercisa of these vul- 
gar qualities, liability to visitation by fire, would 
Be incomparably less than sad experience daily 
teaches it to be here and elsewhere. One cannot 
help pausing to ask, are the men and women less 
sober, less rational? Have they less common 
aqnse and prudence than formerly ? la human 
nature degenerating to a level with the lower ani- 
mals, and lower, in not retaining ability to take 
care of and provide against and avoid danger. 

It can hardly he. ' There must be more than 
accident in alt these fires, hurricanes of destrucN 
tion and explosions. And yet it is not easily that 
the mind entertains these suspicions. Dishonesty, 
vice and recklessness do unhappily abound in 
this city, but what a flagrant and abandoned de- 
gree of criminality must prevail in society, if it 
can produce ready instruments of entailing 
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Paracletes. 

Once upon a time, the most honorable men of 
the creations or universes, met together to pro- 
mote the beBt interest of the great whole. The 
‘ head’ said to his oldest eon, You are the right- 
ful heir to all, but you know 1 have many king- 
doms'and many mansions, and of course it will 
need many kings and many priests, to govern 
them* come you with roe in solemn council, and 
let us send some of the 1 best’ men we havo had 
bom in the regions of light, to rule in those king- 
doms and set them in order by exhibiting good, 
that evil may be manifest 

It was said and done, for every thing there wbb 
adopted from the 1 head* by common consent. — 
As free agency gave the sons ot the 4 head* a fair 
chance to choose for themselves, the most noble 
of the hosts came forward and selected a world 
or kingdom, and a time or a season when he 
would take his chance at winning the hearts of 
the multitude, a kingdom, crown, and never end- 
ing glory. 

The innumerable multiplicity of kingdoms, or 
spheres for action, with beings and animals in 
proportion, and time, times, eternity and eternities, 
for a full development of the qualities and powers 
of each, would so far exceed the common com- 
prehension of mortals, that I can only say that 
eye hath not seen, ear hath not heard, nor hath a 
natural heart yet heen able to calculate either. 1 
then shall content myself, for this time to sketch 
but one. Idumia is the one about as interesting 
as any, and being situated at an immense distance 
from the centre or 1 head* s’ residence, and many 
eternities from the birth of the * Son of the morns 
ing,’ or even the great holy day when the 4 mor> 
ning stars sang together/ because ao many worlds 
have been wrought out and left 4 empty and dess 
olate,' as places For 4 all the sons’ af God to mul- 
tiply and replenish the earth, I select that. 

Time being divided into seven parts, the fol- 
i lowing men agreed to leave the mansions of bliss 


nication with the spiritual kingdom, that all that 
would, might return to their former estate ; for. for 
this reason, all the regions crantod and to bo cre- 
ated, were filled with a variety of bohigs: agents 
to themselves but accountable to tho ‘ head' for 
promises, made when they agreed 4 to go* and be 
born of the flesh as they had been of tho spirit, 
that they might know the evil, and chooso tho 
good ; and then be born again of the spirit and 
tne water,’ and enter into the mansions prepared 
for them before the foundation of the worlds.

like unto their spiritual bodies, and put the life of 
his spiritual bodies into it, and gave him ihe 
power of endless lives. 

Now the acts of his spiritual body, while be 
was a child with his father and mother in he aven 
and bia acts while he was in the spiritual councils 
of the Gods for millions of years— aud his acts up-

and, spiritually help organise every thing neces- 
sary to fill a kingdom for the space of mauy of 
the Lord’s days, viz: Milauleph, Milbetb. Milgi- 
raal, Mildauleth, Milhah, Milvah and Milzah. — 
Now after they had organized the kingdom of 
Idumia spiritually, then one at a time was was to 
come temporarily and open the door of commu? 


Milauleph had one thousand years to account 
for, as well as to be 4 archangel’ of Idumia, after 
he laid down his temporal body. Behold here 
is wisdom, he that hath ears to hear let him hear 
for Milauleph, as yet had not been tempted wiih 
evil that he might know the good.

To continue the history of the seven holy ones * 
who agreed to take" upon them bodies of flesh, ' 
and work out a more exceeding and etornol crown 
of glory, upon Idumip.it will be necessary : 
promiso that Milauleph and his first companion I 
in the flesh know before they left their f first es- 
tate;* what thoir father's will was ; and that when 
they should begin to replenish the earth, Satan, 
wljo had been raised and educated with them in 
their father’s family, would descend from heaven 
like lightning to tempt them, thut they might 
know how to choose good and reject evil. These 
two, who luid engaged to people Idumia; to sub* 
due it, and to return, having kept the faith once 
delivered to the chosen seed, were informed, when 
they agreed to go and labor their hour, that be- 
j sides the comforter, to bring all things to their 
| remembrance, the angels' which attended them on 
high should attend them below to proserve them 
j from the socret,or unforseen snares of those an- 
I gels who kept not their first estate, but were left 
j in their sins, to roam from region to region, and 
l in chains of darkness, until the great day of 
judgment. 

It was written in the law of the Lord on high, 

[ that they that overcome by obedience, should bo 
made kings and queens, and priests and priest- 
esses to tied and his Father, through the atone- 
ment of the eldest son, and that natural eyes 
slnmkl not see, nor natural 0 ears hear, neither 
should the natural heart conceive the great, glo- 
| rious, and eternal things, honors and blessings, 
that were then in the Father's dominions and 
mansions, prepared in the beginning for them 
that keep the fait^j to the end, arid* entered tri-

Perhaps this subject may excite the curiosity 
of some; as it will lead the mind back among the 
worlds that have been organized and passed away 
—and among the Gods- and angels that have at- 
tended to execute the laws and decrees of one 
universe after another, from eternity to eternity, 
from tho beginning till now ; and, tu increase tho 
curiosity of having this present world pass away 
with a great noise, when there is no place found 
for it; — and of having organized a new heaven 
and a new earth, wherein dwelloth ‘ righteous- 
ness and as our fathers cannot bo perfect with- 
out us, nor we without them; and as the man is 
j not without the woman, and the woman without 
the man in the Lord, perhaps Milaiileph and his 
wife, as king and queen to God, and all the sons 
and daughters of tho 1 head* will shout for joy, 


and tho morning ^tars sing together again, at the 
: third' entrance of Idumia and sanctified millions! 
Who knows ?

What is ‘•'Jlormonism” ? 

In reply to this oft repeated question, wc lay down the 
following principles, which may be considered as embrac- 
ing some of the leading doctrines of Mormon, and of those 
who bclievo his writings.

That Jesus Christ, the Messiah, did, after his 
resurrection, minister in person to the Jews in Palestine, 
to the remnant of Joseph in America, to tlm lost tribes of 
Israel, In tho north countries, and to the spirits in prison, 
or to the dead, who had died without the Gospel; and that 




hi* Gospel and kingdom was established in the several 
partft pf the world by that means 
fifthly. That the Gentiles, also were partakers of this 
one system after Christ, not by his personal ministry a- 
mong them, but by means of his Apostles, and by the Ho- 
ly Ghost, which revealed him and bore witness to their 
spirits, that be had risen from the dead as a prince and 
baviour of men. 

Sixthly. That this one Bystem has been corrupted both 
by Jews, Israelites and Gentiles, to such an extent that 
its true principles and powers have been lost sight of for 
centuries post, and nowhere understood and enjoyed in 
their fulness among man. Hence the divisions and con- 
tentions which have overwhelmed the world, and bewil- 
dered tho human mind. 

Seventhly. That this one system has been n^uin restor- 
ed to man in this present age by the same means as moth-* 
er t ages, viz ; by tho voice, of God, by the ministry of 
nngels, and by visions, and revelations from the Lord; and 
thislsa new dispensation to bring in tho Latter-day glory, 
the fulness of the Gentiles, and the restoration of the Jews, 
and other tribes of Israel, and of all thing* spoken by the 
prophets since the world began. Arid in order to prepare 
tho way for the second coming of the Messiah and his 
peacoful rojgn of a thousand yeure 

The principles of the fulness of the Gospel as had in an- 
cient times, and as now restored, areas follows: 

First. Man is required to believe in JesUB Christ as a 
crucified andnsen Messiah. 

Second. Man is required to repent and forsake sin, and 
lead a new life of righteousness and truth. 

Third. Man is required to be baptised by immersion in 
water, in the name of Jesus Christ, for remission of sins, 
and to receive the Holy Spirit by tholuyiugon of tho hands 
oftho Apostle§.aud Elders of this last dispensation of mercy 
to man. 

Fourth. Man should believe in, and seek to enjoy tho 
gifts of i ho Holy Ghost, as they wero anciently enjoyed, 
viz: the ministry and communion of augels and spirits — 
the gift of seeing visions, and of prophecy and revelation — 
tho gift of healing the sick and of being healed — in short, 
all the glft^qnroniised by Jesus Christ, and by his ancient 
pronhetsand apostles, and enjoyed by the ancient Suints 
■* J Fifth. All pereons who embrace these principles should 
live# holy, virtuous, and prayerful lives, aud should bo lit- 
e^olly gathered Jhom all Gontile religious and political or- 
ganizations, and bo ideutifiedwith tho Jews and remnants 
of Israel in their restoration to tho favor of God, and to 
Jhqir own lands. 

Arid lastly, all perttms thus united on the fulness of the 
Gospel, and prepared, should Wait patiently, and look ear- 
nestly for the coming of tho M Sou of Man.** 

For ho will soon come, and execute the judgment writ- 
ten, and reign on the earth with his people.

The entire population of Upper California, in- 
cluding foreigners, ’Mexicans and Indians, may 
be estimated at about thirty one thousand human 
souls, of whom about one thousand ore foreigners, 
ten thousand are Mexicans, and the residue In- 
dians. ‘ By the term foreigners, l include all those 
who are not native citizens of Mexico, whether 
they have become citizens by naturalization ^or 
. whether they remain in a state of alienage.— 
They consist chiefly of* Americans, Englishmen, 
Frenchmen, Germans and Spaniards, but there is 
a very large majority of the. former. \The for- 
eigners are principally settled at the various 
towns, and upon the Sacramento ; those of whom 
who are located at the latter place, consist almost 
entirely of our own citizena The foreigners of 
this country are genorally very intelligent' many 
of them have received all the advantages of edu- 
cation; and they all possess an unusual degree of 
industry and enterprise. Those who are emigrat- 
ing to that remote and almost unknown region, 
like tbooe who are emigrating to Oregon, are, in 
all respects, a different class of persons from those 
who usually emigrate to our frontier. They gen- 
.erally possess more than an ordinary degree of 
intelligence, and that they possess an eminent 
dogreo of industry, enterprise and bravery, is most 
clearly evinced from the very fact of their enter- 
ing upon this arduous and perilous undertaking. 
Very few cowards ever venture voluntarily to 
meet all those imaginary and real dangers, to 
which they are necessarily exposed, in crossing 
the Rocky Mountains or doubling Capa Horn ; 

► and no indolent man, even if he possess the 
bravery of a Caessir, can ever summon the requi- 
site energy, and if he possess the bravery of Ces- 
ser, nnd the’ strength and energy of Hercules, 
and lack the enterprise, he will have no disposi- 
tion to attempt a feat so arduous and irksome.— 
Hance, if he possesses on unusual degree of cow- 
ardice, he dare not; if uature has supplied him 
-with a groat competency of indolence, he cannot ; 
and if he be not blessed with more than an ordi- 
nary share of energy and enterprise, he will not, 
emigrate, either to Oregon or California. This 
gives some of the leadingtraitB of character of the 
foreigners of California, bat extraordinary kind- 
ness, courtesy and hospitality, are additional traits 
which they possess to an unusual degree. A more 
kind and hospitable people are no where to be 
found ; they seem to vie with one another in 
their kindness and hospitality to strangers ; and 
at the same time they treat one another aa broth- 
ers. Here you see citizens and subjects of almost 
every nation in the civilized world, united by the 
silken chains of friendship, exerting every energy 
and doing every thing in their power to promote 
tho individual and general welfare. Upon the 
arrival of a stranger among them, the question is 
not is he an Englishman, an American, or a 
Frenchman, but is he a foreigner? which latter, 
if he is found to be, he receives all. that kindness 
and hospitable attention peculiar *fo the foreign- 
er of California. These are truly a happy peo- 
ple; among whom no distinction of dime is rec- 
ognized, national preferences and prejudices do 
not exist, religious rancor is hushed, and all is 
order, harmony and peace. The sages of by- 
gone days, sighed for such scenes as here exist, 
but they realized them dot ; the children of fan> j 
cy, dreamed their dreams of union and harmony 
but the foreigners of California, enjoy their de- 
sired realities. 

Mexicans differ in every particular, from the 
foreigners ; ignorance and its concomitant, super- 
stition, together with sujierstition and supercili- 
ousness, constitute the chief ingredients of the 
Mexican character. More idomitable ignorance 
does not prevail among any people who make the 
least pretension to civilization ; in truth, they are 


scarcely a visible grade, in the scale of inteli- 
genco, above the, barbarous tribes by whom they 
are surrounded; but*this is not surprising, espe- 
cially when we consider the relation which these 
people occupy to their barbarous neighbors, in 
other particulars. Many of the lower orders of 
them, have intermarried with the various tribes, 
and have resided with them so long, and lived in 
a manner so entirely similar, that it has become 
almost impossible to trace the least distinction 
between them, either ju reference to, intelligence 
or complexion. There is another class, which* is 
if possible, of a lower order still, than thoso just 
alluded to, and which consists of the aborigines 
themselves, who have been slightly civilized; or 
rather domesticated. These two classes consti- 
tute almost the entire Mexican population of Cal- 
ifornia, and among them almost every variety 
and shade of complexion may be found, from the 
African black, to the tawny brown of our south- 
ern Indians. Although there is a great variety 
and dissimilarity among them, in refererence to 
their complexions, yet in their beastly habits, and 
an entire want of all moral principle, as well aa a 
perfect destitution of intelligence, there appears 
to be a perfect similarity. A more full descrip^ 
tion of these classes will be found in what is said 
in reference to the Indians, for as most of the low- 
er order of Mexicans, in fact, whatever is said in 
reference to the one, will also be applicable to the 
other. The higher order of the Mexicans, in 
point of intelligence, are perhaps about equal to 
the lower order of our citizens throughout our 
Western States; but among these even, are very 
few who ore, to any extent Joarned, or even intel- 
ligent Learning and intelligence appear to be 
confined almost entirely to the priests, who are 
generally both learned and intelligent. The 
priests are not only the sole proprietors of the 
learning and intelligence, but also of the liberty 
and happiness of the people, all of which they 
parcel out to their blind votaries, with a very 
sparing hand ; and thus it is, that all the Mexi- 
can people are kept in this state of dreadful igno- 
rance, and humiliating vassalage. The priests 
here not only have possession of the keys ot un- 
derstanding, and the door of liberty, but they al 
so have both the present and uhimdte happiness, 
of these ignorant people entirely at their disposal 
Such at least, is the belief of the people, and such 
are the doctrines taught by the priests. At times 
I sympathize with these unfortunate beings, but 
aguin I frequently think that perhaps it is fortu- 
nate for the residue of mankind, that these semi- 
barbarians, are thus ridden and restrained, and if 
they, are to be thus priest ridden, it is, no doubt, 
preferable that they should retain their present 
riders. 

Notwithstanding the general learning of the 
priests, they are the most disolute and abandoned 
characters of the whole community. They in- 
dulge without restraint, in all the vices common 
to those people, and especially in those of drunk- 
enness and gambling. To such an extent do they 
indulge in the former of these vices, that it is not 
unusual to see them so much intoxicated as to 

S rovent the discharge of their ordinary religious 
uties. It may not be inappropriate here, to give 
one or two instances which were related to me 
by respectable gentlemen in California, and which 
may snow to what extent those priests indulge 
in these vices. One Sabbath morning, as my in* 
formant was passing along the street in one of the 
towns, he observed a priest standing at tho coun- 
ter of a grocery, in the act of satiating his artifi- 
cial appetite, not with the delicious wine of Cal - 
ifornia, but the inebriating brandy of the States, 
of which he seemed already to have received a 
surcharge, for his deranged 'system appeared to 
be almost entirely beyond his control. By a fast 
hold upon the counter, however, he was enabled 


to hold his position, but not to change it, though 
the latter appeared to be an object which he had 
a great anxiety to accomplish. Finally a lad who 
Avas evidently in search of the priest, was aeon 
passing from grocery to. grocery, until he fell in 
with the object of his search, our hero, when he 
informed him that the people were in attendance 
at the church, waiting his arrival, to which the 
priest replied that it was very well,* he would go. 
so flaying, he took another glass of brandy, when 
with the aid of the boy, he staggered on church- 
ward, with more than ordinary rapidity, as he 
had by this time ample propelling power. But 
his movements were very irregular, which was 
very much owing to the inadequacy of the power 
at the helm, which was the small lad, despite of 
all whose powers, he frequently made the most 
tremendous leaps and plunges, which appeared to 
threaten an immediate wreck. By the aid of the 
helmsman, however, and the gradual diminution 
of the propolling power, that awful calamity was 
averted, and this great ‘ craft* was safely moored 
in the desired haven, amid the shouts of the mul- 
titude, and to the infinite joy and gratification of 
the whole crew. Whether this was the last voyage* 
my informant was not advised, but that it was 
not the first, he was fully advised, for he had 
witnessed several similar arrivals and departures 
in person. 

When I shall have related one other instance 
of this kind, 1 will have done with this class of 
Californians. The instance to which 1 allude, 
was related to me in substance, by a respectable 
foreigner, of that country, who witnessed the 
whole occurrence as here related. As he was 
passing through one of the towns, his attention 
was attracted to a gambling house, upon entering 
which, he saw four or five gentlemen engaged at 
a game of cards, among whom were several offi- 
cers of the government, and other gentlemen of 
standing, as wallas a very devoted and learned 
priest, who appeared to be much interested in the 
game, and very much excited, not only from the 
effects of large betting, but also from the effects 
of large drinking. While niy informant remain- 
ed in the room, which’ was about thirty minutes, 
he 88 w this religious parsonage bet and stake not 
less than one hundred dollars, and drink three 
glasses of brandy. He left these dignitaries about 
‘ half seas over,* excepting the priest, who ap- 
peared not to deal in halves ; he did not appear 
to be willing to bet half of a hundred, to drink 
half of a glass of brandy, nor did he appear to be 
willing to be half drunk, for he was more than 
two thirds drunk. Very early next morning my 
informant passed the door of the same establish- 
ment, when, upon hearing unusual confusion, he 
again stepped in, and to his utter astonishment 
he found the same gentlemen, in the same condi- 
tion as that in which he left them the evening pre- 
vious, with the exception of an increase of tneir 
numbers, and their excitement, the latter of which , 
was strongly indicated by their boisterous and an* 
gry declamations, as well as the thunderings of 
their repeated stamping on the floor, and their 
successive furious blows upon the table. A fur- 
ther difference, however, was that the floor was 
strewed with victims, both of Morpheus and ‘ 
Bacchus, amongst whom were the two priests. — 
But our hero, who seemed to take every thing by 
the entirety, had taken the whole night, and ap- 
peared inclined to take the whole day.; he was 
in high glee, and was evidently triumphing over 
the fallen victims with whom ho was surrounded. 
He had out drunk, out gambled, out generaled' 
and out juggled them all. Aa any new or inter- 
esting circumstance occurred, he was frequently 
heard to exclaim, in a jocular way, ‘qodestin j 
corde sobrii, eat in ore ebrii/ whatsobemass con- ! 
ceals, drunkenness reveals. In the midst of this 
high glee and learned display, a servant appeared 
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and informed the learned divine, that his attend- 
ance was now required at the churoh, where the 
people had already convened. The learned, po. 
lite, and drunken divine, now arose and thus ad- 
dressed his fellow bacchanalians: 1 Gentlemen, 
you will excuse me for a few minutes, a9 £ have 
a- religious duty to perform, when I shall have 
done which, I will immediately return, but in the 
mean time, go on with the game ; good morning, 
gentlemen/ Of course, the learned prelate was 
excused, who having performed his religious ser- 
vices, soou returned and renewed his revellinga 
with renewed vigor. 

Still later From England. 

are happy to have the pleasure to present 
to our readers a very interrestsng letter from Br 
Hadlock in England. In it will be found matter 
of grate interest. 

Liverpool, May 8, 1845, 
Dear Brother Pratt — 

I stop from a meeting this afternoon to address 
a few lines to you in reply to your last favor, 
which came safe to hand by the last steamer. 1 
am pleased to learn of your wish to correspond 
with me, and you may expect a letter from me 
every two weeks. I had almost concluded that 
my brethren in America had forgotten me, and 
the saints in England ; l have not received a 
Prophet since they were printed, those that y6u 
sent to others comes safe, and arc forwarded ims 
mediately to ihe owners. Brother Woodruffs 
family are in Liverpool, and are well ; he is now 
in Carlisle conference, he will return soon, and 
then go to London, and from there will visit the 
saints in the Midland counties. Elder Milton 
Holmes p resides over the Manchester conference 
welL Brother Leonard Hardy presides over 
Weston conference and is well. Brother Sheets 
has been very aucecesful in the Bradford confer- 
ence ; many have been added to it through his 
labors, he is now going to preside over the Here- 
fordshire conference, where his labors are much 
needed. Brother E. H. Davis.atill presides over 
London conference, he has proved himself wor- 
thy of all confidence, and the church is prosper- 
ing under Mb teaching. Elder J. A. Stratton is 
now in Wales, where ' there are a few branches 
, of the church associated with the Liverpool con- 
ference , these branch©* were raised up by Elder 
Burnham. Elder Henshaw is preaching success- 
fully in South Wales to the native Welch in 
their own language. Capt Dan. Jones is in 
Wrexham North Wales, and is laying a founda 
tion for a great work among the Welch moun- 
tains j he has published a work similar to the 
Voice of Warning, in tho Welch language, by 
some it is well received, and publicly lectured 
against by others ; an extract of a letter that I 
received from him the other day, will give you 
the best idea of Elder Jones’s feelings and deter- 
mination* He says in reply to a letter written to 
him, that I am a minister plenopotentiary for the 
king of kings, an envoy extraordinary bearing 
important despatches fraught with life and peace 
to the best, the most ancient nation extant, hav- 
ing my credentials eminatingfrom the high court 
of heaven, sealed^with the kiugly authority of 
omnipotence, this my occupation, is it not a good 

one? My former occupation was commanding a 
Mississippi duck (a steamboat) not brought up at 
the feet of Gamaliel, but in the rude school of 
Neptune an unvarnished sailor, a tar of the five 
oceans, my residence will be somewhere in my 
father’s vineyard, I know not where he may send 
me but suppose it will be among the mountains. 
There 'has not been much done in Ireland, the 
people are so bound by poverty, and so depend- 
ant upon their landlords; that they dare not ads 
mit any one to preach in their neighborhoods or 
keep them over night if the reader of the parish 
forbids them ; if they disobeyed his order he 
would inform the bishops and overseers of the 
parish, and they the landlord, and the people 
would forfeit their homes and employment, and 
this is the great reason why the gospel doe3 not 
spread more in Ireland. Elder Paul Harrison, 
a native of Irpland, was appointed by the general 
conference to go to Ireland and preach among 
the saints and do what he could to increase the 
number of saints in (Hibernia) Ireland. I ex- 
pect to visit Ireland in a few days, for a short 
time on business. 

Elder who left Scotland as time keeper 

on a line of a railway in France, has baptized two 
since be has been there, and is still strong in the 
faith ; he further adds, that if the gospel was 
preached in the language of the country, he 
thinks that thousands would embrace it, for in 
general the people have lost confidence in the 
priests of the day. and infidelity prevails for 
want of an understanding of the new principles 
and order of the kingdom of God. 

I received a letter from Elder Andrew Ander- 
son in Montipeer township, Auatrialia, by the po- 
liteness of Elder G. P. Waugh of Edinburgh 
Elder Andersou was one of the first that was 
baptized in modern Athens by Elder Pratt, 
while on a mission iu Scotland. Elder Anderson 
went out with his family to Sidney with a view 
to belter the condition of his family, and took 
advantage of a free passage for a years servitude 
at moderate wages. 

It appears from the tenor of his letter, that he 
has organized a hranch of the church there con- 
sisting of nine members, and is strong in the 
faith, and iB prerching the gospel and baptizing 
He has written for a parcel of books and the 
Millennial Star, which I shall forward to him. I 
will give you a shortextract from Anderson’s let- 
ter, that you may judge better of the situation of 
things in that country. u The only answer that 

I have received from Europe, was in answer to 
a lettter this day three years, Dec. 25, 144 ; and 
l am glad to state to you that I am much better 
situated than I was then, as it regard having 
peace and quietness to discharge our several du» 
ties the best way we can. The work of the Lord 
is moving slowly on here. Since I began this 
letter I have been called the distance of eighteen 
miles to baptize a man and his wife ; they hod 
wrote a letter to me, but I did not receive it, so 
the man came to see what was the rea on why 

I did not come ; when he found I had not receiv- 
ed his letter, he made known what he wanted, 
and said oneof youx brethren came to live with me 

and my wife in our hut, and has been the means 
of bringing us out of darkness into tho marvel 
lous light, he further said he would gladly obey the 
gospel, but his wife was desirous that wo Bhould 
make no delay in coining, as she waa desirous of 
receiving and obeying the gospel, likewise wo 
travelled all night and got there at sunrise, and 
was rejoiced to find the wife of him who had 
come for me, ready to receivo the ordinances of 
the gospel ; as soon as I conveniently cpuld I 
attended to the duties, and we experienced much 
of the goodness of God. The lova that burns in 
their hearts towards you and all the saints is 
great; the names ot the members of the church 
as far as I know, are, Andrew Anderson Eldor, 
Charles Gale, Elder, William Jones, Priest. and 
Bishop Nobla, Currin, teachers, Henry' Gala, 
Henry Sulivan, Robert Fisher, Ann Fisher and 
Mrs. Andersen: I havo endeavored to spread 
the glorious dispensation to the children of men, 
to deliver them from the wrath to come and 
bring them into the new 4 and everlasting covens 
ant in which I rejoice in the midst of tribute* 
tion in this my exile. I have gone many miles 
to preach the gospel, and by so doing polled 
down censure upon my own head, for I was told 
that one' of the magistrates of the district of Wel- 
lington was to banish me out of this, however 
they have never tried as yet. The last two win- 
ters I put out hand bills the same as put up in 
Edinburgh at the first announcing by 0. Pratt 
in that city. I preached on the subjects therein 
contained every Sunday evening ; tho test win- 
ter I preached in the town of Montipeer, where 
the first night the room was full and some stand- 
ing out, the most of them catholics. 1 ' 1 have giv* 
eu the above extract at, some length because it is 
the first particular information of the spread of 
the gospel in New South Wales. I have made 
arrangements to open a communication with 
brother Anderson, and to receive and forward 
packages of goods to him, which may in future 
be a channel through which communications for 
the spread of the' gospel may be more beneficial. 
Elder D. H Sutherland from Stirling, Scotland, 
is accompanying his father to Canada, and will no 
doubt lift the warning voice again in that coun- 
try, and it may be said thit the work of the Lord 
is increasing with a firm and steady pace ; the 
returns at last Grand conference shows an in- 
crease in one year (besides about four hundred 
that have emigrated during that period to Nau- 
voo), and the prospect is, that the increase will 
bo more numerous the present year than last, 
and from present appearances their will many 
more emigrate this season than test ; the saints 
in England receive the Joint Stock Company 
with delight because it holds out the- prospect 
and is the sole object of the society to establish 1 
manufactories in Nauvoo, and to open a trado f 
between this country and America, and give em- 1 - 
ployment to the poor when they arrive in Zion, 3

We have taken every lawful step in the o?ga«

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| Stock Company ; we have got a provisional reg- 

ister which enables us to form the company ac- 
cording to act of parliament. We shall be folly 
registered in about three months, the saints in 
Britain are very spirited about it, and according 
to prospects we shall be enabled to raise about 
fifteen or twenty thousand pounds by nest New- 
year’s day to be then conveyed to Nauvoo by a 
committee, to be invested in erecting and supply^ 
ing manufactories for the best interest of all tho 
church; and it is the intention of the Company 
| to open a trade between England and America. 
We have commenced the business of commission 
and forwarding agency to all parts, and are in- 
tending to extend business as fast as circumstan- 
ces will permit ; we want in order to facilitate 
business, agencies formed, in Boston, New-Ydrk, 
Philadelphia and New Orleans, and in Quebec 
and Montreal, and should it meet your mind to 
co-operate with us in New-Ynrk and^also to as- 
sist in forming agencies in Philadelphia and Bos> 
ton. There should be spread in all those places 
at once, commission and forwarding agencies, 
and as the elders or others would travel procure 
orders for British manufactories, and having 
made arrangements, I should be able to supply 
orders and forward them, and according to busi- 
ness principles tfie more they performed the more 
pay they would have. I should be glad to receive 
a line from you stating your mind on the subject 
at your earliest Convenience.

The War on Momut ILebanon. * j 

The war between the Druses and Maronites 
iu Syria, is still carried on in a ruthless and san- 
guinary manner, as will be seen by the following 
paragraph from a late englioh paper:- 

“A letter from Beyrout, dated June 3d, states 
that the Maronites had beaten the Druses at Cor-, 
hail, but on the plains of Beyrout, (Sahel) the 
Druses havo obtained a victory over the Chris- 
tians, fired $everal villages, and committed tbe 
greatest cruelties. They have also attacked the 
villago of Abey, and massacred part of a detach 1 * 
ment of fifty lour Maronites, who had defended 
themselves four days behind their enemies. The 
Druses were seen, with horror, to penetrate 
jnto the Capouchin convent of Abey, kill four 
defenceless monks, and afterwards bum the 
corpse of Father Carlo. 

“They generally manifest great irritation 
against Christian priests. A Roman Catholic 
missionary has also lamentabl v n perished. The 
inhabitants of Abey have fled to Beyrout, but 
many 'of them are covered with wounds, and 
without any means of subsistance. Tho Chris- 
tians and Europeans have offered them refugo in 
their gardens. Tho Druses are supported in all 
their movements by the Turkish troops, who 
publicly sell pontificial and other ornaments. — 
The fortified village' of Dschedjjin has been at- 
tacked by the Druses, and afterwards plundered 
by tho Turkish troops and the Mutualists. Em- 
boldened by their success, the Druses are now 
carrying on a war of extermination. The con- 
suls of the five powers, after making fruitless 
applications to the Pacha, have placed two 
brigs at the disposal of the unfortunate Christians.’, 

Nauvoo July 16, 1845. 

Mr. Editor: — On yesterday evening, 4 o’clock 
the Hodges, (William and Stephen,) were hung 
upon the gallows, at Burlington, Iowa, until they 
were dead, in compliance with the sentence of 
the law, for the murder of Mr. Miller. ~They pro- 
tested their innocence to the last. When tbe 
watch stood forty minutes to 4 o, clock, they 
were informed they had but forty minutes to 
live. They replied coolly, “wo wish not to live 
but twenty.” They informed the Jury, who 
found the verdict, that they were innocent men, 
that they had convicted them without sufficient 
testimony, and dared them to come upon the 
scaffold and shake hands with them, before their 
spirits took their exit into the spirit world. They 
said some of the witnesses against them were 
puijured men; but they freely forgave them„and 
every body else, who had injured them. Wib 


liam spoke near a half hour, Stephen not so long; 
their remarks are not in my possession. 

When tbe hour of 4 o’clock came, in the press 
ence of fourteen thousand spectators, they swung 
from the scaffold and dangled in tbe air, a warn- 
ing to all in the way to vice and crime, to turn 
from the evil of tfyeir ways. As to their actual 
guilt of the murder of Mr. Miller, I am not pres 
pared to give an opinion; but certain it is they 
have led a life of distrust and deep suspicion for 
for the laBt few years. The belief however rath- 
er predominates with me, as well as with the com- 
munity at large, that they were the perpetrators 
of the deed. Let the crime have been perpetrat- 
ed-by them or other persons, it was one calculat> 
ed to shock the sensibility of man and make him 
shudder for the security of families^ in the hour 
of domestic repose and retirement. 

The Hodge family seems to be a fated one ; 
and if they have been guilty of crimes, the hour 
of retribution seems to have already arrived. — 
About the time William and Stephen were con- 
victed, their brother Arvine was murde by 
some unknown hand, and another brother was 
arrested on cnargeof committing a robbery upon 
a Mr. Smith, of Iowa, some time last winter. — 
Let these things be a warning to oil bands 
of lawless renegades, that now exist in our 
land to an alarraitfg extent. Murder, robbery, 
and swindling, seems to be the chivalry of the 
nineteenth century, and the -avocation of men in 
high and low stations. 

Another horrid murder was committed on the 
4th inst Gen. Gcorgo Davenport was murdered 
at his residence on Rock Island, and about 8600 
of paper money, on the Bank of Missouri, taken 
from his house. Tho alleged perpetrators of tbe 
deed, five iu number, are all under^rrest at tbe 
town of Davenport, the place of the deceased 
General’s residence. 

This nation is getting into a deplorable condi- 
tion, and from this time forth, she will have blood- 
shed, pestilence and wasting, until the blood of 
the prophets is avenged, wickedness is swept from 
her borders, and the accumulated rubbish around 
the sink holes of crime, is cleared away Tor a 
peaceable habitation of the saints. Murder will 
stalk side by side with murder, crime wi^hr crime, 
.vice with vice, until the globe’s great caldron of 
abominations, will boil over and submerge the 
land with the vexations of the Almighty. When 
peace is taken from the earth, let the wicked 
tremble, and the honest in heart flee to Zion for 
safety. 

It is a satisfaction that none of these murders 
have-been committed by members of the Church 
of Christ The^sricked murder the wicked, but 
the saints dwell in peace, to rear the temple of 
God.

Answers to Questions. 

Was Jesus baptised for the remission of sins? 

This is easily answered, for he.that was with- 
out sin, could by no means be baptized for the 
remission of sins; but in order to fulfil all right- 
eousness, and consequently, a neglect of that 


which was a portion of righteousness, would have 
been sin. On this subject we have much pleas' 
uro in presenting the following extract from the 
thirteenth chapter of the second Book qf Nephi, 
pp. 123, 124, Book of Mormon. 

‘And now, it the Lamb of God, hebeingholy, 
should have need to bo baptized by water to ful- 
fil all righteousnoss, O then, how much more need 
have we, being unholy, to he baptized, yea, even 
by water. And now, I would ask oF you. my 
beloved brethren, wherein the Lamb of God did 
fulfil all righteousness, in being baptized by wa- 
ter ? Know ye not that he wtre holy ? But not 
withstanding he being holy, htrshoweth unto the 
children of men, that according to the flesh, ho 
humbletli himself before the Father, and witness- 
ed unto the Father, that he would be obedient 
unto him in keeping his commandments: Nvhere- 
fore, after he was baptized with water, the Holy 
Ghost descended upon him in tho form of a dove. 
And again : It showeth unto the children of men, 
the straightness of the path and the narrowness 
of the gate by which thoy should enter, lie having 
set the example bofore them. And he said unto 
the children of men, follow thou me.* 

| Have those who heve not been bnptized, attd 
j have not had hands laid on by those who hav© 
been sent of God, the gift of the Holy Ghost ? 

No. But there is a difference between having 
that light which lighted every man that cometh 
into the world, and the Gift of the Holy Ghost. 
It cannot be denied that many, under a broken 
covenant, have had much of the Spirit ; but it 
should ever been borne in mind, that the general 
influence of the Spirit is n6t the gift of the Holy 
Ghost. 

To the other items, which are not definitely 
put, we would remark, that if Christ was babtized 
for the remission of the sins of mankind, there 
would have been no need for him to shed his blood j 
for the same object ; but he undoubtedly was an 
ensample unto those that follow him, in all things 
in which he was inimitable. 

There is a beautiful idea connected with the 
baptism of the Saviour, which is, that bis son- 
ship was then publicly declared by his Father, 
when a voice from heaven was heard, saying, 

‘ This is my beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased.’ 

So, unquestionably,, it is with his followers, ho i 
having made atonement for the sins of the world 
□o one can lay claims to the sonsbip of the Most | 
High until they have followed tho ensample of 
him, their elder brother; in submitting to the j 
great law of adoption, by being baptised for the 
remission of sins. Thera is one great privilege ' 
much overlooked by professors of religion in , 
modern times. It is written that he came unto ' 
his own, but his own received him not, but as 
many as received him, to them gave he power (or 
the privilege) to become the sons of God, even 
to them that believe in his name. 

Here then, is a manifest distinction made be- 
tween those that believed, and those that became 
obediefct. The former condition of faith was ab- 
solutely necessary in order to enjoy the privilege 
of becoming sons of God, whilst it is equally evi- 
dent that to exercise faith without obeying the ^ 
great law of adoption, must necessarily exclude 
them from becoming sons of God, for it is evident 
that the means of entering into the kingdom of 
God, was not by being born of blood, nor of the 
will of the flesh, or of man, but the divine ordi- 
nance, ratified by the example of the Saviour, in 
being born of water and of the Spirit, in order to 
enter into the kingdom of God.

CALIFORNIA. 

Chapter 6. \ 

The Indian population, aa V before stated, 
amounts to about twenty thousand most of 
whom, are found in the interior and moun- 
tainotm region, y&t they aro found in greater 
©r or less numbers, in all the different valleys. — 
They are usually found congregated in villages, 
in many of which there are frequently, manv 
hundreds, and even thousands, who occupy small 
huts of most singular construction. These huts 
consist of mere conical elevations of earth, abont j 
eight or ten feet in height, and about twenty feet 
in diameter, with a .small aperture of about two 
feet in diameter in the top of e’ach ; besides which 
there is also an entrance at the side of each, near 
the surface of the .earth, In each of these vil- 
lages, .there are usually from ten to fifty of this 
kind of primitive buildings, which are capable of 
accommodating from ten to twenty persons. — 
They have the external appearance of being con- 
structed entirely of earth, but upon entering them 


they are found to be constructed, internally of 
timbers, which sustain the earthen covering. — 
The indians of this country are not migratory, 
but it is seen that they have in numerous instan- 
ces, abandoned their old haunts, and re-establish- 
ed in other portions of the country, but for w'hat 
cause, it is difficult to ascertain, with any degree 
of certainty, for the sites which have thus been 
abandoned, appear in many instances to possess 
advantages much superior to those which have 
been subsequently selected. As far as can be 
ascertained, the desolating ravages of war have 
been the chief causes of these repeated removals 
for villages of fifty, or even a hundred of these 
huts are frequently seen, which have the appear- 
ance of having been their ancient haunts, but 
which are now abandoned, the ground at and 
around which, is covered with human skulls. — 
Upon examining several of these huts of these 
abandoned villages, I very readily found that 
whatever the causo of this mortality might have 
been, it was evidently inflicted on them when 
within their huts, for the earth of the external 
covering of the huts having fallen in, was exten- 
sively intermixed with skulls and other human 
bones. At the villages which they occupy, there 
ore no apparent evidences of that extensive mor- 
tality, which formerly prevailed to such an alarm- 
ing extent among them, at their abandoned vils 
lages. All of the various tribes of this country 
are found in their aboriginal state df barbarism, 
as perfectly wild and timid, as the herds of beBsts 
with which they are surrounded. Upon ap- 
proaching one of their villages without tneir pre- 
vious knowledge, a scene of roost extraordinary 
confusion and noisy clamor is presented ; all 
scudding at once into their earthen houses, not a J 
human soul is to be seen, excepting those who j 
present their heads through the aperture at the ! 
apex of each of the huts, and who are in a most j 
clamorous and confused manner, drawing upon j 
your humanity and mercy, and begging you to 
spare them, collectively and individually. The 
nearer you approach their village, the moro bois- 
terous and and clamorous they become, in their 
| loud and confused appeals to all the bettor feel- 
I ings of your nature, to spare their tribe from the 
! dire calamity of extermination, or at all events, 
j to save their village, from which they may be re- 
i peopled. After having remained a few minutes, ] 
amid their loud lamentations, furious cries, frantic i 
yells and wild gesticulations, your pity and sym- 
pathy are excited, and sure enough you conclude 
to spare their village, at least, ana leave them 
making the very heavens resouud, with . their 
loud clamorous shouts of exultation and joy. — 
These Indians are much more advanced in civi-' 
lization, than any others found in this country, 
with the exception of those who have been eon* 
nected with* the missions, or those who have be- 
come Mexicans, which by the by, is a yery slight 
transition. 

In many other portions of the country, they 
do not even build huts, nor do they wear any 
kind of clothing ; being more children of nature 
Nothing whatever is attached to their persons, 
excepting, perhaps, a few feathers, which are at- 
tached to the head of the chiefs, by means of the 
hair, and which are designed to designate thoir 
rank ; but when they are shout to engage in some 


extraordinary chase, they also" tie either a bark 
or grape vine arodnd their waists, drawing it So 
tight as almost to sever their bodies. When go*. . 
ing to war they also tie a vine or bark around 
their waists, in addition to which, they besmear | 
their faces, and their bodies generally, with the 
white clay before alluded to, which having done I 
and having provided' themselves, either witlr a 
kind of a rude bow, or equally as rude a war- ' 
club, theypre prepared for any warlike emergen- j 
cy. Many of these tribes, which ore found far in 
the interior, and in the mountainous regions, sub 
aist almost entirely upon edible roots, fprass seed, | 
oats, acorns, and insects, auch as crickets and 
grasshoppers, the forme? furnishing them a sub- 
stitute for bread, and the latter for moat. In those 
portions of the interior, where they subsist mostly | 
upon insects, such insects as crickets and grass- 
hoppers are extremely numerous ; so numerous, 
in fact, that iHs not unusual to see fifty or sixty 
bushels, at one of these villages, which oro dried 
and prepared for food. In order to thlco these 
insects, fire is set to the dried vegetation, whiefi 
in many places is literally covered with them, 
and which, as it bqios, leaves them upon the 

t round partially hurried, when, whitbout waiting ' 
>r the command to * arise, slay and oat,* they all, 
old and young, mole and fenialo, with their rude 
baskets, and whatQVqfc olee they happen to poss- 
ess, now go forth to •fhe io.gath.oring of the rich 
harvest In this manner many bushels Oro . soon, 
gathered, which are exposed to the rays of the * 
sun until they are perfectly dried, when they are 
laid up in store for their future necessities. The 
wildness and timidity of these tribes, is ench that' 
upon the appearance of white persons at their j 
villoges, all of tho males, both old and young, im- 
mediately flee in tho utmost confusion, to t^e 
surrounding hills and mountains, while the fo* 
males remain ; and as you advance, they com: 
mence a most doleful mourning and crying, and 
at the same time persist in offering you such food 
os they have collected. It would oxcite' both * 
your curiosity and your compassion, in passing 
their.viUages which nave been thus abandoned by 
thfe males, to hear the mournful lamentation, ond 1 , 
the piteous crying of tho timid women, and the j 
deafening screaming, and wild clamor of the \ 
frightened children, and to see the females cad- 
tiously approaching, upon the right and left^ with 
rude dishes, containing insects, which they a? 0 ' 
now offering you, with a view of appeasing your 
wrath, and thereby, averting the awful calamity, 
which which evidently awaits them, and all thoir 
insectile neighbors. In passing through the ex- 
treme interior of this country, I have often sud- 
denly come upon several hundred of these wild, 
Waked creatures, when, like the wild beasts of the 
forest; they would leap and scud away, plunging ! 
into the river, and swimming across, they would 
soon be lost to our sight, in the vast plains, upon 
the opposite shore. Those of the tribes which 
build huts, are usually found upon, ond in the ' 
vicinity of tho streams ; they subsist chiefly on 
fish, which they are able to take at any season of 
the year, and as many of them have bows of a 
very superior kind, they are also able to kill much, 
game. Many of-these tribes take the salmon, I 
and other fish, riot only in quantities sufficient 
for their own purposes, Wat they also, supply all 1

the different settlements with an ample abund- 
ance, for the most trivial compensation. 'Most of 
the tribes ore entirely friendly, and they aro of 
the greatest service to the various settlers, who 
ere able / to perform all the labor on their farms, 
by the aid of the Indians, with very little expense 
and with very little trouble or inconvenience to 
themselves. 

The government of California being the gov- 
ernment of one military chieftain, whose will is 
the. law of the land may be defined to be a milita- 
j ry despotism. The present Executive is Manuel- 
' Michetorena, who is also commander in chief of 
the militia of both Californios. He resides at 
Montexev, where he arrived in tho autumn oft 
1843, when ho was very favorably recoived, al- 
though there had been much opposition to bis 
“ appointment Ho was appointed by tho Govern- 
ment of Mexico, to fill a vacancy occasioned by 
the removal of one Juan Baptiste Alvaredo, who 
was elevated to that station, by the people in 
1836, in opposition to the government, the pr^ 
vious Governor, Eehuandra, having been forcis 
bly deposed, by the Mexicans ana foreigners 
combined. This was the result of the revolution 
of 1836, in which the Mexicans and foreigners 
succeeded, in a very few days, not . only in ac- 
quiring complete possossidn of the country, and 
eotablist ing an independent government, but they 
also succeeded in shipping the whole crew of 
Mexican officers, ‘ in good order,’ for Matzatlan, 
on their way to the city of Mexico, and thus the 
country wad rid of a horde of governmental rob- 
bers. When the government of Mexico became 
advised of tho course pursued by the Californians, 
and that the Mexicans and foreigners had com- 
bined to accomplish their purposes, it proceeded 
immediately, though Very reluctantly, to ratify 
the' revolutionary act of the Californians, by issu- 
ing a proclamation to tho * rebel ’ governor, by 
which ne was authorized to hold tho office which 
ho had thuo acquired fiy his treasonable intrigue. 
The chief cause of tho government’s so readily 
recalling its rejected governor, and confirming 
tho act of the ‘ rebels,’ wea, that it was now fully 
advised that the foreigners hod determined to ad- 
here to the revolutionists. This course they hod 
been persuaded to pursue, by the ‘ rebel * govern* 
6r, and several other influential Californians, who 
pledged themselves to the foreigners, that upon 
their succeeding, the-government should be de- 
clared independent of Mexico, arid that they 
should be entitled to all the „ privileges and im- 
munities of citizens- These, with, numerous oth- 
er inducements were held out to the foreigners r in 
order to induce them to aid in the pending revo- 
lution, which they did, and which resulted, as 
before stated, in the elevation of this Alvarado to 
the governorship, and as they thought, in the ac* 

S uiaition of their independence of Mexico, but 
lis Alvarado, a libel on the human race, accept- 
ed the appointment from the Mexican Govern- 
ment, and commenced a series of indiscriminate 
jrisult and expression upon all foreigners within 
his inhuman grasp; but thr foreigners, not being 
inclined to submit tamely to this repeated wrong 
and outrage, were now in feeling, at least, in for- 
midable and hostile opposition to his supreme 
highness, the rebel governor. His insignificant 
excellency, continued his insult, cruelty and op- 
pression, from day to day, and from month to 
Tnbnth, bnt finally, after a lapse of about thre$ 
years, perceiving that he was receiving his just 
deserts, the disapprobation and supreme contempt 
of all foreigners, as well os that of all the better 
class of the Mexicans, now determined to make 
one last, desperate effort to redeem his lost char- 
acter. 

After consulting his own black heart, and those 
of his comrades, in disgraceful, cowardly oppres- 
sion, he determined to adopt some means, which | 


might torminateeithdr in the exterminate, either 1 
in the termination or expulsion of all the foreign- 
ers from California, and in order to accomplish 
his fiendish purpose, he now corpmenced. his un- 
heard of cruelties and barbarous oppressions, with 
’renewed vigor and malignancy. His extremely 
and justly deserved unpopularity, had a great 
tendency, to prevent his desired success in infa- 
my and crime, until the autumn of 1840, when, 
by- the aid of other^ more skilled in low treachery 
and black villainy, he finally fell upon a scheme, 
which to some extent, effected his sinful and 
criminal purpose. The course fixed upon, was 
to report among all the Mexicans, that the for- 
eignes had combined for the purpose of revolu- 
tionizing the Government, ana establishing a re- 
public, and that all the preliminary measures, 
preparatory to the accomplishment of that object, 
were already adopted. All this he well knew to 
be absolutely false, yet he also knew that the cred- 
ulous ond suspicious Mexicans would very read- 
ily credit it, especially as it came from so credit- 
able a source, but notwithstanding the high 
source from which it was derived, he took par- 
ticular care 'to have it well confirmed, by three or 
four othermalicious villains. Lest the falsity of 
this base and murderous intrigue might be seen, 
even by the benighted rabble, his criminal excel- 
lency, was extremely cautious to enjoin upon ev- 
ery Mexican to whom he reported this ba-°e 
falsehood, that he keep the whole matter a pro- 
found secret, and above all things, that he should 
not divulge to any foreigner, although he might 
be his most intimate friend, or even closely allied 
by the ties of affinity or consanguinity. This 
injunction of secresy he well knew to bo highly 
essential to his cowardly purpose, for he was not 
ignorant of the fact, that there were many of the 
foreigners whom he had implicated in the trea- 
sonable schemes alluded to, whose words simply, 
would be entitled to greater weight, than the 
solemn oath of himself, and hia wholo frater- 
nity; nor was ho ignorant of the fact, that if the 
foreigners should acquire, the least knowledge of 
his infamous designs, his excellency would soon, 
coase to exist as Governor, or in any other man- 
ner. The whole matter, was therefore kept a 
profound secret, os far as the foreigners were con- 
cerned, for there was not-one of th-em in tho ens 
tire country, who had the least intimation that 
any thing more than usual was in contemplation 
His ungrateful and black hearted excellency, 
having accomplished hia unholy preliminaries, 
now dispatched a few of his niggardly hirelings, 
in the dead of the night, to the residences of most 
of tho foreigners throughout the country, with 
orders to bring them in irons before bis supreme- 
ly contemptible excellency. / 

Nothing could have been more congenial to 
the feelings of this pusilanimous crow, than 
tjhe base and cowardly enterprse in which they 
were about to engage ; that of attacking in 
nocent, unoffending men, under cover of night; 
without giving them tho least intimation of their 
despicable designs, and that too, after having 
treated them but the day before, with all the ap- 
parent kindness, and affected politeness at the 
command of their hypocritical natures. Con- 
temptible cowards ; base midnight assassins ! In 
most instances, the first notice which the foreign- 
ers had of their.cfjlproach was a volley of musket 
balls poured in upon them, through their wiu- 
dows and doors, as they were reposing upon their 
couches, with their families, in deep, midnight 
slumber. Many of thorn most manfully resisted 
this unceremonious attack, but being finally over- 
come by numbers, forty of them were taken, put 
in irons, taken to Monterey, and delivered to tnat 
demon in human form, his more than criminal 
excellency, Alvarado. Here these brave Anglo 
Saxons were dragged aoout from placja to place* 


during all the following day, many of them suffer- 
ing most intensely from the wounds they had re- 
ceived the night before, ond others from the sore 
gallings of their ponderous shackles. Among 
them was one, Graham, who suffered extremely; 
for haying fought bravely and desperately, upon 
tho night previous, he had received several vory 
severe wounds from musket balls, the breeches of 
muskets, and from swords ; but he endured it all 
with the fortitude of an American, which he is 
by birth ; a brave, determined Americon ! These 
unfortunate men, .still loaded with irons, were 
now thrown into dungeons, where they were con- 
fined several days, suffering the most exquisite 
torture, from the continual galling of their mass- 
ive fetters, parching thirst, and gnawing hunger. 
But to heighten their sufferings, they were all 
thrown together, in a little narrow, filthy dud- 
geon, the floor of which was the wet, ipuddy 
ground, and into which the air was admitted only 
at' a small aperture, at which, scarcely sufficient 
could be received to sustain lifo. Under this cruel 
and oppressive treatment, many of them were 
rapidly sinking; and had become so far exhausted 
that they were no longer able to stand at the lit- 
tle aperture, to avail themselves of the oxygen, 
essential to the support of life, but were actually 
fast declining, under tho influence of the carbon^ 
ic acid gas, which occupied the bottom of the 
deep, dark, and wet cell Their companions now 
seeing their exhausted condition, immediately 
took them to the aperture spoken of. where, after 
inhaling the atmospheric air for a few minutes, 
they were partially revived, and thus, for several 
days, those who were able, going frequently to 
this aperture, and those who were not able to 
stand, being carried to it, they were able to aid 
respiration and to sustain life, though with tho 
greatest possible difficulty and most intense suf- 
fering. 

Having thus satiated his more than barbarous . 
revenge, this heartless, soulless wretch, alias gov-^ 
ernor, now ordored his helpless and almost life- 
less victims to be loaded with additional irons, 
and to be shipped for Matzatlan, and to be taken 
thence to tho city of Mexico, there, to be dealt 
with as the supreme authorities might direct — 
Arrangements were accordingly mado, and these 
now pale, emaciated and dejected men were drag- 
ged from their dungeons, torn from their families 
and friends, loaded with massive fetters and 
chains, and thrown on board the vessel, by which 
they were to be conveyed to Matzatlan, or the 
grave, they knew not which, nor had they much 
solicitude as to the result. So violent was the 
suffering of these unfortunate men, that one or 
two of them sunk under it, and died before reach- 
ing 'Mexico, while many others suffered under 
severe illness, not only during their confinement, 
but also for months after their release, and all 
were reduced to an exereme state of feebleness 
and emaciation. Upon arriving at the city of 
Mexico, an investigation wss instituted, not only 
by tho Mexican authorities, but also by the for- 
eign ministers, the result of which was, that they 
were al^ at once released, with a tender of a small 
amount of money, as a remuneration for the in- 
sults and injuries which they had thus wrongful- 
ly sustained. Some of them received the trivial 
remuneration which was offered them, whilo oth- 
ers refused absolutely, to receive so trivial a re- 
muneration, and hence, have not to this day, re- 
ceived a farthing. And is not this a gross neglect 
of our government, thus to permit her citizens to 
be chained and dragged in irons,. under the most 
cruel and barbarous treatment, suffering every 
thing but death, and even death itself, and that 
too without the slightest cause, without a shadow 
of provocation ? The result of all this affair, a 9 
far as thabase tyrant, the governor, is concerned 
is all very well, but by no means as ho had antic- 




; ipated. Aa before remarked, lie acquired his as- 
cendancy forcibly, and against the will Qf Mexico 
and the only reason of Mexico's suffering such an 
outrage upon her rights, was her dread of the for- 
eigners, who adhered to him in his treasonable 
elevation. But now, finding that the foreigners 
had abandoned him, and were most bitterly op* 
posed to him, the government availed itself of 
this opposition of the foreigners, and unceremoni- 
ously removed this ungrateful, cowardly oppress- 
sor, and appointed the present governor in his 
stead. Ana now, being thus supplanted, as the 
Fatos will have it, and ‘ plane uti, factum opor- 
tuit,’ just as it.ought to be, he is every where 
looked upon with the most indignant contempt, 
not only by the foreigners, but also by the Mex- j 
icans, ror ho has proved equally <treacherous to 
both, and has shown himself unworthy of the con: 
fidence of either ; the consequence of which is, 
that he is now to.be seen wandering about like a 
‘ discontented ghost,’ having neither talent, worth 
nor power, sufficient to attract the attention of any 
human soul, he drags droanishly from place to 
place, unobserving and unobserved. 

Notwithstanding the complete prostration, in 
public opinion, of the treacherous monster of 
whom I have just spoken, the present governor 
had many misgivings as tq the propriety and 
safety of his attempting to enter upon this dis- 
charge of hjis gubernatorial duties in California, 
without a competent military force to ensure his 
protection. X Having advised the proper authoris 
ties of Mexico, of his fears and doubts, and some 
of the grounds upon which they wero predicated 
one thousand criminals were extracted from the 
various prisons, and committed to his charge. — 
With this formidable band of cut-throats, as their 
brands and cropped ears showed them to be, be 
set out upon his march to the Californias, where 
he arrived in the fall of 1842^ remaining in the 
-extreme southern part of upper fcaliforma, until 
the fall of 1843, when he collected sufficient Cou- 
rage to enable him to advance to the seat ofgov- 
ernrnent. The timorous movements of the govs 
ernor, and especially the fact of bis being unwils 
ling to venture among the Californians without 
an armed force for fiis protection, created much 
dissatisfaction, among them, which at one time, 
become so general, that they determined to inter- 

f >ose their omnipotence, to prevent his excellency 
rora marching nta omnifarious troops to the seat 
of government. But before I left that country, 
his generalship was permitted to march north- 
ward, and was in full possession of the chief town, 
there to be seen marching and parading his crop* 
pod and branded troops about the streets, with all 
imaginable pomposity. Disease and dissortion 
had reduced these troops to two hundred, before 
they arrived in Califorhia, but there were quite 
enough left to afford some of the rarest speci- 
mens of humanity that I over beheld. They 
were indeed a mote^r crew ; some were cropped, 
and some were branded ; some were without 
shoes, and others without shirts ; somo had guns, 
others had spears, others lances, and others noth- 
ing ; and the latter were equally as well armed as 
the former, for those who had guns had no ammu- 
nition. Thus armed and equipped, this ornnifa-* 
rious soldiery is prep&red to meet, in mortal com- 
bat} even a Cffi9ar, a Hannibal, a Bonaparte or a 
Washington, but they cannot be induced to meet 
a Jones. These soldiers, like all others of Mexico, 
are mere Indians, many of whom are os # perfectly 
wild and untutored, as the most barbarous sav- 
ages of the forest; yet it is with these wild, shirt- 
less, earless, and heartless savages, headed by a 
few) timid, souless, brainless officers, that these 
semi-barbiens intend to hold this delightful region 
as it were, against the civilized world.

Vhc Remarkable fialf timeout of tike Pre- 
dictions of the Ancient Prophets Con- 
cerning the distraction of Tyre* 

Tyre was the most celebrated city of Phoe- 
nicia, and the ancient emporium of tho world.— 
Its colonies were numerous and extensive. “It 
was the theatre of an immense commerce and 
navigation, the nursery of arts and science, and 
the city of perhaps the most industrious and ac- 
tive people ever known.” In tho period of their 
greatest splendour and perfect independence, 
Tyre stood at the head of the Phoenician cities. 
The kingdom of Carthage, the rival of Romo, 
was one of the colonies of Tyre. While this 
mart of nations was in tho hight of its opulence 
and power, and at lea6t one hundred and twenty 
five years before the destruction of old Tyre, 
Isaiah pronounced its irrevocable fall. Tyre on 
the island succeeded to the more oncient city on 
the continent: and — being inhabitod by the same 
people, retaining the same name,- being removed 
i but a little space, and occupying in part the same 
i ground; the fate of both is included in the proph- 
i ecy. The pride and wickedness of the Tyrians, 

' the exultation over the calamities of the a Israel- 
ites, and their cruelty in selling them to slavery, 
i are assigned as the reasons of the judgments that' 
were to overtake them, or as the causes of the 
revelation of the destiny of their city- And the 
whole fate of Tyro was foretdld.

ment/ 60 also is the prophecy which contrasts 
with it, as exhibiting the entire re vorsal of Tyri- 
an magnificence: and prophetic history of tho 
downfall and ruin of Tyre may bo read more ful- 
ly and clearly in the words of Ezokielf than its 
history, prior to its celebrated seige J>y Alexan- 
der the Great has been recorded in the extant 
works of profane writers.

r fhe first of the many nations that' came up 
against Tyro was the Chaldeans or Ba'bylonions, 
under iNebuchadnezzer. History without expli* 
citly recording the facts of the result of tho siege, 
relates little else than its duration for thirteen 
years ; a d efcct which the possible (and latoly 
reported) discovery of the lost works of Ssncho- 
niathon, would in all likelihood supply. The j 
length alone o.f tho siego accords with tho his* ! 
torical narration givon by Ezekiel at a subse- 
quent period, that' Nebuchadnezzar, king of Bab- 
ylon, caused his army to serve, a great service || 
against Tyrus, till every head was bald and ave-J 
r y shoulder was peeled ; yet had ho no wages i 
nor his army for Tyrus, for the service that ho 
had served against it' Si 

The vision of tho prophet ‘tarried,’ but did 
not fail. It reached with cquol clearness, through- 
out all future ages. And tho timo is not yet j 
come respecting which Tyro is finally spoken of 
in tho word of the Lord. But from the hight of 
its dignity, to the. depth of its abasement, a 
‘fragmeno’ of tho book of tho prophetic scriptures 
marked out its fate. The confederate Greeks, 
under their ‘great king/ c^memp^ggsinst Tyrus, 
at an interval of two hundred and seventy years, 
aftor its siego by Nebuchadnezzar. And re* 
striding tho illustration of the prophecies to re* 
corded and indisputable facts, which ore notori- 
ous in history, the most unexceptionable tesrimov" 
njnis supplied by Adrian and Quintus Curtius, 
whose names are- associated with the history of 
Alexander and the siege of Tyre, as those of j 
Herodotus and Xenophon with that of Cyrus and 
the capture of Babylon. 

One of the most singular events in history was 
the manner in which the siege of Tyre was con- 
ducted by Alexander the Great. Irritated that 
a single city should alone oppose his victorious 
march, enreged at the murder of some of his sol- 
diers, and fearful for his fame— -even his army’s 
despairing of success, could not deter him from 
the siege. And Tyre was ta^on in a manner, 
the success of which was more wonderful than 
the design was daring: for it was surrounded by a

The Mexicans, here are a peculiar people, not 
only in reference to' their intelligence, govern-, 
ment, and all other particulars before mentioned, 
but also in reference to their manners and cus- 
| toms. The lower order of them live in mere huts, 
the walls of which are constructed of poles which 
are set upright, side by sido, one end being per- 

I manently fixed in the ground ; the othor ends 
are attached with raw hide ropes to a pole, which 
is placed horizontally on each side of the walls 

I thus constructed, and about six or seven feet 
from the ground. The four walls being thus 
erected, poles are then- placed tranversly from 
ono^all to the other, which are covered either 
wita hay, flags, or cornstalks, constituting the 
roof, when the hut is completed, having neither 
floor or chimney. The second and highdr or- 
ders such buildings as those which have been de- 
scribed upon a former page, most of which are 
also without chimnies or floors. No furniture 
is generally found in or about the houses of the 
lower orders, excepting here and there a raw 
bullock’s hide spread upon the ground, which to- 
gether with a blanket or two, constitute their 
beds and bedding. Their clothing generally 
consists of nothing more than a shirt and pair 
of pantaloons, yet some of them also have a kind j 
of rude, primitive hat and sandals. ‘The chase 
and servitude to the higher orders, furnish them 
a livelihood; they subsist almost entirely upon 
meat fish, oats and edible roots. Those of tho 
second and higher orders, who reside in the in 
terior. although ihoy have “adobie,” houses, yet 
they generally have neither beds, chairs tablos, 
nor any other furniture, excepting such beds os 
those before described, and a raw hide bullock’s 


heads, which answer as chairs. Their appurel 
consists of a shirt, « pair of pantaloons, some 
kind of a hat, and shoes or sandals, in addition 
to which, some have a pair of breeches and a 
blanket, with a perforation in tho middle, through 
which they put their heads, and thus form, as they 
think, a very convenient coat or cloak. Meat 
fish, beans, bread and fruit, constitute their food. 
But they subsist chiefly upon tho former, as a- 
matter of preference. Should you call at the res- 
dience of one of these Mexicans, even of the 
highest class residing in the interior, you would 
not only bo received very kindly, but., you would 
also be annoyed with continued proffers of all 
the luxuries which they possess. And should 
you remain until noon, a large quantity of beef 
will be roasted before the fire, which when done 1 
will be attached to a few sticks, which are driven 
into the ground for that purpose, in the middle 
of the room, when you are invited to sit down 
with thorn and partake of the rich repast ; at the 
same time you ore offered a stool of boef’s head 
as a substitute for a chair, if there happen to be 
one convenient, if not you are expected to sit 
upon the ground. Being thus located, you now 
commence the dissection and inostication of the 
half or a quarter of beer, as tho case may bo, 
with which you are now confronted ; but in this 
operation, you labor under tho disadvantage of 
having none of the ordinary 1 instruments used 
uponsuch occasions; hence you are under the 
necessity of using your pocket knife, or such 
other knife as you may chance to have in your 
possession. Among some of these people, in ad- 
dition to the roasted beef, you wonld also be fur- 
nished with a little bean soup, and perhaps some 
bread ; but they all view plates, knives and forks 
and tho like, as mero useless appendages. Should 
you call upon those of the lower order, with the 
view of obtaining a dinner, tho presumption is, 
that the whole affair would result in a disgusting 
failure, if not on their part, in an attempt to pro- 
cure something for you to eat, at least upon your 
part, in your attempt to eat what they have suc- 
ceeded in procuring; but whatever they have, 
they will readily offer you, with much apparent 
anxiety to accommodate. The higher order of 
those who resido in the different towns, and at 
the missions generally live very well, much, in 
fact, as the foreigners do who ore equally e8 
abundantly supplied with all the necessaries and 
luxuries of life, as citizens of our own country, 
or those of any other. All classes of the Mexi- 
cans are unusually kind aud-hospitable to for- 
eigners, as far as it relates to their reception and 
treatment as guests. Whatever attention and 
kindnecs you may receive at their hands, while 
guests, and however long you may remain .with 
them, they will receive no compensation* hut to 
your proposition to remunerate them, they inva- 
ribly reply, “ God will pay.” , 

Labor of all kinds is performed by the Indi- 
ans, and the lojvost order of the Mexicans, but 
those who are not bound in servitude to others, 
tabor very little, as a competency of food and 
raiment is readilv acquired with very little exets 
tion Among all classes, oxen are principally 
used for tho draught, drawing by their horns, 
instead) of their necks, as in tho ordinary 
manner ; a strong peice of timber about as large 


the oxen, just back of the horns, to which it ,is 
permanently attached by means of a raw bide , 
ropp. To the middle of this new fashioncefyohe 
a strong raw-hide rope is affixed, to which $he i 
cart, plough, or whatever else is to bo ’drawn, is [ 
attached, when all is in readiness for actual serv 
vice. Those oxen yokod in this mqnnor, draw ! 
extremely large draughts, bUt by no means as 
large draughts as they could draw, if yoked in 
the ordinary manner. The plough which is in 
use among tho Mexicans, is cortainly emoqg tho 
most simply constructed, and cheapest of fHrtping 
utensils, being generally, a mero forked sticky, 
one prong of which being pointed, answers os 
the share, and the other navinga notch cut „ at 
the end, to which a rope may he attached, con- 
stitutes the beam, while the main stalk extend- 
ing back a few feet from the union, of the two • 
prongs, constitutes the handlo. This i$ the Cal- 
ifornia plough, which is in general use, through- 
out the entire country ; but as on improvement 
upon this plough, some of the Mexicans construct 
one in a different manner, though with the sarno 
regard to cheapness, being j>f two aticks of tim- 
ber, so attached as to form a 1 plodgWery much 
like that just described, and designed only os a 
substitute for that, when a natural fork cahndt 
be conveniently found. Horses are seldom used 
other wiso than as saddle horses, but wo frequents 
ly see large draughts drawn by them, which, in- 
stead of being harnessed in the ordinary manner 
are put under tho onddlq, tho girth of which is 
drawn extremely tight, when one end of a strong 
raw-hide rope is attached to the stone, wood, or 
whatever else is to be drawn, while the other 
end is firmly attached to the pommel of the sad- 
dle. Every thing being thus arranged, the Mox- 
ican with his heels loaded down witn ponderous, 
gingling spurs, now mounts his steed, to whoso 
side he plies his heels with such ^pointed ex- 
actness, such force and confused gingling, that 
as the only alternative, he leaps and darts away 
with his immense load, notwithstanding its great 
ponderosity. With horses harnessed in this 
manner; it is quite common to see Mexicans on 
their way to market, their vehicles being a dry 
bullock’s hide, to which ono end of a long raw- 
hide rope is attached, tho othor end of which ia 
attached to the pommel of the saddle, of their ris i 
ding horses. Upon this hide thus dragging upon | 
the ground, are heaped vegetables, fowls and 
whatever else they may have m readiness for the 
market, as well os two or three women and chil- | 
dren, which from all appearances are not design- 
ed for the market, or at all events, it would seem 
that they would not sell to a very good advan- 
tage, without the preparatory exponse of a thor- I 
dngh scouring. Upon arriving in market, I | 
have frequently seen " these inventive geniuses 
with their strange omnibuses, and omniforefua j 
loading, passing about from place to place, until 
they have disposed of all their load, excepting . 
that part of it which partook somewhat of hu- 
manity, when they also disposed of their extraor- 
dinary vehicle, and returned to their ‘homes m 
they best could, some on horseback, some on foot 
and others I know not how, unless by “ steam,” J 
to raise which, they appeared to be making come j 
efforts, which I thought would most likely sue- 
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eced. These nre the vehicles m common use 
among the Mexicans, but many of the foreigners 
as'Vell as some of the higher order of the Mex- 
icans, have carts, waggons, and even carriages, 
btit these are very seldom seen, and* especially 
i th| latter ; ao gravelling is as yet almost entity 
onjhoreeback and by water, the former of which 
methods,' iB hdwever, much the, most generally 
adopted both by the 'Mexicans and foreigners. 

Ao wo are passing, perhaps the reader would 
be,pleased to notice the proceedings of a Mexi» 
l cajLplcade’B court. An individual, wishing to 
institute proceedings in one of their courts, for 
tt$ recovery of a demand, applies to the alcade 
| for; that purpose, who, instead of issuing a sum- 
mono, despatches a servant post haste, to the res- 
idence of the. defendant, informing him, that hie 
| attendance at' the alcade’s office will bo required 
on, a certain day, to answer tho complaint of the 
plantiff, and that if he do not appear at the time 
and piece designated, tho alcade will proceed to 
the determination of the matter oxparte, f The 
day thrni fixed upon arrives, and tho parties ap- 
pearing, his honor now interogates the defendant 
in Reference to his delinquency, when he proceeds 
to ‘offer anch excuses as may occur to him, ‘set- 
ting forth his reasons for not having made pay- 
ment previously, or he commences to curse his 
[ antagonist most vociferously, and insulting him 
to every extent, declaring absolutely that he will 
i not pay him, which is the *• general issue” in 
California* According to the rules of practice 
I in the alcad.e’s court, tho plantiff is now entitled 
to the floor, which he takes with the greatest 
| eargerness, when he commences to answer all the 
excuses and arguments of the defendant, or to 

I mpel his insults, by more direct and more numer- 
• oub insults, as well as by more vehement, and 
more profane cursing. If the proceedings have 
taken the latter course, his honor has nothing to 
do f but to weigh the insult and profanity, and 
give his judgment according to the preponder- 
ance, as it may be found in favor of the plantiff 
or the defendant; but if they have takon the for- 
mer course, his honor proceeds to determine as 
to the weight and validity of the defendant’s ex- 
cuses, which are thrown into the moxican’s scales 
of justice, with the plautifPs demand ; and as bo- 
fora, the decision is according to the preponder- 
ance. In weighing and determining causes as 
above, much, less depends upon the quantum 
ofinsujt, profane cursing, the validity or the ex-* 
cuse, or the justness of tho*demand than upon the j 
weights which are employed, which are usually ofj 
gold, sometimes, however, they are of silver, but 
when those of tho latter metal are used, they are 
made much heavier, the proportion between those 
of the latter and former metal, being nearly as six- 
teen to one. These weights are always employ- 
ed upon such occasions, and they are furnished 
for that purpose, either by the party himself, dr 
by a friend ; in English they are called bribes, 
and it is now reduced, by experience,* to an absos 
lato certainty, that ho that will not bribe, cannof 
succeed at law, in a Mexican alcacd’s court 
At law, I say, I mean the game abpve alluded to, 
which, perhaps partakes as little oflaw as it does 
of divinity. 

A foreigner of respectability, informed me 
that he found it necessary in one instance, to re- 
sort to the law for the recovery of a demand, 
which he held against a farmer, who was amply 
able to pay him at any time, if he was so dispos- 
ed*. In order therefore, to regulate his disposi- 
tion, this gentleman applied to an alcade; who 
immediately issued his warrant, (an athletic ser- 
vant,) and soon tho delinquent was ushered in- 
to tho alcade’s agust presence, where ho com- 
menced to offer his numerous excuses, the prin- 
cipal of which was, that his c&ttle were not suffi- 
ciently, fattened for thVslaughter house, and con- 


sequently, to kill them then would subject him 
to a very great loss. The kind hearted lenient 
judge, now appeared to sympathize greatly with 
the defendant, which, however, was the effect of 
the golden weights, which had already been 
throw into the scales, which were now evidently 
preponderating .in the defendant’s favor. Tho 
magnnaimous judge pausing a few moments, but 
finding no disposition on the port of the foreign 
gentleman to apply either the golden or silver 
weights, now asks the defendant, when his cat- 
tle will be so fattened as to enable him to kill 
them and discharge the plantjffs demand, -«to 
winch the defendant replies, that ho thinks they 
will be amply fattened in about twelve months, 
very good,” replies the alcade, let the cause 
otand continued until next autum. The parties 
now severally, returned to * their homes, the de 
fondant much elated with his triumphant success 
at law, and the plantiff laboring under the sting 
of his unexpected defeat, is perfectly disgusted 
with every thing that bears the name of law, al- 
cade, or defendant. But the year soon rools 
around, and the parties again appear before his 
honor, the dignified and bribed alcade, who im- 
mediately proceeds to propound the same ques- 
tions to the defendant, as before, in reference to 
the fitness of jiis cattle for the slaughter house, 
Although the defendant did not give the same 
answer as before, yet he gave one, which more 
clearly exhibited the baseness, and contemptible 
meanness of both himself and the pequed alcade, 
which was, that his cattle were sufficiently fat- 
tended, but that be waB unable to procure suffi- 
cient laborers: The parties now again returned 
to their respective homes, tho defendant rejoic- 
ing in the “glorious uncertainties of the law, and 
the plantiff more fully than ever, convinced of 
its tendency to obstruct justice, and to promote 
villainy and crime; and hence more fully than ! 
ever, determined to heve no moro to do with 
either law, alcadeB, or defendants. 

The chief amusements of the Mexicans, are 
their fandangps or balls, cock-fights, and bull 
and bear-fights. The fandangos or balls, are 
conducted among these people, much in the same 
manner, that they oro elsewhere^or so nearly so 
at least, that there is nothing connected with 
them, which l shalljmrticularly notice, although 
there are many very extraordinary and interest- 
ing scenes, that Wear upon these occasions, 
which might bo sc> described, as to afford some 
amusement, yet as t^eir description would afford 
no important information I pass them unnoticed. 
Tho cock-fights are always attended ’by large 
concourses of people, especially upon the sab- 
bath, when not only the common people, 'but also 
the officers of the government, as well/ as the 
priests, all of whom march in solemn procession’ 
directly from the church, after divineservice, to 
tho cockpit where they anticipate much from 
the approaching exhibition of inhuman cruelty. 
Various opinions are now entertained and ex- 
pressed, ao to the probable succes of the various 
game cocks ; and all i 9 high joy, noisy merri- 
ment, among the priests ana all others the latter 
of whom are frequently heard to utter the most 
vehement, exulting, and triumphant shouts of 
acclamation and joy, with repeated and vehem- 
ent outcries o£“ huzza for the priest’s cock!” 
The bull-fights are much the more common 
amusements, and it is almost incredible, with 
what ardor and zeal, the citizens of all classes, 
and of both sexes crowd together, at these in- 
human scenes of cruelty and, blood. In the vi- 
cinity of every town of any importance, there is a 
vast arena in the form of an amphitheatre, design- 
ed for sports of this kind, which is circumscri bed 
by a strong post*and rail or board^ence, around 
tho exterior of which, are succe'sjjve circular seats 
rising one above another to the height of fifteen 


right of fifteen 


or twenty feet, end of sufficient extent, to accom- 
modate several thousand persons. Timely no- 
tice is always given of these bulbfig hts, and a 
general attendance universally follows ; savoring 
so strongly of barbarity, cruelty and indolence, 
it could not fail to attract the attention of the ad- 
miring thousands of those semi-harbariano. The 
governor with all the principal officers, together 
with the priests, always occupies tho highest 
seats upon such occasions ; and their smiling ap- 
probation, especially of the priests, whther drunk 
or sober, is always considered a much higher en- 
comium. then the thundering plaudits of all the 
surroundiog multitude. Ana the priests are 
quite certain to laugh, whether there is any 
thing to laugh at or not, especially if their mer- 
riment had been sufficiently excited by the en- 
livening and inebriating draughts to which they 
are accustomerd. Upon these occasion#you will 
frequently see one fourth of all the Mexican 
population present, occupying the various seats 
before described, which when thus occupied, are 
covered with an extensive awning. Being thus 
arranged and accompanied by a band of music, 
or rather of noise, and the bull fighters having 
marched .into the arena, the signal is given, ana 
the bull is loosed, when the fight commences. 
Some of the bull fighters are on foot, others'ure* 
on horseback, the latter being well trained in 
equestrian exercises, and all boiug armed with 
swords, spears, or lances, they now commence 
action, either on the offensive or defensive, but 
generally, on tho defensive ; for usually, the mo- 
ment tho bull is turned loose he makes a most fu- 
rious charge, either upon the footmen or horse- 
man, when he receives repeated lacerations from 
both spears and lances. .It lie attacks a horseman 
his repeated assaults are. resisted by the horseman 
until a footman comes to his aid, who thrusts a 
spear or lance into him frm behind, and at the 
same time exhibits a red flog* and thus his atten- 
tion is diverted from tbe horseman, who would 
otherwise have been an easy prey. H13 atten- 
tion is now turned to the footman, who is in a 
similar manner, relieved by a horseman or by 
another footman. This scene is ‘repeated from 
time to time, and until the fatigued and wound- 
ed bull moves slowly away to one side of the arena 
as if desirous of avoiding further conflict, when 
a most tremendous burst of applause resounds 
through the air, amid which the priests are heard 
loudly exclaiming, “ non potest fieri melius ! non 
potest fieri melius !” as well as heart could wish ! 
as well os heart couhjl wish ! 

These continued and repeated plaudits, excite 
the pride and renew the energies of the tormen- 
tors why proceed to the renewal of the bloody 
scene, but the indisposition of the bull to renew 
the contest, appears to afford a serious obstacle^ 
yet the ingenuity of these cruel tormentors, rea- 
dily inventB the means of arousing his last and 
dying energies. Hundreds of squibs and crack- 
ers, are now brought, which are attached to one 
end of wires, the othef ends of which are pointed 
and bearded, which are then thruBt into the neck 
shotHders and back of the sinking animal ; but 
he is so far exhausted, that ho entirely disro. 
gards them, until fire is applied to them, when 
tho incessant cracking, hissing smoking and bla- 
zing arouse alibis declinng vigor. He now shakes 
his head most furiously* amid the firing, smoking . 
confusion, then bellowing aloud, and distending 
his tongue, as if calling into requisition all his 
powers he plunges and leaps at his antagonist, 
and striking tbe horse, prostrates him, rider and j 
all upon the ground, amid the deafning shouts of 
the multitude, and the vociferous exultations of 
the priests, who ere henrd above all others, loud- I 
ly exclaiming, u p.-uspero procedit opus! pros- 
pers procedit opus!” the business goes on well I 1 
the business goes ou well !

' Sanday Morning in Nauvoo. 

The following is a sketch of a morning walk 
of the editor of the Nauvoo Neighbor. We 
hope Abraham will not forget his cousin Lott

“On Sunday morning last, we ?top’d outobout 
seven to observe the beautiful prospect around, 
and seo what was going on. Being near the 
foot of the Main street, we saw an elder going in- 
o the Mississippi to baptize a person. He com 1 
( menced his service with — “Having authority 
from Jesus Christ,” — well, said we, no sectarian- 
ism in that At this instant a most mellow strain 
from a female voice struck our ears: 

“Cease yc mounjere, cease to languish, 

“O’er the grave of thoso you love; 

“Pain and death, and night and anguish, 

“Enter not the world above.” 

There was not a cloud in the sky, nor a drunk- 
ard in the streets; the hum of business is hush- 
ed, and if ever there was a time when the glory 
of God covered the heavens, and the earth was 
full of his blessings, it was in Nauvoo now. 

Those going west this month, will not forget 
that the 29th is the day appointed for the com- 
pany to leave tbis city, at 7 o’clock in the eve- 
ning. They will take passage by the northern 
route. We have received letters from those 
who have gone that way, giving a very high 
description of its superiority to the Pittsburgh 
route. The fare to Nauvoo will be about thir- 
teen dollars. Brethren wishing to joine the 
company, must moke their arrangements to ar- 
rive here on the morning of the 29tli, they will 
bo on no expence but leave the same day in the 
evening. 

We hopo that our brethren will not bo un- 
mindful of Elder 0. Hyde's request in our last 
paper.

exceptions, have remained theeame for succes- 
sive years. The Hudson’s Bay Company, aud 
the Russians, at present afford an ample market 
for all the wheat which is as yet grown in this 
country ; and they, as well as the American mer- 
chants, afford an extensive market for the furs, 
hides, and tallow, as well as much of the beef, 
butter and vegetables, yet for tbo latter, especial- 
ly the beef* butter and vegetables, the ships of 
war and the whale ships, afford the most exten- 
sive and valuable market. The increasing emi- 
gration, however, will afford an extensive market 
for most of the surplus grain, as well as for many 
cattle and horses, sheep and hogs, for many 
years to come ; yet the market, for all the pro- 
ducts of the country, will be ultimately found in 
the South American States, the various islands 
of the Pacific, the Russian settlements, China 
and England. The very gieat variety of produc- 
tions, will require a variety of markets, producing 
the tropical productions,, it requires a northen 
market ; and as it produces the northen produc- 
tions, it requires a southern market. The sta- 
ples will eventually be beef, pork, fish, various 
kinds of grain, flour woo), hides, • tallow, furs, 
lumber, cotton, tobacco; rice, sugar and coffee, as 
well as . coal, iron, and various other minerals. 
This verv great variety of productions will afford 
the people of this region, all the means of subsis- 
tence within their own country, will vastly en- 
hance its wealth, and add in an eminent' degree, 
to the prosperity and happiness of the people. 

' The trade of this country is chiefly carried on 
.at the different towns, warn considering the ex- 


treme newness and unsettled state of the country, 
it is already very extensive. At each of the 
towns before enumerated, there are several stores 
at which an extensive h j;iuasa, ia daily transacted 
which ip found to be *?ry jncrative. All kinds 
of dry - goods, groceries, hardware, and cutlery, 
are much deaier hero thrift they are either in 
^Oregon or the States, being sold here at prices 
about five hundred per cent higher, than * they 
are in either of those countries, which is owing 
to the imposition of excessive, and unparalleled 
duties upon imports. The. enormous amount of 
duties, that is annually received, by the govern- 
ment, or rather the prodigal officers of the gov- 
ernment. notwithstanding tbs innumerable leaks, 
is estimated at two hundred thousand dollars. 
Wages oflabor both for mechanics and ordinary 
hands, are very high, those of the former being 
from two to five dollars per day. The cause of 
wages being so very high,\is attributable to the 
i fact, of their being so very few mechanics in the 
country, and the great aversion tp industrial pur- 
suits, which has heretofore j existed in that coun- 
try. This aversion to industry, evidently arose 
from the fact of their being no apparent necessi- 
ty to labor, or in other words, from the unparal- 
leled facilities, which here exist for acquiring a 
competency, and even a superfluity, by the easy 
process of dnin^ nothing. Indians are readily 
employed, an<f in any numbers, at the trifling ex- 
pense of merely furnishing them such clothing as 
a coarse tow shir, and a pair of pantaloons of 
similar cloth, and with, such food as meat alone 
or whatever else you may feel disposed to furnish 
them ; for any thing which you might feel diepos* 
ed to provide for them, would be preferable to 
the crickets and grasshoppers, upon which they 
hava formerly subsisted. There are several for- 
eigners who have from one to four hundred of 
thorn employed upon these terms; and when thus 
employed, should they leave their employer, with- 
out just cause, he is authorized to re-take them 
wherever he may find them, in whosesoever ser- 
vice they may be engaged, j It is usually under 
stood, that slavery / does not exist iu any form, 
in any portion of the Mexican dominions, yet the 
natives both iu California, and several other por- 
tions of that country, and in truth in all portions 
of it, are in a state of absolute vassalage, even 
more degrading, aud more oppressive than that 
of our slaves in the south. Whether slavery will 
eventually, be tolerated in this country, in any 
form, l do not pretend to say, but it is quite cer- 
tain, that the labor of Indians will for many years 
be as little expensive to the farmers of that 
country, as. slave labor, beiag procured for a 
mere nominal consideration. ' 

Considering the very short space of time 
which has elapsed, since the different govern- 
ments have turned their attentions to this coun- 
try, and the very little which is aa yet, known 
in reference to it, its present commerce is scarce- 
ly paralleled; some conception of which may 
de drawn from what has been said upon a for- 
mer page, in reference to it- extensive imports 
and duties. Fifteen or twenty vessels are not 
uufrequently, seen in many of the various ports 
at the same time, the national flags of all the 
principal powers of the world. Merchant vassels 
of the United States, England, France, Russia, 


and Mexico, as well as the ships of war, and the 
whale ships of the four governments, are to be 
seen at almost any time, m the different ports of 
this country, andof all of'vfliich there are fro* 
quent arrivals and departure. The ships of war, 
which cruise in the Pacific touch very frequent- 
ly at the various ports of this country for the* 
purpose of obtaining fresh supplies of water end 
provisions, and maintaining the rights of their 
respective government#, At well as for the par*, 
pose of capturing now and then, a small town,- or 
seizing here and there, upiSQ an island of tbo Pa- 
cific.' The merchant vessels are mnch the most 
nu merous, and are chiefly^ those of V the Uhited 
States, which arrive in thVj; country eaoh spring, 
and depart for the States every autum or winter 
Arriving in the spring, they are engaged in the 
coasting trade, until t r e lattep part pf , the fall or 
the early bart of the winter, when they depart fo? 
the States, with cargoes of hides, tallow or fqrp, 
which have been collected during the . previous 
year. . About one half of the merchant vesse|f 
engaged in this trade, always remain in the coun- 
try, while the residue return , to the States, 
Englan, or France, for the purpose of renewing 
their stock of goods. Several of . these /easels 
usually belong to the same> bourse; either, of 
Boston or * New York, which always keep a 
numbar in the country, while they employ oth- 
ers constantly in exporting the products' of 
California, and importing goods for that trade, 
which they dispose of at most extraordinary 
prices The whale ships touch at the various 
ports, for the purpose of obtaining supplies of 
provisions and water, and also for the purpose of 
trade with the. inhabitants. Besides the ships 
and vessels above enumerated, there are numer- 
ous others, as well as various barques and bri^s 
which annually touch at the, various ports of this 
country, not only from the ; States, England, 
France and Rossia, but also from the Sandwhich 
Islands, the Russian settlements and China. ^ : 

The foregoing will enable us to form very cor- 
rect conclusions, iu reference to the present and 
future commerce of this infant country, the for- 
mer. of which, considering the newness of , the 
country and the sparenes# of the population, is 
scarcely equalled, and if the present may be con- 
sidered as a f prelude to the \ future, the latter, is 
destined in a very few .years, to exceed by for, 
that of any other country of the same extent and 
population, iu any portion of the known world. 
VVe are necessarily driven to this conclusion, 
when we consider . the vast extent of its plains 
and valleys, of unequalled fertility and exhuber* 
ance ; the extraordinary variety and abundance 
of its productions its unheard of uniformity, and 
salubrity of climate ; In fine, its unexhausted and 
inexhaustible resources, as well as its increasing 
emigration, which is annually swelling its pop* 
ulation from hundreds to thousands, and which is 
destined at no distant day, to revolutionized)# 
whole commercial, political, and moral aspect of 
all that highly important and delightful country, 

In a word: I will remark that in my opinion, there 
is no country in the known world, - poseasing a 
soil so fertile and productive, with such varied 
and inexhaustible resources, and a climate of such, 
mildness, uniformity and salubrity ; nor is there 
a conntry in my opinion, now known, which is so 
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Eminently calculated by nature heraelf, in all re- 
spects, to promote th£ unbounded happiness and 
.prosperity of civilized ond.chlightenea man.

Having perused the foregoing pages the reader 
tnay have determined to • emigrate to the ono or 
tho other of these countries, if so his next inquiry 
is, in reference to the routes, tho equipment sup 1 
‘plies, and the methodo of travelling, ell of which 
iwill now be noticed, in their proper order. In 
'oil there are eight distinct routes to these coun- 
tries, six of which lio through the different pass- 
es mentioned npon a former page ; one of the re- 
maining two is that by the way of New Orleans, 
Vera Cruz, the city of Mexico, and Matzatlan; 
and the other is the route by sea, by the way of 
Cope Horn. There are but five of the above 
routes, which are worthy of a particular notice, 
all of which, I will now proceed briefly, to do- 
scribe. The most northen of them, is that lying 
through tho great gap. between Brown’s and 
Hoodor’s Peakes, through which the Canadian 
emigrants and the fur traders of the Hudson's 
Bay Company, annually pass in their journey ing 
from Canada to the lower settlements in Oregon. 
As this route is very seldom if ever, traveled by 
citizens of the United States.it is not deemed im- 
portant to enlarge in its description. I shall 
therefore proceed to .the description of that lying 
through the great southern pass, near 42 degrees 
north.* Upon this route the emigrant sets out 
from Independence, Mo , and travels thence, five 
or:six days, in a direction, about west by north, 
to the K&neas or Caw river, crossing which he 
proceeds thence northwest, about five days, to 
the Platte river, thence continuing up the Platte, 
upon the south side to the junction of its north ! 
and south forks, thence up the south fork on the 
side, ono day, to the usual ford, where crossing 
the river, and continuing thence in a direction 
about northwest by north, three days, to the 
north fork ; thence up the north fork about four 
dayB, to Fort Larimie, and Fort John. Leaving 
these forts, the emigrant pursues a course about 
west by north, over the Black hills,) seven days 
to Sweet-water near Independence rock; thence 
up Sweet-water, nine days, to Little Sandy, 
thence wbst by north four days, to Green river, 
or tho Colorado- of the west Crossing Greon 
river and continuing thanco down it three days ; 
thonce west due day to Ham’s fork, which is a 
branch of dreen river; thence up Ham’s fork, 
three days ; thonce west by north, one day to 
Muddy river, which is a branch of Bear river; 
thence down Muddy and Bear rivers, three days 
to the Soda springs; thence northwest up the 


valley, two days.; and thence west over the high 
lands one day, to Fort Hall. From this fort 
those who go to Oregon, continue -down Lewis’ 
river, fifteen days,' to Fort Wallawalls; and 
thence down the Columbia, ten days,, to the low- 
er Settlement in Oregon. Those who go to Cal- 
ifornia travel from Fort Hall, west southwest 
about fifteen days, to the northern pass in tho 
California mountains , thence threo days, to the 
Sacramento , and thence seven days, down the 
Sacramento, to the bay of St. Francisco in Cali- 
fornia. The former part of this route, is but one 
vast concatenation of plains and prairies of al- 
most unbounded extent, The entire countiy 
from Independence to Fort Larimie, is a vast 
plain, entirely destitute of timber, with the ex- 
ception of tho small portions occasionly found 
upon arid in the immediate vicinity of the streams 
No scarcity of timber for fuel is experienced, 
until you arrive upon the Plattes when for the 
first time, you are reduced to , the necesity of sub- 
stituting the excrement of the Buffalo for fuel, 
which you are. under the necessity of doing, the 
greater part of the distance this side of the moun- 
tains, and for a considerable distance after cross- 
ing the mountains From Independenc to Fort 
Larime, no serin us obstructions are found ; as 
upon all this part of the route, you cross neither 
mountains nor unfordable streams. The Kansas 
arid the south fork of the Platte, are the only 
streams of any importance, which are crossed up- 
on this portion bf ths route, and they are always 
very readily forded at tho season of the year at 
which emigrants pass through that region. The 
Buffalo are usually seen upon this portion ol the 
route, about fifteen days drive from the States ; 
but they are also found 6ome seasons within ton; 
days drive from the States, while at other seasons 
they are not iound within twenty days drive. 
This, however, depends much upon the forwards 
ness, or backwardness of the season, and the fact 
of their having been hunted by the Indians, who 
inhabit that region. U the season is Backward, 
they will not have migrated from tho south, as 
early as the season, at whieh emigrants pass 
through that country : and if they have come out 
upon their northen migratory tour, in time for 
the emigrants, it frequently happens that the 
Indians of that section hunt them to such an ex- 
thnt, that they are, completely dispersed from all 
teat region. The buffalo are also generally found 
upon all portions of this route, from the Platte 
to the Rocky mountains, and even for several 
hundred miles wean of the Rocky mountains, 
both in Oregon andl California ; and wherever 
they are found, they are always seen in the great- 
est abundance, and are killed with the greatest 
facility, The only hostile-Indians. that are seen 
between the States and Fort Larimie, are the 
Pawnees, who are a powerful and warlike, tribe 
and who are generally, very troublesome t'o the 
emigrants; yet they are generally south yof this 
route at the season, at which emigraflm pass 
through that portion of the country. The Cus 
manebes, and the Sionx sometimes visit this re- 
gion, but they are very seldom here met by era 1 * 
•grants; yet there are several other tribes, inhab- 
iting and visiting this portion of the country 
which although much less powerful and warlike, 
are at times very troublesome ta-^raigrants and 
others. 

Fort Larimie is situated on Larimie’s fork of 
the Platte, about seven hundred miles from Inde- 
pendence. Abofft one mile south from this fort, 
there is another fort which is called Fort'John, 
and which is situated near the same river. These 
forts are constructed in a manner quite similar 
to Fort Hall, which has been before described ! 
and they are occupied by traders and trappers, 
for similar purposes. The trade at these forts is 
entirely with the Indians, which consists in the 


Exchange of dry goods, provisions, guns, ammu' 
nition, blankets, qnd wiskey, for furs, buffalo 
robes, buffalo beef, arid horses; in which both of 
these establishments appear to be doing a very 
extensive and lucrative business. The gentle- 
irieri of these forts, are the ‘first white persons 
with whom tho emigrants meet after leaving the 
States, unless they chance to meet with compa- 
nies of traders and trappers, on their way to the 
States. _ 

From those 1 forts, to. Fort Hall, a distance of 
about six hundred miles, tha country through 
which the route lies, is generally very' hilly and 
mountainous. 1 The. former part of this portion, 
includes that section of couptry, denominated 
the Black hills, which present a very extraordi- 
nary appearance JVhen viewed from an elev&s 
ted position, they present one[jnterminou8 suc- 
cession of treeless, shrubless, rolling swells Bnd 
hills, which much resemble the rolling billows of 
a tempeatous ocean. Travelling over these hills I 
si attended with much inconvenience bnd fatigue, 
as it is but one continued scene of alternate as- 
scension and descension, from morning until 
night, for several days in succession, arid until 
we arrive at Independence rock, which from its 
peculiarity and notoriety, requires a passing no- 
tice. It is situated near Sweet-water, about one 
hundred rods from the ordinary encampment 
upon that stream. It is composed of solid gra-. 
mte, covering an aera of about five acres, arid! 
rising in conical fo^m about four hundred feet L 
above the level of the surrounding country ; it 
is seen at a great distance, and hence serves aa a 
land mark both for tho mountaineer and the em- 
igrant. Many portions of this extraordinary 
rock, prsent an extensive, perpendicular, smooth I 
surface, upon which the Various trappers and 
others, who passed through that region, have in- 
scribed ’their names, tho numbers of their par- 
ties, and the date of their pasiing. The first 
party which noticed this singular rock, in this 
manner, was a party* American trappers, who 
chanced to pass that way upon the fourth day of 
July, when wishing to be Americana even in 
that secluded region of aboriginal barbarism, they 

E roceeded to celebrate that great day which gave 
irth to human liberty. This they did by a 
succession of mountain revelings, festivities, and 
hilarities, which having been concluded, they 
all inscribed their names, together with the word 
“Independence,” upon the most prominent and 
conspiciuoue portion of the rock ; nonce its name 
and notoriety, which are os firmly established by 
that act, as that rdek-of ages itself. Independ- 
ence rock thus consecrated, is destined in all 
coming time to stand forth aa an enduring monu- 
ment to civil liberty, and American Independ- 
ence ! 

A greatr part of the distance from Independ- 
ence rock to Green river, is comparatively level 
and affords a very eligible waggon way ; but 
from that river to Fort Hall, is the most broken 
and mountainous portion of the entire route, 
All this portion of the route, from Fort Larimie 
to Fort Hall, like that east of Fort Larimie, is 
usually entirely destitute of timber, but as a 
general thing, sufficient is found for fael On 
this pqrtion of the route buffalo are very seldom 
found west of Green river, but they are very 
abundant between that river arid Fort Larimie. 
especially upon Sweet-wtlter and in the vicinity 
of Independence rock ; and they are also very 
numerous off of the route west of Green river, 
and even west of Eort Hull, both in Oregon and 
California The only hostile Indians, with whom 
emigrana meet upon this portion of the route is ' 
Sioux, ihe Shyaues, and Eutaws, yet these are 
not called hostile I 17 the mountaineers; of this, 
however, the rra,,u* will be enabled to judge for 
himself from what has been said upon a former j 


_ -e. The Sioux, particularly, can scarcely be 
called friendly, if vy*e judge them by their acta; 
the making of myaelf and Mr. Lovojoy, prisoners 
of war, and the fobbing of our hunters, whenev- 
er an ppportunity presented, to say the least were 
not very strong indications of friendship.

In my present letter, I design giving you a do 
scription of tho Temple, together with a few gen- 
eral remarks upon our beautiful city. Last eve- 
ning I took a survey of the Temple, and frojn 
tho notes I took, assisted by the architect of the 
building himself, I have written the following de* 
beription which I send for*, bublication, that 
through the medium of your valuable pojpor the 
people of the eastern land may form some con- 
ception of the most curious’ and interesting 
building that now exiota in the world. 

Let us commence with fhe basement story. 
This is divided off into thirteen rdoms ; the ond 
in the centre is: one hundred feet in longth from 
east to west, ond fifty feet wide. In the centre 
of this room, stands the base of the baptismal 
fount ; -it is of hewn stone, and tho surfaco of it 
is in the shape of an egg divided in tho middle 
from end to end. Its dimensions are fifteen by 
eleven feet and a half wide on the outoido. 
Strewn over the floor is peices of maaaive stone t 
ready hewn to comploto it When completed 
it will be supported by twelvo oxen hewn from 
dolid atone, which will be represented as Being 
sunk to the knees in a floor of Rdman cement. 
The fount will be entered by a flight of steps in 
an arch form at each end. The whole will hh 
surrounded by an iron railing to protect it from 
tho soiling hand of the ebrious visitor; It will 
bo an interesting and costly work wheh entirely 
completed. Largo piles of ornamental carpenter 
work is heaped ih 1 different parts of the room de- 
signed for the flashing of different parts of the 
Temple. Curious devices or emblems ore wrought 
or carved upou many of the different pieces 
Now let ub examine what is properly called 
the first story, or the story that comtn'onces with 
the surface of the ground.- We enter this at the 
weBt end, passing through eithor of three largo 
ppen doors or arched pass-ways, each of which 
is nine feet seven inches wide and twenty one 
feet high. Passing through these we are stand- 
ing in a large outter court, forty-three feet by 
seventeen feet wide. At each end of this is two 
large doors, passing through which, we are in\ 
the first story. The floor is n6t laid excopt with 
loose plank, for the convenience of carpenters, 
forty or fifty of whom were now to work upon 
this floor. This story as well as the second, will 
be divided off into fifteen rooms. The large 
rooms running through the centre of each floor, 
will be one hundred foot long, from eaet to west;* 
and fifty feet wide, at each sidfe of which will lm 
a room, or smaller rooms, of different sizes cOni*- 
struced.t At the oast ond of these largo rooms 
pulpits will be^efrected, being abundantly light&Fl 
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at tho back by large windows nine feet seven 
inches wide and fifteen feet high. 

Now we ascend a ‘ ladder that carries us intoj — 

the second story. Hero is nothing particularly I having upon the base of eachj tho representation 


worthy of notice, except that the floor of the large 
room will bo seventeen feet longer than the floor 
the first sretfy, consequence of running out 
over the outer court. Hero is formed a stone 
arch of forty-one feat span, which supports tno 
tower. Looking down into tho basement sev- 
eral children are seen at ploy, who, from the 
extreme distance below, look Dike mere specks 
or atoms crawling over the ground. I have 
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it the gronnd'to tho top of the steeple, one hun- 
dred fifty-eight and a half feet. 

The wall is ornamented with thirty pilasters 
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watched them until my head swims, a qqeeiJ below which is cut some beautful drops or ma« 


feeling steals over me, convincing me that I never 
will do for a sailor; so I will cliDg tightly to tliej 
ladder and gain the third story. Here are sever*-! 
al workmen. This caonot properly be called 
more than a half story, tha roof on each side not 
being sufficiently high near the eaves, for i per- 
son of six feet, to stand erect. But through the 
centre, from east to west, will be furnished a room 
the same size of that in the first story., At the 
east end of this room, is already constructed' the 
frame of a window twenty and a half feet in the 
span, which foriqs four gothic windows, and 
three irregular triangles which partake of thoj. 
eliptic and gothic. At each side of this room 
will also 'be constructed a row of smaller rooms. 

Now we enter the attic story This story is 
eighty by forty feet, and is placed upon the west 
end of tho main building. This will J^e done off 
into a number of rooms for the use of the higher 
order of priesthood. 

Now climbing over a large beam, not daring 
in tho mean time to look down through the ma- 
ny pieces of timber into the groat distance below, 
wo stand upon the top of the building, or deck, 
in which is '.constructed six octagon sky-lights 
through which light will be reached into the 
large room below. The deck is finished in the 
qame manner that sorae-of our eastern rooms is 
ceiled; or in other words* in ceiling form, perfect- 
ly water tight. At each aide of the deck is a 
roof made of pine shingles perfectly matched snd 
laid in the neatest manner. In each of these 
roofe, is six square sky-lights through which, 
light will .be reached into the small rooms imme- 
diately below. Here are also, two elegant orna- 
mental chimnies of hewn stons, running through 
, each roof. 

Now let us go to the top of the atic story, 
which is sixteen and a half feet high from the 
eaves, and the eaves are sixty feet from the ground 
This has not yet been shingled, and we have to 
stand upon some loose plank. This is a massive 
pine frame, from the centre of tho roof of which 
rises the tower which is twelve and a half feet 
high. At that height it is lessened into the bel- 
fry which is twenty feet high. This is as far as 
the steeple is now completed. Above the belfry 
will come the clock section, ten feet high ; next 
above that will be the observatory sixteen feet 
high ; th the dome, thirteen and a half feet 
high, from which the balls and rod will run ten 
feet higher, making the distance from the surface) 


of a half moon with tho crescent downwards 
Along the edge ,of the crescent is carved the 
representation of the chin, mouth, nose and fore- 
head of the human face. Upon the capitals of 
the pilasters, i$ carved a perfect view of the, hu- 
man face, whiefy seems to represent some kind of 
personage emerging out of a cloud, haying 
trumpet in each haud. A short distance above 
these are large stars, with five spangles or rays,

v In all, there is forty-3even main windows, the 
top 3 of which is in a hall {circle, or oval form. 
Between the two rows of main windows, is a row 
of circular or round windows, twenty-two 
number, Above 'the pilaster capitals, is a row 
of smaller circular or round windows. The base- 
ment story is lighted by twenty-two windows in 
the form of a half circle. 

Round the caves runs a large beautiful cor- 
nice, ornamented on the lower side with large 
8 tars. The eave troughs hold thirty barrels of 
water, and are sheeted with sixty-five hundred 
pounds of lead. Tho water will be let off from 
these troughs into a large resovoir at the east 
end of the building, from which the baptismal 
fount will be supplied with water. 

I have gained the top of the attic story, and 
have given a description of the building as mi- 
nutely as l could, as l passed along. I am now 
left to gave for a moment, upon the grand and 
majestic scenery that spreads itself below and 
around me. I seem translated to some upper at- 
mosphere where I can look down upon a world 
where mortals aro * born to wail, to sin, and to 
die.’ On either side is spread a wide unbounded 
landscape of surpassing beauty j^iat grows less 
and less visible in the distance, and at at last 
mellowing itself into-a faint blue rim in the far-offj 
horizon. The schne is rendered highly pictur- 
esque by being irttorspersed with large rooling 
praries, and relie ved\pere and there, with groves 
of green wood, and tracts of woodland. West- 
ward spreads ‘the flat’ all over which looms up 
the massive walls of hundreds of residences, 
through the most msgoificent of which/sweeps 
Main street, crossed here and there, by-flurnerous 
ia their regular course through the city plot j 
Around ‘the flat* circles the majestic Mississippi, I 
in horse -shoe ybnn, and runs away through the 
distant sconery far down to the left, its bright 
clear waters being visible for miles below. Yon- 
der is a majestic steamer toiling up the broad 
current, breaking the stillness of nature and lend- 
ing a new interert to the scene. Beyond the riv- 
er spreads the^vood lands of Iowa, spripkled here 
and there, with farm houses and cultivated fields. 
The little village of Montrose clusters upon the 
opposite bank, which was once’ occupied as n 
military post by Itho troops of the United States. 
Green islands bespaugled the river, and here and 
there, darts a skiff freighted with-some party of) 
pleasure Bohind me runs Mulholland street 


from east to west, being thickly built up on either 
ude with houses for the distance of a mile or, 
more, over a beautiful traot of prairie, where swpll 
peeps over swell, and scattering houses shine 
brightly in the warm and setting* sun. On my 
right and left, the scene ia rather' mdre broken: 
but all around wheresoever I turn, house towers 
beyond house, and gardens and' ^ grain fields waive 
their green mantles in the passing breeze. The 
cars of general commerce jostle through the 
streets, and the waggon of the' husbandman 
groans under ponderous loads of ripened grain. 

I looked aad contemplated until my feelings 
were elevated to the highegt pitch of gladness, 
\|and my heart gave thanks to the God of heaven 
that I had the privilege of standing upon this 
holy Temple, and feasting ray mind upon tho 
luxury of so much glowing beauty and contem- 
plating tho many blessings which He has shower- 
ed down this season, upon, the saints of the last 
days. In fact, it seemed that the curse had in 
part, been removed from tl}e earth, so sumptu- 
ously did it yield its increase. 

The setting sun admonishing me that night 
would soon hover over tlio scone, and spread-her 
sable mantle over all nature’s loveliness, I care- 
fully descended from my dangerous height and 
once more found my feet securely planted on 
tera firma. 

If the people of the east will “come and see’ 
they will return to tell their neighbors that the 
half had not been told them, 
s I forgot to mention that tha Temple is one 
hundred and eighty fi*e't by eighty-eight - -

An in- 
telligent friend of the Administration admitted 
much this morning in conversation with me on 
the subject. 

‘•I am afraid,” said he, "that this affair is go- 
ing to cost ub a vast amount of expenditure in 
money and in life. We have somehow or other, 
begun the business wrong, and I dont.seehow 
we ara to get right.” 

I have an impression that such also, is the opin- 
ion of those who aro at the head of affairs. Still 
there can be nothing decisive until we can get 
the final action of the Mexican Con/jtess-— mid 
for this wo are looking with much-imterest, not 
unraingled with some anxiety.

Mr. Editor : — 

Last Monday was our election for county offi- 
cers. It resulted in a triumphant majority in 
fnvor of the “law and order” ticket. Some two 
thousand votes were polled in our city; showing 
a gain of about six hundred votes since last year. 
The election went off in perfect order. Elec- 
tions in general through tho United States, are 
attended with unhappy and disgusting conses 
quences ; the ballot box is the resort of rowdies 
pickpockets and bullies ; a whirlpool of political 
corruption ; a gambling table upon wnich dema- 
gogues play for power and place ; and a sink of 
concentrated and opposing intrigue, carrying 
along with its destructive car tho elements of 
turbulent passion, and leaving in its track the 
fire-brands that excite mobs and impel the people 
to ungovernable commotions. 

Not so with Nauvoo. To be sure, we had a 
frolic ; hut it was not a frolic of bribing voters, 
or importing illogal voters, or to use a term fa- 
miliar in the school of political juggling, it was 
not a frolic of “ pipelaying/’ but it was one that 
had a tendency to promote the public weal, and 
heighten the value of our city property. In- 
stead of coming to tho polls* with a wiskey bot- 
tle in one hand, and a bowie knife in the other, 
our citizens came with their teams, and when 
they had deposited thoir votes, they repaired 
to tho church lands, about three miles up the riv 
er, for the purpose of hauling wood for the Nau- 
voo House association. Those who had no teams 
assisted in loading and cording up the wood, and 
before the day was gone, they hauled one hun- 
dred and sixty-seven cords of wood, and had it 
all corded up. This wa9 truly a Mormon frolic, 
and speaks loudly of the union of tho saints in 
thoir determination to keep the commandments 
of God. 

I must hore relate a little anecdote While 
the teams and men were congregated in the plane 
where they loaded their waggons with wood, a 
steamboat happened to be passing, when the offi- 
cers and crew*wero so excited as to the meaning 
. •• 1 -rge assembly of men and teams, that 
they landed tho boat to satisfy their curiosity. 

As they landed, the old men on the boat clapped 
on their specs, the young-men strained opontbeir 
eyes, and some green horns let. drop ; the lower 
pair of their lantern jaws, with amazement The 
following questions were asked and answer- 
ed. 

Clues. — Gentlemen,* allow ua respectfully' to 
ask the meaning of so largo a body being congrevi 
gated here.? . 

Acs., — 0 sir, there is nothing very particular . 
meant, 

Quea-—l8 them* an army gathering? 

^ni-^Not that wo have board. 

Q,uc&t-Wc 11 will you be so kind no to tell us 
what is tho meaning of so many men and teams 
here % ^ , 

Ans. — 0 sir, there is no particular cause why 
your crew should be thus alarmed ; we dr# 
only hauling a few loads of wood. 

“I should say it was a d ■«-— d few loads” re- 
plied a man, as the crow all turned on their heels, 
considering themselves badly bit, and the engiiio 
boll rang with great onorgy. * 

That boat,was turned aside by a Mormon frol-- 
ic 1 Whenever steamboat captains seo Mormon 
assemblages hereafter, they need not ‘round-to, 
nor look through their spy glasses ; but take it 
for granted that it is a Mormon frolic for sortie 
reasonable purpose. . 1 

The Nauvoo House fronts 120 feet oh ■ Main 
street, and the same on tho river. It will be 
four stories high, abovo the basement frail, which 
is already laid. 

Tljey have commenced layiny tho brick ; next 
week twenty brick layers will bo employed und 
a number of carpenters. 

The polls for the scaffold already p6er up 1 into 
the air to a great height around the building,, 
and every thing assumes the appearance of busis 
ness. 

Eight hundred thousand brick aro already., 
moulded, and the most of them burnt, for this 
building. ; 

A company of men is now employed in got. 
ting out the timber. 

This sounds a little like completing the Nau- 
voo House. The committee are determined to 
build it, and they aro just the mon who can get 
the people to back them up with their labor, 
their money, their influence, their all. If thC* 
people in tho east, want shares, they had botthiv 
launch out their gold and silver pretty sooa and' 
secure them, lest the time pass by apd while they, 
jre* asleep, the house will be built. ‘‘Take stock 
in that house for yourselves and your posterity 
after you,” saith the Lord. Tho saints arb- com- 
manded to build that bouse, and it is not limit- * 
ed to the saints in Nauvoo, but it extends air 
over the world, wherever a saint of God ean be 
found who belongs to the kingdom of the .first 
•born. f * 

It will he a magnificent edifice, four" stories • 
from the basement, and standing on a command, 
ing and sightly ground. It will be among the 
first buildings that will meet the eye of the pas- 
senger upon our river, and fastens the eager gaze - 
upon the •* city of the Saints.”

■ voo House ; build up Nauvoo with magnificent 
palaces ; spread out the curtains of Zion with 
her 'thousand stakes, adorning therr^ from the 
embowellcd riches of the earth, until their streets 

i shall be literally paved 1 with gold, tkenj doors of 
carbuncle, and their windows of agato^get ‘our 
it endowments in the house of the Lord ; 'build up 
t the kingdom in all the world ; prepare the earth 
l for a resting place for the Son of Man, and the 
i saints of God ; preach the gospel and establish 
truth in the earth ; gather the-gHspersed of Judah, 
and the remnant of Israel to Zion and Jerusalem, 
for in Zion there shall be deliverance in thq last 
days. These are the works that will employ the 
■saints while the world is filled with pestilence ; 
while earthquakes shake the globe ; famine 
- spreads her work of desolation ; nations war with 
naion; empires totter into ruins; thrones are cast 
’ down ; cities wrapt in flames, and the worl^l puri- 
fied by fire, and cleansed from the accumulated 
corruptions of eighteen hundred years. O world, 
awake!

Chapter O. 

From Fort Hall to the Pacific, by the Oregon 
i route, a distance of about eight hundred miles, 
there is hut one continued succession of high 
mountains, stupendous elLffo, and deep frightful 

I caverns, with an occasioned limited valley. There 
is much less difficulty in obtaining wood for fuel | 
, upon this porUon of the route ; yet there are 
many places below Fort Boisia where wood for 
fuel con not bo obtained,' only aa if is purchased 
: of the Indians, who always take immediate pos- 
f session of every stick which they find either upon 
j. the shores or floating down the streams. Al- 
though the Indians, appear inclined to monopo- 
lize the entire trade, yet tho couroo which they 
pursue, is highly aerviciablo to the emigrants : for 
If they were here left tb their own resources en- 
tirety they would bo unable to procure either 
wood or the excrement of the buffalo. From the 
vallion to tho Pacific, there is ample;timbor, as 1 
mjich of the country is covered witfi dense for- 
ests. This portion of the Oregon route, from 
Fort Hall to the Pacific, hps always been consid- 
ered,, wholly impassable for waggons, or any ^oth- 
er vehicles; yot it .is -said, that the emigrants of 
1843, succeeded in getting thoir waggons entirely,] 
down to the Wallamraette settlement, This thoy 
may have done, but f:^m confident from my 
own experience that each waggon muBt have' 
cost the Owner of it more time and labor, than 
five waggons are worth even in Oregon. By re 
„eent explorations, however, a very good and much 
more direct waggon way has boon found about 
one hundred miles southward from the great 
southern pass, which, it will be observed, lies 
' principally through the northbn parfc,o|it> Califor- 
nia., 

The California route, from Fort Hall to tho 
Sacramento river lies through al tomato plains, 
prqries and valleys and over hills, amid lofty 
mountains ; thorite down the great valloy of the. 
Sacramento to the bay of St Francisco, a distance 
from Port Hall, of nine hundred miles. Tho In- 
diana aro in many places, very numerous, yet 
they ara extremely timid, aud entirely inoffensive. 
Waggons can bo as readily taken from Fort 
Hal? to the bay ofi St. Francisco, ns they can 
. from the States to Fort Hall; .and ‘in fact, the 
I Tatter part of the route is found much more eligi- 
ble for a waggon way than-' the former. t -The 
most direct route, for" the California emigrants 
;would be to leave the Oregon route about two 
hundred miles east of Fort Hall ; thence bearing 
west southwest to the salt lake, and thence con- 
tinuing down to the bny of St. Francisco, by the 
route just described. The emigrants up to this 


the obtaining of supplies ; for there is no doubt' 
but that a town of very considerable importance 
will spring up at that point in a very few years. 
The entire distance by this route, from Independ- 
ence, either to Oregon or California, is about 
twenty none hundred miles; and the usual'timo 
required iu performing the journey to either of 
those countries, will be about one hundred ^ and 
twonty days, exclusive of delays; yot tho, great 
disadvantages under«.which parties have hereto- 
fore labored, havo caused them to occupy much 
more time than that above stated, in performing 
the journey. It is a surprising fact, that upon 
this entire route, from, tho States, either ,to Ore- 
gon or California, there is not a stream that em- 
igrants cross, but that is fbrdablo, at the season 
of the year at which thoy pass through those regi- 
ons. A much better way, is generally found the 
enlrre extent of this route, than can bo found in 
any portion of our western states, the satao dis- 
taoco^o9pecially from the Statos to California by 
tho route just described,, 

Tho routo which | propose next briefly to no* 
tice, is;that lying through the pass boforo describ- 
ed, which is situated in latitude 34 deg. notth. 
This jouto is that uouolly travelled by the Santa 
Fe traders and Mexican emigrants,' eh wall as em- 
igrants from our southern states. Because of the 
very littlo importance of this routo at present, it 
is not dee mca proper to detain the reader with a 
detailed description; Although this route in 
deemed rather unimportant to citisono of the 
United States, yet if the time over comes, when 
the intermediate country phall belong to a oitfili* 
zed people, thi^ route will become of tho greatest 
importance, especially to the southern emigrants 
ana travellers, who trayelling almost directly 
west,* would save all ribb distance to Independ- 
ence, the present rendoyous. ' Until that happy 
event, no further description need be givon of 
this routo ; as because of tho inveterate suspicion, 
and onimositv, which the inhabitants of that Te- 
gion now entertain of- all foreigners, it is almost 
impossible for them to pass through that country 
with any degree of safety* Foreigners, in trev" 
el ling by this routo, are not only subject to the 
serious effects arising from the suspicion and am 
imosity of the Mexicans; but thoy ore also sub- 
ject, to the serious and dangerous consequences 
arising from their innate theivish ond murderous 
propensities^ - - 

The route by the way 'of Vera Gruz is among 
the most important routes to those countries, and 
hence, will Toquiro a more particular notice. The 
emigrant who travels by this route, ships at New 
Orleans for Vera Crux, where if ho sails from 
New Orleans, he arrives in seven or eight days; 
thence by stage three days, to. the city oT Mexico, 
thence by stage, six days to Guadalaxora ; thence 
on horseback, five days to Topic. ; thonco on 
horseback, two days to St Bias ; thence by wa 
tor, twetve days to California, or twenty doys to 
Oregon. By adding ohout the same 'time as that 


ahovd stated, for delays, wo will have very heniv 
jy tho. Uma required in performing the journey 'to, 
Oregon or ' Califo rnia, by this route, which will 
bo found to be about one mouth and a half to 
tho fdrmor place, and about one month and si* 
days to the latter place. This was the route by 
which I returned to the United States; but I 
was mpre than three months in reaching the 
States, even fiom Califorma: yet many of the 1 
usual delays may be avoided. It is very expen- 
sive travelling by this route, the entire expense' 
being about fivo hundred dollars; Froip^Gauda- 
lasara; the traveller is not only under the neces- 
sity of employing servants and purchaainghorseB, 
but ho is also uuder tbe necessity of purchasing 
and taking with him suoh provision ns he re.- 
quires, as well as a travelling bed | for without B 
preliminary arrangements of this kind, he would' f 
gouerdlly find himself without food and always 
without a bed. The principal dangers to which 
travellers bre exposed, in passing through that 
coupiry, are those of being robbed and insulted 
or murdered, because of their non-conformity to 
tho prevailing religious corbmonies, in which, all 
things else appear to be wholly absorbed. Bob- 
beries are most frequently committed between the 
city of Mexico and Vera Gruz, which is owing 
to the opinion which prevails among the people, 
that upon the arrival of foreigners in their couns 
try they necessarily have money In their posses- 
sion, and so upop their departure; the impression 
is that they have collected -their money and other 
property ; and Jh once that is the 1 most lucrative 
held for robbers", which it undonbtudly woOltl bo 
were it -not for the extensive competitions About 
two thirds of all the robberies, committed upbhf 
this route, ore committed between these two 
places. There is no mothod of guarding against 
those robbers, for you bre not permittedto epfry 
arms, or what is tantamount to the same thing,’ 
you are told by the Mexicans' that they will nbt 
travel in the stage if arms ore carried ; the cons 
sequence of which is that you bre under the ne- 
cessity, either of taking all of the seats in tho 
stoge yourself, or disposing of your arms, the lat- 
ter of which courses, you would be most likely 
"to pursue. Having disposed of bis arms, the 
traveller proceeds upon his dangerous journey, 
throwing himself upon the mercy of. a merciless 
bandit of reckless robbers, he perfectly recon- 
ciles himself to his fate, expects nothing else than 
to be robbed, and ho is very setdbm disappointed. :

The doubling of Capo Horn, Was formerly 
considered ayery hazardous uhdartaking, latter- 
ly, however, it is not so , considered by experi- 
enced navigators. , The greatest objections, 
which can be urged against traveling by this 
route are the unpleasant cheerless monotony,' and" 
the irksome confinement, incident to this method 
of traveling. Now having taken this curoory 
view of the different routes, perhaps it would not 
be uninteresting to the reader to briefly examine 
the comparative advantages, and* disadvantages 
of each, m reference to oafety^time and expense.

Again we have the pleasure and satisfaction of 
presenting to our readers, moro interesting news 
from England, informing us of the prosperity of 
God’s Kingdom on the other side of tho Atlantic. 
The following, by Elder Woodruff, we copy from 
the “Millennial Star,” giving an account of his 
visit among the churches. 

- A Visit to ILoafiow, BBIrnilogliom, arid 
tike Potteries. 

IJ The 7th of June’found me once more in the 
great metropolis, after an absence of nearly five 
years ; and, while walking through the city, my 
mind was filled with meditations upon subjects 
to me of much interest; it was carried back to 
the year 1840, when in company with my much 
ostoemed and worthy brethoren, Heber C. Kim- 
ball, and George A. Smith, we first 7 introduced 
the fullness of tbe gospel into the city of>t#ondon, 
and walked the streetaof that city .faithfully for 
nearly thirty daya before we could 'find a man 
thafappeared to feel interested in* the', messages 
that wo had to present to tbiB generation, or that 
j felt disposed fp welcome us beneath their roof, 
Uuleso in return they wore well rewarded with 
I gold or silver; but through the goodness of God 


j after .spending about * six .mbntha of bard labor, 
wo were enabled to establish a small -branch of 
tho church of JestuhChrist of LattersDay Saints 
in tiie great metropolis’ of the world* which we 
left in charge of elder Lorenzo Snow* 

Not only had, five years alwenoo effected .n| 
groat change upon the face of * tho city, but in 
like manner the prospeets of the church had un- 


three hundred, member, a swell as a number of 
neighboring branches. - ^ 

Lead also the pleasing reflection of knowing 
that 1 had, upon this 7th day i of Juno., a. D; 1845 
the pleasure of securing unto tho' church the 
copy right of the Book of Doctrine and Cp ven- 
ants of the church of Josus Christ of Latter-Day 
Saints, brought fortb by the month of tbo prophot 
( seer, and revelatory Joseph Smith, president of 
the church, which book is one of tho most impor- 
tant records presented to this or any other gener- 
ation and is now for sale at our office in Liver- 
pool, and by our* agents throughout tho" United 
Kingdom, to the church and all who* wish to 
purchas, of every sect and party under heaven. 
Let pur enemies eeaBo to accuse us of wishing to 
keep this work secret. We say unto all coma 
and buy and read for yourselves, digest it, learn 
jwisdom and practice holiness, 4 I entered the 
work at Stationer’s Hall, London, and securod 
a certificate of the entry of the copyright, which 
secures unto ns the right of printing it through- 
out the British dopunions, notwithstanding the 
plots laid by oomb^of our enemies in secret cham- 
bers in tho city. of Pittsburgh, to rob the. church 
of the copyright ofjhat book by entering it before 
me. 

'* I spent twenty very pleasant days in London, 
during which time I met three Sabbatha with 
tho Saints, and attended several other meetings, 
such- os prayor, -church, and council meetings, 
and one tea’ meeting, where about two hundred 
Saints feasted and rejoiced together. I think tho 
church, woa never in a better or moro prosperous 
condition than at the presont time,* in that city.’ 
There were some individuals that appeared a lit- 
tle uneasy when l first went thoro, otto of which 
being unwilling to walk according to counsel, 
was cut off from the church during ray stay. He 
appeared rather than submit to tho rules and reg- 
ulations of the church, to have a desire to work 
upon hiB own hook, the otherB. noorly all, appais 
ently saw their error, ond were united with the 
church when X left. 

The last week I was there, the city was pla- 
carded^ and on Sunday evening wo had a large 
assembly including many strangers. (I treated 
on the origin, rise end progress of the church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints, and tbe ]i(e 
land death of the prophets; , The congregation 
istond with most profound attention, and a good, 
ifnpression seemed to be made. 

Elder Davis, the president of the London 
branch and conference, is 'a wise judicious man 
and I feel thankful that the, saints in London 
Cab enjoy the teachings of older Davis, r ,1 feel 
no doubt but.that ho will be , sustained and up- 
held by the united faith, prayers ond confidence 
of the saints, and that the work will ever pros- 
per in London under his superintendence; 1 
Ipnnd but few*; of the saints in London with whom 
I, was formerly acquainted, as moBt of the first 
had emigrated. Euler Cooper, one; of tho first 
baptized in that branch, I found still firm in the

Is there not.n force, of no small degree! which 
holds these atoms in combination ? Are not 
those forces altogether different from that which 
would result from a uniform motion, and an ac- 
cidental contact? What then is the cause of 
atoms approaching atoms, and adhering together 
with such a variety of intensities, according to 
such uniform and general laws? Theonly -ound 
answer (hoi can bo given to these ■intricate en- 
quiries is, that these atoma moat be intelligent — 
having self moving povvors— limited to certain 
spheres and inodes of action, according tq the na- 
ture and degree pf their intelligence; and that 
this inte.ligence is not the effect, but the cause 
of combination — not derived from experience, 
lmt self existnnt and eternal.

Those who believe in attraction, have also as^ 
sinned inertia to be a property of matter, that is. 
they assert that matter is entirely passive, and 
incapable of changing its state. Now if an otom 
has no power to move itself. Kow can it move any 
thing external to itself? It is the very height of 
absurdity to suppose that a helpless passive atom 
can mg ve overy thin#,, in tl 3 «y^ntverK(r'nat'ira6'Tr' 
Yet this is the hypothesis assumed by the learn- 
ed. nnd believed by millions in our day. 

But, if attraction is impossible, what other 
cause is adequate to produce the effects, which 
we know are constantly taking place, and which 
are commonly ascribed to attraction? 

It is evident that intelligent self-moving atoms 
confined in their movements within the necessa- 
ry limits, can produce all these effects. These 
self-moving atoms are regulated by the following 
law, namely. Every otom moves itselp towards 
every oil her atom, with a force varying inversely 
as the square of the distance. 

Now lot us contrast the Newtonian system of 
attracting matter, with the author’s system of in- 
telligent, self moving matter, and see which is the 
most consistent and simple : 

Newtonian System — Matter is entirely pass- 
ive, and incapable of moving itself. 

Author’s System. — Matter is active, and capa* 
ble of moving itself. 

Newtoninn System. — An atom cannot move" 
itself, but it can move a universe of worlds tow- 
ards itself. ^ 

Author’s Sy8tem.-~An atom can -move itself, 
but it cannot move any thing towarde itself 
Newtonian System. — An atom cannot act- 
where it is, but it can act in every place where it 
is not. 

Author’s System — An atom con act where it 
is, hut it cannot act in any place where it is not, 
Newtonian SyMqni, — An atom moves every 
other atofyi towards itself with a force .varying in- 
versely as the sqnare of the distance. 

Author's System.— An atom moVes itself to- 
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wards every other atom with a fptce varying in- 
versely astbo squure of the distance. 

It will be perceived Lhat these two theories are 
directly opposite to each oilier, and yet all the ef- 
fects said to be produced by Sir Isaac Newton's 
Theory, can be produced by the Author’s Theo-j 
ry, upon principles infinitely more simple. All 
the grand central forces of the Universe, by 
which worlds ard systems of worlds, are so firmly 
bound together, and by which their stability is 
so wisely maintained— cBn be resolved into the 
self-moving forces of atoms. 

All of tnq Cohesive, Chemical, Magnetic, and 
Electrical forces, can also be resolved iutoatoraic 
self moving forces.

The Overthrow of Babylon* 

A BemartiableFulftlDicnt of Prophecy. 

If eveT, there was a city that seemed tc bid de 
Banco to any predictions of its fall, that city was 
Babylon. It was for a long time the most fa- 
mous city in the whole world. Its walls which 
were reckoned among the wonders of ihe world, 
appeared rather like the bulwarks of naturo than 
the workmanship of man. The ternplo of Belua 
half a mile in circumference and a furlong in 
height; the hanging gardens, which piled in suc- 
cessive terraces, towered os high as the walls l 
the embohkments which restrain d the Euphra- 
tes; the hundred brazen gates; and the adjoin- 
ing artificial lake; all displayed many of the 
mightiest works of mortals concentrated in a sin- 
gle point Yet while in the plenitude of its pow- 
er, and according to the most accurate chronolo- 
gera, 160 years before the foot of on enemy had 
entered it, the voice of prophecy pronounced the 
doom of the mighty and unconquered Babylon 
A succession of ages brought it gradually to the 
dust ; and the gradation of its fall is marked till 
it suuk at last into utter desolation. At a lime 
when nothing but magnificence was around Bab 
yl°n the greet, fallen Babylon wga defiue.ated ex. 
actry M every' traveller ^now ' describes its ruins. 
And the prophecies concerning it may be view- 
ed connectedly from the period of their earliest 
to that of their latest fulfilment. 

The immense fertility of Chaldea, which res 
tained also the name of Bahxlonia fill after the 
Christian era, correnponded, a that of any coun. 
iry could vie. with the greatness of Babylon. It 
was the most/lertile region of the whole esst. 
Bnbylonia wai one vast plain, adorned and en 
riched by the\Euphrates and the Tigris, from 
which, end from^the numerous canals that inter- 
sected the country from the one river to the oth- 
er, water was distributed over the fields by man- 
ual labor and by hydiaulic machines, giving rise 
in that warm climate, and rich exha'listlesa soil, 
to an exuberance of produce wiihout a known 
parallel, over so extensive a region/eithcr in an- 
cient or modern times. Herodotus states that 
ho knew not how to speak of its wonderful fer- 
tility, which nono but eye-witnesses would credit; 
and though writing in the language of Greece, 
itself a fertile country, he expresses his own con- 
sciousness thet his description of what he actual- 
ly saw would appear to be improbable, and to ex- 
reed belief. In his estimation, as well as in°that 
of Strabo and Plinly. (the three best ancient au- 
thorities that ean be given,) Babylonia was of 
all countries the most fertile in corn, the soil 
never producing less, as ho relates, than two hun- 
dredfold, an amount in our colder regions, scarce . 
ly credibelo, though Strabo, the first of ancient 
geographers, agrees with the “father of history.” 
in recording that it tancjied even to three hun- 
dred, the grain, too, being of, prodigious size. 
After being subjected to Persia, the government 
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of t hnldea was accounted (he noblest iii the Per 
sion empire. Besides '.supplying horses for the 
military service.it maintained about seventeen 
thousand horses for the sovereign’s use- ' And 
exclusive of monthly subsidies, the supply from 
Chaldea, (including perhaps Syriu) for the sqin 
sistence of the king and of his army, amounted to 
a third part of all thet was levied from the whole 
of the Persian dominions, which at that time ex- 
tended from the Hellespont to India, Herodotus 
incidentally mentions tn at there were four great 
towns in the vicinity of Babylon. 

Such W83 the ‘‘Chaldee’s excellency,” that; it 
departed not on the first conqflest, nor on the ft* 
i»«i extinction of its capital, but one metropolis 
of Assyria arose after another in the land of Chal- 
dea, when Rabylon had: ceased to be * the glory 
of kingdoms.” The celebrated city of Seleucie, 
whose ruins a»test its former greatness, was 
founded and built by Seloucus Nicator, king 
of Assyria, and of the successors of Alexander 
the Great, in the year before Christ 293, — three 
centuries after Jeremiah prophesied. In the first 
century of the Cbrintian era it contained six 
hundred thousand inhabitants. The Parthian 
kings transferred the sent of empire to Cteeiphou, 
on the opposite bank of the Tigris, where they 
tesided in winter; and that city, formerly a vib" 
lape, became great nnd powerful. Six centuries 
after the latest of the predictions, Chaldea could 
also boast of other great cities, such as Artemita 
and Sitacene besides many towns. When in- 
vaded by Julian, it was. as described by Gibbon, 
a ‘ fruitful and pleasant country ” And at a pe- 
riod equally distant from the time of the propb- 
eis nnd from the present day in the seventh cen- 
tury. Chaldea wan the scene of vest magnificence 
in the reign of Chosroes. “His favorite resi- 
dence of Artemita or Destagered, was situated 
beyond the Tigris, about sixty miles to the north 
of the capital (Ctesiphon.) The adjacent pas- 
tures,” in the words of Gibbon, “were covered 
with flocks and herds; the paradise or park, was 
replenished with pheasants, peacocks, ostriches, 
joehuckamrul wild bonrs; and iho noble game of 
lions nnd tigers was sometimes turned loose for 
the golden pleasures of the chase Nine hundred 
and sixty elephants were maintained for the U6e 
Bud splendor of the great king, his tents end 
baggage were carried into fhe field by twelve 
thousand great cammels and eight thousand of 
o smaller size; and the royal stables were filled 
with six thousand mules arid horses. Six thou- 
sand guards successively mounted before the pal- 
ace gate, and the service of the interior apart- 
ments was performed by twolve thousand slaves. 
The various treasures of gold, silver, gems. silk, 
nnd aromntic. were deposited in a hundred subte- 
raneous vaults.” “In the eighth century the 
town of Samarah, Horounich and Djasserik. 
formed, so to speak, one street of twenty-eight 
miles” Chaldea with its rich soil and warm cli- 
mate, and intersected by the Tigris nnd Euphra- 
tes. was one the last countries in the world, of 
which the desolation could have been thought of 
by man. Far this day “there cannot be a doubt 
that if proper means were taken the country 
would with ease be brought into a high state of 
cultivation.” 

* Manifold are the prophecies respecting Baby- 
lon and the land of the Chaldeans ; and the long 
lapse of ages has served to confirm their fulfil- 
ment in every particular, and to render it at last 
completo t The judgments of heaven are not 
casual, but sure ; they are not arbitrary, but 
righteous. And they were denounced against 
the Babylonians, and ihe inhabitbnts of Chaldea, 
expressly because of thtir idolatry, tyranny*, Op 
niession, pride, covetousness, drunkenness, false- 
hood, and other wickedness. So debasing and 
brutifying was their idolatry,— or so much did 
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they render the name of religion subservient. tot. 
their passions — that practices the mo9t abomhia 
hie, which were universal among them, formed 
the ob«ervuhc6 of soino of their religious rites, of 
which oven heathen writers could not speak but 
in terms of indignation and abhorrence Though 
enriched with a prodigality of blessings, the glo- 
ry of God was not regarded by the Chaldeans ; 
and all the glory of than, with which the plain 
of Shinar was covered, has become, in couse- 
quenco oe wbll aa in chastisement of prevailing 
yicos and of continued though diversified crimes, 
tho wreck, the ruin, and utter desolotion which 
the word of God (for whose word but his?) thus 
told from the beginning, that the event would 
bo. 

•‘The burden of Babylon, which Isaiah th^son 
of Amos did see. The noise of a multitude in 
the mountains, like as of a great people ; a tu 
multuous noise of the kingdoms of nations gath- 
ered together; the Lord of hosts mustereth the 
host of the battle. They como from a for coun- 
try, from the end of hea<en, even the Lord, and 
the weapons of bis indignation, to destroy the 
whole land. Behold, the day of the Lord com- 
oth, cruel both with wroth and fierce anger, to 
lay the land desolate ; and he shall destroy the 
sinners thereof out of it. It shall be as the chas- 
ed roe, and as a sheep that no man taketb up: 
they shall every man turn to hill -own people, and 
flee overy one into his own land. Every one 
that is found shall be thrust through ; and every 
one that is joined unto them shall fall by the 
swopd, Behold I will stir up'the Modes against 
,thcm, which shall not regard silver; aud as for 
gqjd,’ they shall hot delight in it. Their bows 
aleo'shhll dash the young men to pieces , and they 
shall have no pity on the fruit of tho womb; 
their eye shall not spare children. And Babylon 
the glory of kingdoms, the beauty of the Chal- 
dees” excellency, shall be as when God overthrew 
Sodom and Gomorrah. It shall never be inhab- 
ited. neither sbalLit bo dwelt in from generation 
to generation; neither shall the Arabian pitch 
i tent there ; neither shall the shepherds pvake 
their fold there ; but wild beasts qf the desert 
1 shall lie there; and their houses shall bo full of 
doleful creatures ; and owls shall dwell there, 
and satyrs shall dan.ee there. And the wild 
boasts of the iislanda shall cry in their desolate 
houses, aod dragons in their pleasant 'palaces.’* 
Isa. xiii. 1, 4, 5.9* 14-22. “Thou shalt tako up 
this proverb against the king of Babylon, and say 
how hath the oppressor ceased l the golden city 
ceased l Thy pomp is brought down to the 
gravo, and the noise of thy viols ; the worm is 
spread undor thee, and the worms cover thee.

tho west, with scarcely a single tree of 'useful 
bigness growing upon them,, except along the 
courso pf streams that very frequently run 
through them- forming u picture of beauty; pic- 
toresque and grand for the traveller to gaze upon. 
The only difficulty is- in a. lack of timber to sup- 
ply farms. . Bat frequently largo tracts of excel- 
ent timber is to s be found, which is principally 
oak, hickory, ash, and black walnut. A very 
good kind of grass is produced which is almost 
the only indigonious production with the excepv 
tion of a variety of wild flowers that lift their 
fragrant hgads in all directions, qnodding in the 
breeze and lending now beauty to the scone 
They are in order at all times during the warm' 
months for the plough, and the sod can he very 
easily broken by two yoke of oxen or two pair of 
horses. The soil is generally rich, and loomy 
.producing^!! kinds of grain and fruit; anil bejnp 
peculiarly adapted to the nature of vines, such 
os pumpkins, melons, encumbers, dec. - ^ 

Broad fields of corn spread themselves out 
over tho prairie in every direction, being inter* 
mingled here and there with Hmallet'trecta of 
buck*wheqt which looked white and beUntiful. 
in the far off- distance, the bouse of the Lor<f 
stood boldly in view, its walls; roof and yat unfin v 
ished tower being gorgeously radiant with the 
brightness oN.be summer’s sun. 

This i» a valuable place and with a few more. 
improvoinent9 (as it has recently bean opened ) 
it will afford all the luxuries peculiar tothoeli* 
mate. 

At half past two o’clock, we found ourselves 
once more in our carriages, and after tendering 
onr thanks and leaving onr blessing with the 
vgentlomon and his kind family, who resides^orT 
the place, which we did through W. W. Phelps 
Esq., , wo dashed. off* with thfit speed generally 
evinced when tho eager horse is conscious of be- 
ing "homowaril bound.” . « 

Winding hIpng[,o^er the prairie, we reached 
the fine farm of Bro. Benbow, which we found 
affording all the staple luxuries of life Here 
we again feasted' upon melons and other fruits ; 
and thanking our inestimable friends for their 
hospitable entertainment, we took our leave and 
soon found ourselves driving down Parley street 
and landed at the dwelling of Elder Taylor. 
Here we gratified our taste with a glass of vo- 
luptuous bridal wine, to “gladden the heart,” 
and then conveyed the lovely bride and bride- 
groom to the place of their future residence, 
where we hope they may enjoy for many years 
tho felicity of conohial union. Showering upon 
them a perfect avalanche of appropriate senti- 
ments and good wishes, we dispersed td’our sev> 
eral residences, highly gratified with the adven- 
tures of the day, and feeling a due.semse of grat- 
itude that the hand of Omnipotence had favored 
us with another privilege of mingling in the so- ■ 
ciety of warm and devoted friends.

This morning t took a otroll down to the Nau- 
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voo House, and I must honestly say l have no* 
been so highly gratified in a long time as in wit* 
nessing the scene of industry that there present- 
ed itself The wall js up to the window sills 
and strung along with as ! many brick masons as 
could possibly find room to work.

* No. 2. 

A •Mcmafffeable FolWilpient of IPropSiecy 

“How is tho praise of the whole ( eartb surpris- 
ed! How is Babylon become an astonishment 
among the nations) The sea m come up upon 
Babylon: she is covered with they multitude of 
tho waves thereof. Her cities are a desolation, h 
dry land and a wilderness, a land wherein no man 
dweleth, neither doth any son of man pass, there* 
by. And I will punish Bel in Babylon ; and I 
will bring forth eutpf his mouth that which he 
'hath swallowed up/, and the nations shall not 
flow together any more unto him ; yea the wall 
of Babylon shall fall. A rumor shall come pne 
year, ond after that in another year shall come a 
rumpf ond violence in the land, ruler against ru- 
ler. Therefore behold the days come that I will 
do judgment upon the graven images df, Baby- 
lon; and her whole land shall be. confounded, 
and her slain shall fall in the midst of her, <fcc. 
Jer. li. 36, 37, 39, 41-v4, 46, 47,” And 1 will 
moke dtnnk her princeB, end her wise men, her 
captains and her rulers, and her mighty men; 
and they shall sleep a perpetual sleep, and not 
awoke, saith the king, whose name is the Lord of 
hosts. Tho broad walls of Babylon shall be ut- 
terly broken, and her high gates shall be burnt 
with tire ; ond the people shall labor in vain, and 
tho folk in the fire, and they shall be weary. 
Audit shall he when thou host made an end of 
reading this book, that thou ahalt bind a stone to 
it aud cost it in tho midst of the Euphrates: and 
thou shalt say, thus shall .Babylon cinlc, anttehsH 
not rise from the evil that I will bringupon her.” 
Jer. li 57, 58, 63, 64. 

The enemies who wore to besiege Babylon — 
the cowardice of the Babylonians — the manner 
in which the city Was taken, and all the remark- 
ably circumstances of tho seige, were foretold and 
described by the prophets as the facts are related 
by ancient historians. 

Go up, O Elam (dr Persia) beseige, 6 Media! 
The Lord hath raise.d up the spirit of the kings 
of the Medes, for his device is against Babylon 
to destroy it. The kings of Persia and Media, 
prompted by a common interest, freely entered 
into a league against Babylon, end with one ac- 
cord intrusted tho command of their united ar- 
mies to Cyrus, the relative and eventually the 
successor^ them both But the taking of Bab- 
ylon was not reserved for these kingdoms alone : 
other nations had to be prepared against her. 

Set up a standard in the land ; blow the trum- 
pet among the nations, prepare the nations 
against her, call together against her the king-' 
doms or Ararat, Minni, ana. Aechenaz. Lo, 1 
will raise* and cause to come up against Babylon 
an assembly of great nations from tne north coun- 
try dec. Cyrus subdued /the Armenians, who 
hod revolted against Media, spared theit'king, 
bound them over to new allegiance, by kindness 
rather than by force, and incorporated their ar- 
my with his own.. Ho adopted the Hyrcamansf. 
who bad rebelled against Babylon, os aliea and 
confederates with the Medes aud Persians Pte 
conquered the united forces of the Babylonians' 
and Lydias, took Sardis, with Brasus and all 
his wealth, spared bis life, after he was at tho 
stako, restored to him. his family ond his house.

And by successive alliances and conquests, 
by proclaiming liberty to tho slaves, by a bur 
mane policy, consummate skill, a pure and noble 
disinterestedness and a boundless generosity, he 
changed, .within . the space of twenty years a 
confederacy which the king of Babylon had.rais* 
ed tip against ifye Media and Persians who3© 
junction he feared, into a confederacy ovon 
of the • same nations; against Babylon itself : — 
ond "that a standard /was set up against Baby; 
Ion in many a. land,, kingdoms wero summoned, 
prepare cj, and gathered together against her; and 
an assembly Ofigreat notions from the norths 
including Ararat and Minni/or the greater and 
lesser Armenia, end Ascheqaz, or according to 
Boehart, Pbrigio — were roised up and caused to 
s come against Babylon. Without their aid, -and 
before they were subjected to his authority, he 
had attempted in. vain to conquer Babylon ; bqt 
when he had prepared and gathered them togeth* 
er. it was taken, though by artifice more than by 
power. * , 

They shall hold the bow and the lance— they, 
shall ride upon horses — let the archer bend his 
bow — all ye that bend the bow shoot at her* 
They rode updn horses. Forty thousand Per-, 
sien horesmen were armed from among the na- 
tions which Cyrus subdued; many horses of the 
captives were beside distributed among all the 
allies. ^And Cyrus came . up against Babylon 
with a groat multitude of horses . and also with 
a great multitude pf archers and javefin-mon, 
that held the bow and the lance. 

No soonor had Cyrus reached Babylon, with 
the nations which he had prepared, and gathered 
against her, than in the hope of discovering some 
point not utterly impregnable, accompanied iby 
hiB-ckief oiScoxo ond fr»ondyl i q~r i flTe:aTGund~the 
walls, and examined iliom on every side, after 
having for that purpose stationed his whole army 
'round the city. They camped against it round 
about They put themselves in array against 
Babylon round about. 

Frustrated in the attempt to discover through 
out tho whole circumference, a single assailable 
point, and finding that - it was not possible, by 
any attack, to makojiimself master of walls so 
strong and so high, (and fearing that his array 
would be exposed to\the assault of the Babyloni- 
ans i by a too extended^artd consequently 'weaken- 
ed line ; Cyrus standing in the middle of his ar- 
my, gave orders that the heavy armed men should 
moye in opposite directions, from each extremity 
towards the centre ; and the horse and light arm- 
ed men being nearer and advancing first; and the 
phalanx being doubled and closed up, tWbrav* 
est troops thus occupied alike the frontr'and the 
, rear, and the less effective were stationed in the 
middle. Such a disposition of the army in the 
estimation of Xenophen, himself n most skillful’ 
general, was well adapted both for fighting and 
preventing flight; while the Christian judging 
differetly of tneir successive movements, may 
here see the fulfilment of one prediction after 
another; For as in this maimer “they stood fac- 
ing the walls,’ in regular order, and not as a disor- 
derly' and undisciplined host, though composed of 
various nation^ they-’ set themselves in array 
against Babylon, evory man put in array. *

Their timidity,' 
so pleariy predicted, was.the oxptcssvcompiaint ' 
and Accusation of /their, enemies, whof in 2 vein 
tempted to provoke them to tpe contest- .Cyrus 
challenged their monarch to si ngid coinbat/buV 
also in vain ; for the hands oft the king of Baby * 

! Ion waxed feeble. Courage fcad departed., .from - 
both prince and people ; And none attempted ; to 
save their country from spoliation, or to chase, 
the assailaints from their* gates. They sallied 
not’fortb againBt the invadera and besoigefij, nor" 
did ,they attempt to disjoip ; and- disperse them, 
Oven when drawn all around their walls and coins 
paratively’ weak along the exterided^linm * Every* 
gatp was still shut; and they remained in their 
holds. Being as unable to rouse their courage/ 
even by a close blockade, ond to bring them to ’ 
the field, as to scale or break down any portion ofi 
ibeix stupendous walla, or to -force their gates 
of solid brass, Cyrus reasoned that the greater 
their umbers, the more easily would they Ve starv- 
ed into surrender, and yield to famine, since they ; 
would not contend with arms nor come forth to- 
fighjfr. And hence arose for the space of two 
years his only hope of eventual success. So dis- 

E irited became its people, that Babylon, which 
ad made the. world as a wilderness, was long un- 
resistingly a beleaugered town. But, possessed 
of many fertile fields, and of provisions for twehv 
ty years, which in their timid caution they had 
plentifully stored, they derided Cyrus from thoif- 
impugnable walla Within -which they remained.' 
'Their profligacy, their wickedness, and false 
confidence were unabated, they continued to 
live carelessly in pleasures, but their might did 
not return ; and Babylon tho great, unlike to ran: 
ny a small fortress and unwalled town, made not 
one effort to regain its freedom of to' be rid of ; 
the foe. 

Much time having been lost, and no progress 
having been inode in the seige, the 'anxiety -of' 
/Cyrus was strongly excited, &nd he was reduced 
to great perplexity, when at last was suggested 
end immediately determined on, to turn the 
course of the Euphrates. ' But the task was not' 
an easy one. The- 'river was a quarter of a mile 
broadband twelve feet deep, and in the opinion' 
of one of the counsellors of Cyrus, the city was 
stronger by the" river than by its -walls. Uilli* 
gent and laborious preparation was made for tho 
execution of the scheme, yet so as to deceive the 
Babylonians. And the great trench -ostensibly 
formed for the purpose of blockade, which for the 
time it effectually secured, was dug around, the . 
walls oh every aide in order to drain the Euphra- 
tes, and to leave its channel a strait passage into 
the city, through the midst of which it ‘flowed. 
Wbeo,all things wore in readiness for the execu- 
tion of his design, Cyras having formed his Army 
into two great divisions, stationed them respect- 
ively where the river entered, and were it emorg-- 
ed from the city, and hasted with the ineffective 
part of his troop’s to, the lake, which the queen of 
Babylon had made,' end suddenly diverted the 
course of the Euphrates. So aeon as' ^the water 
ceased to flow into its 1 wonted, channel, Cyrus' 
having returned to his army, commanded" those 
about him to descend into the dry part of the riv- ! 
er, to ascertain if a pasbagV could be offected ; 
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and on their, reporting its practicability, tho order 
■ was given to the vast bosoigiog army to^pass by 
the bed of the river as a rbad into the citj>. “1 
‘ will dry up thy sea, and make the springs dry. 
Thes.saith the Lord — that saitb to the doep, bo 
dry, and I will dry up-thy rivers, A drought is 
upon her waters, and they shall be dried up.” 

‘ Each cOnimOnd of Oyrua, odd each act of bis 
airmyV aarelated by Herodotus and Xenophen, 
sho\y how the pleasure of the Lord and his pur- 
pose .against Babylon \7ore performed. 

. /The father of history expresses a doubt wheth- 
er a device by which a ‘way, unimpeded, by the 
impregnable .walls, was opened' into Babylon, 
was the invention of Cyras or the invention of 
“another? HiBut there.ds not a doubt in history 
that tbon. ao at a.future period, a spare was laid 
for Babylon. / ■ 

* The execution of an enterprise so hazardous,, 
demanded the greatest circumspection and regu- 
larity of movement And Cyrus gave orders’ to 
Persian captains of a thousand men, cavalry as 
,f?ell,as infantry, to be jot their post and in his own 
presence, at the head of his soldiers, ranged two 
apd two, to be followed by the^ allies in their 
wonted order. And thifs watching their time 
and preserving ‘ their ronko, they^ marched into 
the city, every. tpan< in the order previously, pro- 
scribed. THot' men should have rode in hostile' 
array against such a city as Babyl.on, begirt with 
stupendous walls, except where a deep nver pas- 
sed between them, is not the least wonder ot the 
iiioige. But Cyrus with his Caany thousands of 
.horsemen, ana Alexander afterwards with his 
. band of Greeks, were both the' servants of the 
Lord in accomplishing the prediction. They 
shall ride upon' horses, every man put in array, 
like a man to the battle against thee, O daughter 
of Babylon. 

While hosts of enemies thus stole into Babylon 
like a theif into a house by stratagem and at night, 
no situation for the moment could be more criti. 
cal and dangerous than theirs; for if the de- 
sign had been discovered, jmcl if the gates load- 
ing from the- river to- the city"' had- neon «lw»* r 
they wouid have been shut up as' in a net, as 
Herodotus relates, and their dostructipn- would 
have been seemingly inevitable ; and, but for tho 
word that never errs f and the eye that watches over 
all, the assailants would have been the victims; 
But the Babylonians, given up on that night to 
intemperance in honor of their God, exercised 
no caution as they felt ao fear, and the enemy 
passed into the city without obstruction or oppo- 
oition ; for though they knew it not, the propho- 
cv was trae, the gales shall not be abut 

5 To encourage his troops to pass fearlessly 
through the streets, and to cast off the dread of be- 
ing assailed with darts from the roofs of the 
houses, Cyrus previously announced that the 
doors were of palm wood, covered with bitumen, 
and would easily be sot on fire by the torches 
and inflamable matter with Which, for that intent 
they were plentifully supplied. They have burnt 
her dwelling-places ; her bars ajre broken. To 
which it is added. 

“CM post phall run to meet another, and one 
messenger, to meet another, to show the king of 
Babylon that his city is taken at one end ; and 
that the passages are stopped, and the reeds they 
they have burned with fire, and the men of war 
are affrighted.” ° The king was in the city, and 
yet had to be told that it was taken. The' seem- 
ing. enigma, that messengers should run in differ- 
entsond opposite directions, to convey to the same 
place tidings of the same eyenC is expounded .by 
the fact 'of the nearly simultaneous enterance of 
the enemy at both ends of Babylon, between 
which the space of at least eight miles mterved-

In attempting to bear with all expedition the 

disastrous-tiding® t 0 the king;in Kis palace, situ- 
ated near the centr Q O f tlie' city,' messengers from 
oach end thus neco^aarUy so runasto meet eacn 
other, unconscious that the same message ..was 
alike borne by both, and ' that their speed woul^i 
be in vain. The proof is not here the le89 strik- 
ing because it js inferential ; for it may well bo 
presumed that such messengers did run ana 
that the numerous torches of the invading host 
were not borne, .in vain. 

The river, from its great breadth and depth, 
and its sides being walled and strongly fortified, 
was held to bo a defence of the city, rivalling if 
not surpassing, that of tho walls. , And the city 
was taken ^not only in a manner most unexpected 
but at^ft time when the Babylonians wore the 
most unprepared," and all sobriety and vigilance 
set aside. Herodotus relates, on the testimony 
of the inhabitants, that from the great extent of 
the city, and its. being taken at the time ot a feast 
while the. people were given up to dancing and in- 
dulgence, those who lived in the utmost parts of 
the city wore in the bands of their enemies before 
those who dwelt in the centre,’ were aware of the 
fact And though it may seem incredible that 
as Aristotle relates, the tidings were unknown in 
some placos within the walls on the third day; 
yet' such a statement from BUch a pen, adds to the 
predicted fact 

There was no olarm from without ; nor even the 
appearance of a fool, Not a gate of the city wall 
was opened ; not a brick of it had -fallen. But, 
as a snare had been laid for Babylon, so also it 
was token, and it was not aware ; it w'os found 
and also caught, for it had sinned against the 
Lord. How is the praise of the whole earth 
surprised 1 For thou hast trusted ir\ thy wickcd- 
nse8 ; and thy ‘wisdom, and thy knowledge, it 
hath perverted thee; therefore shall evil come 
upon thee/and thou shalt know from whence it 
arisdth ; and mischief shall fall upon thee, and 
and thou shalt not be able to put it, off, &c.-— 
None shall save theo. 

“In their heat I will make their feasts, ana 1 
-will tpako^th am_drtmk o n ^ that they m ayrejoi ce 
and sleep a perpetual aleop. and not awake saitb, 
the Lord, t will bring them down like lambs to 
the slaughter, & c. f will make drunken her 

princes and'hor wise men ; heir captains -and her 
rulers, and her mighty men, and they shall sleep 
a perpetual sleep, &c ” Cyrus having purposely 
chosen, for the execution of his plan, the time of 
a great annual. Babylonish festival, stimulated 
his assembled troops to en)ier the city, because, 
in that night of general revel within the Walls, 
many of them were asleep, many drunk, and con- 
fusion universally prevailed. On passing with- 
out' obstruction or binderance, into tho city, the 
Persians slaying some, putting others to night, 
and joining with the Revellers asuf slaughtot had 
been merriment, hastened by the shortest way to 
tho palace, and reached it ere yet a messenger 
had told the king.that the city was taken. The 
gates of tho palace which were strongly fortified 
were shut. The guards 'stationed before them 
were drinking beside a blazing light, when the 
Persians rashed impetously upon them. . ' The 
loudor and altered* /clamor no longer joyous, 
caught the ear of the inmates of the palace, and 
the bright-light phowed them the. work of destruc- 
tion, without revealing its -cause. , And not 
awake of the presence of ah enemy inthe midst 
of Babylon; the king himself 1 exeited by the war 
like tumults at the; gates, commanded tho'se with- 
in to exsmine'from whence it arose ; ond accord- 
ing to the same, word, by which the .gates (lead- 
* ing to the city) ‘‘were not shut, the loins of kings 
were loosed to open before CyruB the two-leav- 
ed gates.” AMhc first sight of the opsned gates 
oftne palace^ of Babylon, the eager", Brians 
i sprang in. ‘‘The king of Babylon heard tHe tp 

port of them— anguish took hold of him he 
and all who were about him pejished . God had 
numbered his^lcingdom and finished' it; it was 
divided and given to the Modes and Persians ; 
the lives of the Babylonians princes, and lords 
and rulers, and captains,. closed with that night’s 1 
festival ; “the drunken slept a perpetual sleep, 
and did not awake.”

Pear Sir:— I write to inform you of my arri- 
val in this place, and also to inform you of matters 
ae they exist here. Brother Hyde will have 
iu formed you of our interview with W. E. Me 
Lellin, on board the steamboat; I met him in tho 
street in Pittsburgh ; ha made a very severe at- 
tack on me about Brothct Hyde's Pamphlet, and 
told me I had been peddling them about town 
and made myself liable to 2000 dollars bail,, or 
imprisonment. I said (Indeed !) I did not know 
it; but I am not afraid at any rate; ond Mr.’ 
McLellin, 1 want you to know that I am not a 
peddler. He then took hold of tho other end of 
nia walking stick, and said if it was not for bin , 
religion he would beat mo pbout.thc street ; and 
if Miss Bigdon was related to him he ^oiild do ^ 
it any how. .KI began to watch tho figupjof his 
face, and stepped close up to him in case a blow; 
should come, so *tbat I might he the better able 
to hand him the change for such conduct. Ho 
next made some statements about a number of 
females in Nauvoo;wbo were, gone taitie on oc«* 
count of the treatment' they had ^rSwVed from 
the brethren, wliich to my knowledge were ut- 
terly false. I told him he had stated things that 
neither myself, or be, ot any ono else, ever knew 
to exist in Nauvoo. He noxt, in a very angry 
tone, made complaints agotnst Bill Smith, as he 
so called Bro." William, atating that he hod put a 
paragraph in the Neighbor as long as his (Mr. 
L’s) arm. 1 told him I know nothing about it; 
Ind laugheA’ur'htnTp'lic bocatotrvory angry and 
all of a sudden turned away from me, saying, 
repent of yonr sins, and go about your business ; 
and jhe went suddenly about hia businoss, if ho 
had any. . . . 

There are still fires and rumors ot tires ; the 
fire bells are ringing at thiB moment, and they*' 
raog tho olarm of lire threo times yesterday. 
The inhabitants seem in constant consternation 
about fire, and vet the Rigdonites hove never set 
the river on fire once, with all the friction they 
have mad® in this region, but there is a rumour^ 
that they have set fire to houses in order to fulfil! 
tKeir prophecies. 

But Mr. Rigdon is about to move on to the 
East, and there purchase lands and Settle. He 
has a revelation to this effect, that ol\ hia follow- . 
era must sell all their goods and houses, and 
lands, or the Lord will not bless them. This 
biovc wiil nbt carry unanimously, as I'understand, 
many of them, if not all who have any thing tp 
dispose of, are going to keep their property, und: 
so run the risk, of his blesaine or curse : thua, 
considering that one bird in the hand is worth 
two in the dark bush of Rigdonism. Hia main' 
Revelation is this; that they must go eastward 
and purchase lands, and stay there till they shalp 
bo called upon by the rolere of this nation, whp ; 
will have viewed their good works and conduct ' 
Mr. Rigdon States that the, war will commence in.; 
the West, ond move eastward, and that they, tho 
Rigdonites, will be prepared with power to join 
the great army* and so continuo to move cost- 
i word till they ohaU arrive in England, where I 
, ouppose he intend fulfilling his prophecy : that 
. is, rooking his bands* sarvo instead of a handkor- 
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chief to Victoria's Nose 1 > ~ *

Temple at Wrnavoo. 

The building of the Mormon Temple under 
all the troubles by which those people have 
been surrounded, seems to be carried on with 
a religious enthusiasm which reminds us t>f ol- 
den times, by the energy which controls all the 
movements towards its completion. It occupies 
the highest and most imposing position in Nan- 
voo and is built of fine limestone, ns 30 pilas- 


ters — .six at each bnd and nine of-aaido- — each 
surmounted by a capital on which is carved a 


hnmano face with i 


1 oroandit and two hands 


holding, trumpets. The Templo is 128 feet by 
88; from floor to roof is 65 feet; and from tho 
ground to the top of tho spire is 165 feet. The 
baptismal fountain is in tho basement, to be sup- 
ported by etonb oxen. Each floor is estimated to 
hold 4,000 people, so that 12,000 persons can bo 
accommodated, being about pne-fourth the sizo of 
Solomon, a Templo. 350 men are zealously at 
work upon tho building, which it is supposed 
will bo finished in a year and a half, probably nt 
a cost of half a million of dollars. The spiritual 
concerns of tho Mormons are governed by a coun- 
cil of 1 2, composed . of the following persona 
Brigham Young — The Lion of the lord.

City ofi ^<?scpk, April @th, 1§415. 

As reported by o. d. watt 

There are many things that are necessary to 
lay before this congregation to day as there are 
a greater number of visiting members from the 
different branches, than our own citizens, they 
have not come out to-day, it is so cold and di9a- 
greeablo. 

Thera are some matters it is necessary wo 
should know; but lotus act in concert, ond bo 
Sgreed in one thing, not to givo counsel contrary 
to the advice that shall be given from the stand. 

It is the cose many times that persons receive 
counsel that is not for their benefit* peace, nor 
salvation ; and these are matters pertaining to 
the saints here in, the city of Joseph; cultivating 
the earth ; for every man to do all that ho possi- 
bly can ; to put all tho seed into tho earth they ! 
can. It is wisdom that this city and the regions [ 
round about shall be cultivated, for we may as 
well cultivate first as last; to raise our own 
wheat, and our own corn, apd oats, peas, beans; 
and barley, and cheese, and butter, and eggs, and 
every other thing that is for our ^comfort i for we 
are not considered suitable to .live ^inong ‘white 
folks,’ therefoVe wo will cultivate .the earth for 
ourselves, and make our Own cloth, and our own 
stockings, and shoes, and our own bonnets, and 
caps, and every other thing that we need for our 
comfort ; and what we cannot make we will buy, 
and we will buy the best But we shall not be 
under the necssity of buying but few things from 
the Gentiles: ^ 

* Is there any woman in this congregation from 
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any port of this state, or from Massachusetts, or 
firpm Nevy Hampshire, or from Vermont, or from 
New York, or from any state in the union, that 
one make good bonnets of straw, for I want as 
good a bonnet as ever was put upon a '^female’s 
bead, for my wife and' for my daughter, mnd I 
will pay thorn for it I want a very good thing, i 
for taoladies of the city of Joseph are very dressy i 
and desire good things-. There are many of them 
that have said, and nave thrown out the procla- 
mation, that if they cannot have good bonnets, 
and caps and ribbons, aiid shoes and stockings, 
they will go to St Louis, and to Boston and to 
Satein, to get them, and some to Pittsburgh, with 
Sidney Rigdon, for some of his apples and peaches 
These things are true. I havo heard these obser- 
vations myself ; and if the females cannot make 
their own bonnets, they can be employed in Ida* 
king-something else tnat will buy as good a bon*' 
net, in the' city of Joseph, as you edn buy from’ 
Boston, or from Salem, or anjr of those places ; 
or any thing else that is manufactured in this 
city. And wb "can make the ribbons of cotton i 
wood, itwfllmakea substantial article. Those 
posies you wear round your faces, are only made 

I of paper, some ore m v due of cloth covered with 
paint or dyed )Voll we can make a more sub- 
stantial ribbon of cotton wood, and there are 
thousands of it in this country. 

And we want to see every lot in the city of 
Joseph fenced up and cultivated, and let every 
street that is not used, bo fenced up, and plant- 
ed with corn, and with potatoes, and with cab- 
bago, and with every good thing that wo want 
to eat. " _ 

And if the brothreu who li^e in the country, 
upon the praries have more land than they want 
themselves, let them let their brethren have it, 
that they may cultivate the earth, and raise what 
grain they want for their consolation aiidcom* 
fort This is essential and necessary, more so 
this season than it his beon before. The reason 
is we want to finish the Teraplo, and attend to 
our wash ings and anointings, so that a good deul 
of our time will be taken up next winter, to pre- 
pare ourselves for the time of its dedication. For 
•it is necessary that this peoplo should have these 
things, both malo and female, both young and 
old. 

Brethren and sistors, you see the necessity of 
being diligent and not to stay your hands for a 
raomont, tram working upon the Temple, and ta- 
king stock in the Nauvoo House. 1 will do all 
that I can for both. I hove not got much at pres- 
ent, but l shall have 311 abundance by and by, If 
l had it now, L have no time to take care of it, 
therefore I do not want it. It is enough for me, 
and my brethren to take care of you. 

With regard to the Temple and the Nauvoo 
House, these are our feelings, and we want this 
people to hear and understand, and universally, 
pay their ty thing. Let all go and labor, those 
who have no teams, and those who have, and do 
all that lies in their power to build up these 
houses; and in tho remaining time they can cul- 
tivate the earth, and attend .to their mechanic 
shops. And you that are mechanics and work 
in your shbps, there is one tenth of that belong? 
to the Tomple, and you can do as much good in 
your shops, as you qpn by working at the Tern- 
pie, so go ahead and stick to your shops and do 
all you can. & 

J have another thing to lay before this congre- 
gation: it is that eVerfr man and every wottfkn 
stay in this county, ana not go -out of it to work 
for the Gentiles at all; butlet them harvost their 
own wheat) and plough their own ground, and 
dig ih ir own. potatoes, and -wo intend not to 
preach to them this summer \ — therefore lot not 
any man, from this time henceforth come to us 
ana ask, ‘shall I go to preaching $ I want to go 
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idown country, shall I got’ No, you must -not 
go, unless it is on business necessary to be done 
for the church, or to save sombodyVlifo. We 
all go for that, but upon any other business, it is 
not necessary- This counsol is good for us to 
observe, that we 9tay in t he city or somewhere 
else in this country. " 

What is the olyect do you suppose of making 
the proclamation for all the saints to gather in, 
from all the United States, if we want to send 
them back again ? Wo want them hore that they 
may help- us to build the Temple, and the Nau> 
voo House; and want them to bring their fire 
locks, and learn to use them, and keep them well 
cleaned and loaded, and printed, so that they will 
go off tho first shot, that every man may be in 
readiness, and prepared, that is, ohod with the 
preparation of the gospel of peace, (holding up 
Lis cane as a sample), that is the way. We want 
the brethren to ‘stay in the city of Joseph, as 
much as possible, and those who cannot stay in 
tho city, to remain in the county, where they can 
to urge on the work of raising grain,, &c., that 
the saints may have a plenty to e&t, while we are 
attending to the ordinances of tho House of 
God/ 

After tho endowment We want the brethren to 
go to the nations of the earth, befdre that Satan 
tears you assundor ; for he will be heavy upon 
you when you get this. I would not advise any 
man or any woman, to go to the east after money 
or any thingelse, until they get their endowment, 
then they may go if they please, if they go by 
counsel; and you will never go astray, if you 
take this course. If you go astray, it is because 
you go on your own hook, not understanding 
what is in tho future. 

Let fathers, inasmuch oo they have daughters, 
keep them at home in the city of Joseph, among 
the saints of the Most High God,' and watch 
them, and if they want* to go to any placo, go 
with them to that place, ana 6ee that they do 
have kindf treatment, for l know the "Gentiles 

havo no rogcsvbfo* ao oo-o- pooplo, nor for our wo- 
men and they would abnse them, and the very 
best of them would think it no sin. 

I have travelled upon the rivers, and by land 
and by sea, and I have had an oportunity of see- 
ing their treatment. They consider you the off- 
scouring of the earth ; but I know this" to be tho 
beat, pooplo of the age, and God knows it, and 
the devil knows it, and every body else knows 
that this is not a bad people. 

We have on our every day clothes now ; if 
you would seo us in our fine dress, you would say 
we are the best looking fellows in the world. 
Here are my brethren, the Twelve, we have been 
sitting in the dust these three days, and where 
will you see a better looking sot of chaps, when 
our faces are clean and we have our hair combed 
out. 

We have had our womoa insulted many times 
by men in Warsaw, (who are the meanest people 
that ever God suffered to live). If our women 
should call there, the gentlemen there would very 
politely desire an introduction to them, and thoy 
will be so obliging to wait upon them at the ta- 
ble, <fcc., and you would think they were the fin- 
est men in the world, but they do this for the 
purpose of destroying tho females, I saw this 
myself, (and I wished I .had the preparation of 
the gospel). I have seen these men since, but I 
havo never spoken to them, and Ido not consid- 
er they are fit tp, speak to. 

It is true they are fine looking men, and well 
dressed, yes, they are gentlemen in Appearance, 
but they are villiaqs iiijtheir hearts. If we let 
our females go, the first that we know, they will 
be going to Carthage, and Warsaw, and I would 
rather that my family would go to hell, for it will 
be no worse than these places, for it is where tho 


inhabitants of these pieces willgo, but wd will be 
on the earth, and they will be sent to hell, be- 
cause they are not fit for our society or the. soci- 
ety of the saints ; those who bave^ theft name put/ 
upon the books, that are not blotted out, for you 
will be judged out of the books kept by the 
church ; and they will be of^reat consequence to 
look 'upon in tho morning of the resurrection. 

What a’pletisure’it will he for our children to 
look upon these books, while we ore in our graves 
sleeping. They con. see what on interest and la- 
bor, and toiling theft fathers accomplished, when 
we we ro building the Temple, in order to get our 
endowments. 

While wo’ wore building the Temple in Rut- 
land, we wore poor, and in’ worse circumstances 
than we are hew, or over will bo ; for dt that time 
we were persecuted, and Were under the necessi- 
ty of laying upon the floor with our firelbcko by 
our sides to sustain ourselves, as there were’ mobs 
gathering all around us to destroy us, and pre- 
vent us from building tho, Temple. Add when 
they were driven every man that waa in the' 
church, arose, and we took .our firelocks, to rein- 
state our brethren, and in tho night we laid upon 
the floor ; we laid upon Brother Joseph's floor, 
and upon Sidney Rigdon’s floor^ so os to be ready 
to keep our enomihs at bay ; and we doid on 
Sidney Rigdon's floor many a, night to Save his 
life, and to savo the lives of his family ; afid he 
is now 'exerting every effort to tako away our 
lives; But he will soe' the* day when he will ’be 
glad to corae-into the cellar kitchen and become 
a cook, and to black the boots and shoes of the 
servants of God ; and it will be tho case with 
thousands of others. They Will be glad to block 
our boots and to lick tho dust that is under opr 
feet, and this is nothing to Wflat will come to 
pass. I might stand here all day, and tell you 
things of the future, and you would not behove 
tho half of it. 

Brother Cahoon and Br. Cutler can tell you 
how many bands worked on that Temple ot one 
time } l think there were not more than fivo or 1 
six. Father Cahoon and Elder Cutlor can te l 
you, that there was not left in KirUand more than 
ten or fifteen men, when wa left with the camp 
to go to Zion, to Jackson county. And my wife 
took bno hundred pounds of wool and got it card- 
ed and spun it and wove it and made it into gar- 
ments for the men that were laboring upon the 
House ; not oiily did my wife assist in this thing 
but a grneat mny of our sisters ; and they Were 
not the tenth part as Well off as you ore, taking- 
you as a peoplo.' But I do not say this in order j 
to insinuate tnatotir/sistois, ih the city of Joseph 
are, not willing toreridbr their assistance to build 


and nails, yea, it is a mighty sum ; and ohall we 
send our daughters to Warsaw, and to Car lb ago 
and to Madison, and to Burlington, and to the 
devil knows Where ? Shall we do it? No. Now 
I ask of the “ brethren and sisters universally, 
shall wd withdraw/our support from our eflemios? 
Yes. 

I spook of this because it is better for you, and 
you will find it so in eternity. They need not go 
outpf the city, for I know there is labor enough 
iforthem. *i could employ three or four myself

s . increased to one hundred and twenty million, 
which, upon the foregoing suppositions, would 
bo the age of tbo “first bom.” But lot us oxtend 
1© our calculation still further, and tqke into con- 
sideration the inhabitants of tho thirty worlds of 
»y our “Solar system." Let us suppose them to ex- 
of iat 8000 of our years, and be peopled in propor- 
tion to their/surfaces in the same ratio of our 


world. What would be ihe amount of inhabit- 
ants? t . 

The extent of surface upon these thirty worlds 
is equal to (12,750) twelve thousand Devon hun- 
dred and fifty times the surface of our, globe: 
hence the wholo number of inhabitants would a- 
mountto (1,020,000,000,000,000) one thousand 
and twenty million of millions: If all those spir- 
its or angels were born of the same parents at 
the average rate of one per year, then upwards 
of one thousand billion ol years must have elaps- 
ed between the birth day of the oldest and young- 
est. 

If they were brought into existence at the rote 
of one per minute, it would still inquire the vast 
period of (1,900, 000, 000) nineteen huumlred mil- 
lion of years* At tho rate' of ono per second, 
(30,000.j)00) thirty million of years. 

If wa were still to extend our calculations bet 
yond the limits of tho Solar system, and take in- 
to consideration the inhabitants of tbo innumer- 
able aystems of worlds existing' in the vast im- 
mensity of space, our immaginotions would he al- 
together overpowered, and our limited capacities 
incapable of concoiving any rational idea of the

City of Joseph, Sept, 3, 1845. 

Mb. Editor : — , . . 

A rumor has reached the city this evening of. 
tho death of Gen. Miner R, Doming, of this 
county. We ate in hopes that it will prove to be 
but a rumor, although it seoms to have come 
quite authentic. The news, as it now goes is 
that ho should have died this morning, at his res- 
idence in Carthage of tbe fever. 

Gon. Doming has been, (how long Ido not 
know,) a worthy citizen of this county, ever hav- 
ing been found, during our unhappy difficulties, 
upon the “side of law and order. 0 His moral 
character was strictly irreproachable and faults 
les'j, ao far as His integrity was concerned. The 
unhappy circumstance or tho death of Dr. Mar- 
shall, at his hands, for which ho was held to bail 


for his trial at Springfield* was. in my honest 
opinion justifiable on his pari, in every particular. 

It was strictly an act Of self defence, and the cir- 
cumstances of the case demanded- the result, 
though lamentable, to sheild his own person from 
becoming the victim for sacrifice. Had he lived i 
I to have entered into trial, there cannot 'be enter- 
tained any reasonable doubt of his release and j 
honorable acquittal. 

Sometime .during Sunday night, or early Mon- ] 

daj' morning, Mrs. Mary Robinson committed ^ 
suicide by euttinjkber throat with a razor. The ' 
circumstances os near as I have learned, them are 
these. She had been sick two or three weeks * 
and her disease was 1 of such a nature that it ren- , 
dored her -delircous. She retired with her husband 
to .bed early Sunday night. She appeared per*. J 
fectly rational' Her husband being greatly fatig- 1 
ued fell into a sound sleep, and did not awake 
until near morning, When ho awoke he found 
his wife absent Approaching a beaureau, he 1 
found that one of his razors was takon from the 
drawer. Hastening down stairs ho found the 
outside door unbolted, which made it evident that 
she . had left the house. Hastening a few steps 

from the door his attention was arrested by the 
sight of blood upon the fence, on the other aide of 
which, ho found her cold and lifeless os her moth- 
er clay upon which she slept in death. She lay 
upon her loft aide ; her throat was cut across, to 
o depth beyond tho wind-pipe, and the^ razor 
was clenched tightly in hor right hand with tho 
blade sunk port way through her thumb by the 
tightness of the death-grasp.

“Bands of the Chaldees, and bands of tho Syr- 
ians, and bands of the Moabites, and bands of the 
children of Ammon came up against Jiid ah to de- 
stroy it” 2 Kings xxiv, 2. And so soon as the 
‘time of recompense' began, an assembly of 
great nations, gathered together out of all the 
countries from Egypt to the bounds of the Cas- 
pian, and from Lydia to the Persian gulf, came 
up against Babylon. “Nebuchadriezzdr king of 
Babylon came, he, and all bis host, against Jeru- 
salem, and pitched against it ; and they built 
forts against it round about, and the. city was be- 
seiged. 2 Kings xxv, 1, 2. 

Cyrus having prepared tho nation against 
Babiy on, encamped against it round about, built 
| forts against it, and laid seige to the city, which 
had long been the terror of the nations. ' : The 
Chaldeans took Zedeluab, the king of judah, and 
gave judgment upon him, and slew his sons, the 
princes fcf Judah oefore his face ; and the Cap*, 
tain of the Babylonish guard took the cbeif preist 
and the seqond priest, and the officer that „wa 3 
set over the men of war, and five men of them 
that were iry the king's presence, and the princi- 
pal scribe which mustered the people of the land 
and threescore others, and brought them to the 
king of Babylon, smote them and slew them.” 
2 Kings xxv 6, 7, 18, 21* And in the night in 
which Babylon was taken, the king, together 
with many of his nobles, was slaift Nor was the 
slaughter of the cheif rulers of Israel unavenged, 
when Darius, os Herodotus relates, impaled 3000 
of the choif nobility of Babylon. 'Ail the army 
of the Chaldeans bjeak down the wall of Jerusa- 
lem round about,’ (2 Kings xxv 10) and thus 
Darius break down the waif of Babylon. ‘Neb- 
uchadnezzar carried the vessels of the house of 
the Lord to Babylon, and put them in bis tem- 
ple at Babylon — and all t&e vessels, great and

and the treasures of the king and of his princes, 
all these . he brought to , baby Ion.' 2 Chron. 3t,zxvi 
7. The treasures of the temple of Belus be- 
came the property of Cyrus *, end Darius and 
Xerxes, devoted Magians or worshippers of fire, 
began and carried on against the revenges of the 
temple of Jerusalem, till all its treasures were ex- 
hausted, and all its idols broken, and all that Bel 
had swallowed up was brought forth out of his 
mouth* ‘Nebuzaradan, a captain of the guard 
a servant of the king of Babylon, came unto Je- 
rusalem, and every great man’s house barned he 
with fire.’ 2 Kings xxv 8, 9, Himerus a depu- 
ty and servant of tho king of Parthia, set fire to 
the forum ana some of the temples of Babylon, 
and destroyed the best or fairest parts of the city. 
‘The peopio (of Judah) transgressed very much, 
they mocked the messengers of the Lord — there- 
fore’ he brought upon them the king of the Chal- 
dees, and he gave all into his hands.' 2 Chron. j 
Jtxxvi, 14, 16, l7. The captive Jews, 'were ser- 
vants to Nebuchadnezzar and his sons. The 
poorest only of the people of the land were left 
to be vine dressers ana husbandmen, aod to serve 
the king of Babylon' And when tho conquer, 
ors became the conquered, Cyrus held all the 
property and the persons of tho Babylonians, as 
given unto him Having taken Babylon, Cyrus 
commanded the Babylonians, on pain of death to 
dolivor up their arms : enacted that they should 
cultivate the land, and pay tribute, and serve 
those to whom they were respectively given, and 
he ordered 'the Persians, and their allies to speak 
as masters or lords to those whom they had re- 
ceived. Addressing his assembled cheifs, he 
maintained that all were theirs by right of con- 
quest, as by an eternal law, and that they had 
entered into the possession of a large and fertile 
country, and of *a people to cultivate it for their 
use.’ Successive rulers held them in the same 
dependent state, and revolt from oppression final- 
ly entailed a .Servitude as heavy and grovious as 
that which they had formerly exacted- The 
Babylonians had made the Jews to ‘serve in a 
hard bondage, and showen then no mercy, but 
laid their yoke very heavily upon them ’ Cyrus 
reduced the Babylonians to the most abject state, 
to secure their submission. Darius after their 
rebellion tyranized ever them more cruelly than 
before. Tho cruelties exercised by the idola- 
ters against tbe worshippers of the God of Israel, 
wore retaliated on themselves^by the worship- 
pers of fire- and enemies of idolatry. * And while 
‘no mercy was shown unto Israel,’ Himerius, ex- 
celling all known tyrants in cruelties, exercised 
them all, and omnted 'no sort of punishment,’ or 
showed no mercy \o the inhabitants of Babylon. 
Babylon that led Judah captive, and 'smote the 
people in wrath with a-continual stroke, and that 
ruled the nations in anger,’ became the victim of 
the wrath it had provoked, and was smitten with 
a continual stroke, and long continued io be the 
threshing floor of the nations, though/400 years 
hadj elapsed from its subjection to Cyrus till its 
enslaved citizens, in token of the vengeance of 
the temple of the Lord, went forth into captivity 
dazzled and distressed by the blaze of the tem- 
ples of Babylon. 

The ‘goldenjcity,’ which once triumphed over 
Jerusalem, thus gradually verged, for centuries, 
towards poverty and desolation. Notwithstand- 
ing that Cyrurs cheifLy at Babylon, and sought 
to reform the government and remodel the man- 
ners of tho Babylonians, the succeeding kings of 
Persia prefgfred, as the seat of empire, Susa, Per- 
sepolis, or Ecbatana, situated in their own coun- 
try ; and in like manner, the successors of Alex- 
ander did not attempt to complete his purpose of 
restoring Babylon to its pre eminence and glory ; 
butj after the subdivision of his mighty empire, 
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the verv kings qf Assyria, during their tempora- 
ry residence even ia Chaldea, deserted Babylon, 
and dwelt in Seleucia;,. And- thus the foreign in- 
habitants, first Persians and afterwards Greeks, 
imitating their sovereigns by deserting Babylon 
acted as if th.ey verily had said, — “ forsake her, 
and let *us go dvery man unto his own country ; 
for her judgment is reached unto heaven, and is 
lifted up even to tho skies.* Babylon shall be as 
a chased roe, and as a sheep that no roan taketh 
uj^ they shall every mon turn to his own people 
and flee every one 1 into his own land-. 

Kindred judgments — the issue of common 
crimes — rested on the land of Chaldea, os well as 
on its doomed metropolis ; and tho tracingof 
their fulfilment may best lead to the view of the 
utter desolation of fallen Babylon. 

“They come from a far country, from the end 
of the earth, to destroy thS land. , Many nations 
and great kings shall serve themselves of thee | 
also,” &c. The Persians, the Macedonians, the | 
Parthians, the Romans, the Saracens, and the | 
Turks, are the chief of the many nations who 
have unscrupulously and unsparingly served 
themselves of tho land of the Chaldeans: and 
Cyrus and Darins, kings of Persia, Alexander 
the Great, and Seleucus, king of Assyria ; Deme- 
trius and Antiochus the, great; Triyan, Severus 
Julian, and Heraclius, emperors of Rome; the 
viqtorius Omar, the successor of Mahomet ; Hola- 
gou and Tamerlane, are great kings, who suc- 
cessively snbdued or desolated Chaldea, or exact- 
ed from it tribute to such an extent, as scarcely 
any other country paid to a single conqueror. 
And though the names of some of these nations 
were unknown to the Babylonians, and unheard 
of in the world at the time of the prophecy, most 
of these many nations and great kings need now 
but be'named, to show that in local relation to 
Chaldea, “They came from the utmost border, 
from the coasts of the. earth." 

‘They aro-ora«Vbotb in anger and fierce wrath 
to lay the land desolate,’ &c. The Persians vied 
with the Parthians ’in cruelty and fierceness 
against resisting and subjugated enemies. Three 
thousand Rabylonians were at once impaled by 
order of Darius. Conquest was the object, and 
kindness was not in the nature of the Macedoni- 
an conquerors of Babylon. Tbe possession of 
Chaldea was contested between Antigonius and 
Seleucus, and 'ruler rose against ruler.’ After 
its long subjection to the Seleucidco, the proverb- 
ially cruel Parthians held Babylon in bondage. 

In tho second century of the Christian era, tho 
Romans, ‘coming from afar,' still maintained the 
character of the cruel and fierce desolaters of 
Chaldea, and were thus tbe unconscious instru- 
ments of the fulfilment of other prophecies. ‘Un- 
der the reign of Marcus, the Roman generals 
penetrated os far as „ Ctesiphon and Seleucia. 
They were received as friends bv the Greek 
colony ; they attacked 88 enemies the seat of tho 
Parthian kings, yet both cities experienced the 
same treatment • The sack and conflagration of 
Seleucia, with the massaefe of three hundred 
thousand of the inhabitants, tarnished the glory 
of the Roman triumph. Selucia sunk under the 
fatal blow ; but Ctesiphon, in abont thirty-three 
years had sufficiently recovered its strength to 
maintain an obstinate seige agoinst the emperor 
Seuerus.’ 

Ctesiphon was thrice beseiged and thrice taken 
by the predecessors of Julian. And when attacks 
ed.by Julian, the anger of that Roman emperor 
and of bis army was not moderated, nor their 
cruelty abated, by tbe effectual resistance of the 
citizens of Ctesiphon against sixty thousand be- 
seigers. ‘The fields of Assyria were devoted by 
Julian to the calamities of war; and tbe philosos 
pher retaliated on a guiltless people the acts of 
rapine and cruelty which had been committed by 



7 their haughty master in the Romin provinces ; i 
i the Persians beheld from the walls of Cteaiphon 
the desolation of the adjacent country.’ With 
such violence did he wreak his vengeance on ^he 
inhabitants of Chaldea, tba t their fierce wr^th 
was conjoined with the cruelty of their enemies 
‘to lay the land desolate.’ “The extensive region 
that lies between the Tiver Tigris and the moun- 
tains of Media, was filled with villages and towns, 
and the fertile soil" for the most part, was in a 
very improved State of cultivation. But on the 
I approach of the Romans* this -rich and smiling 
prospect was instantly blasted. Wherever tney 
moved, the inhabitants deserted the open villages 
and took shelter in the fortified towns; the 'cat- 
tle were driven away; the grass and ripe corn 
wore consumed with fire; and as soon as*th e 

flames had subsided which interrupted the march 

of Julian, he beheld the melancholy face of a 
smoking and naEbp desert.” But ‘the sec- 
ond city of the province, large, populous and 
Well fortified,” in vain resisted a fierce and des- 
perate assault ; k and a large breach having been ] 
made by a battering ram in the walla, ‘the Sol- 
diers of Julian rushedimpetuously into the town, 
and’ after the fuH gratification of every military 
appetite, Perisabor was reduced to aahes ; and 
the engines which asaulted the citadel were plant* 
ed on the ruins of the smoking houses.’ When 
in after ages, the Romans, under Heraclius, pen- 
etrated to the royal seat of Destagored, dnd 
GDread over Chaldea to the gates of Cteaiphon, 


aghinst her from the utmost border* open her < 
storehouses. A Sword is imou her tronsurss, apd 
they ehall berobb'ed. ‘ O thou thstdwollest upon 
many waters abundant in treasures, thine endis . 
come, and the measure of thy covetousness. Qn 
taking Babylon suddenly and by surprise, Cyrus 
became immediately possessed ‘of the treasures^* 
darkness, and hidden riches of secret places. Qn 
his first publicly appearing in Bab) Ion, all the 
officers of his army, both of the Persians and aN 
lies, according to his command, wore very splen- 
did robes, those belonging to the superior officers 
being of various colors, all of the finest and bright- 
est dye, and richly embroidered with -gold and 
silver ; and thud the ‘hidden treasures of secret 
places’ wore openly displayed. And when the 
the treasures- of-Babylon became the spoil of 
another great kicg* gavVsix minae (about £ 15 .) 
to each Macedonian herspiep, to each MaCedos 
nian soldier and foreign horsemep two rainue (£ 5 ) 
and to every other man in his army, a donation 
equal to two months* pay. Demetrius ordered I 
his soldiers to plunder the land of Babylon for 
their own use. But 'it is not ip these instances 
alone she has beenu spoil, and that all who spoil 
her have been satisfied- It was the abundance 
of her treasures which brought successive spoil- 
‘ ators. Many nations come from afar, and though 
they returned to their own country, (as in former- 
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ly beseiging Babylon, so in continuing to de- 
spoil the land of Chaldea,) ‘none returned in 
vain.V' From, the richness of the country, new 
treasures were speedily stored up, till again the 
‘sword came upou them, and they wore robbed. 
The prey of the Persians aud the Groeke for 
nearly two centuries after the death of Alexan- 
der, Chaldea became afterwards the pmy chiefly 
of the Parthians, for an equal period, till a great- 
er nation the Romans, ‘came from the coasts of 
the earth’ to pillage it To bp restrained from 
dominion and from plunder, was the exciting 
cause, and often the shameless plea, of the anger 
and 'fierce wrath of these famed but cruel con- 
nuerors of the world. Yet within the provinces 
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spread over Chaldea to the gates of Cteaiphon, v 
•whatever could not easily be transported, they ti 
consumed With fire; that Chosroes might not feel * 
the anguish of those wounds which he had so 1 
often inflicted on the provinces of tho empire : n 
and justice might allow lh$ excuse,’ says Gibbon, d 
‘if the desolation had been confined to the works o 
of regal luxury; if national hatred, military li- e 
cense, and religious zeal hod not wasted With ,t 
equal rage tho habitations and the temples of the t 
guiltless subjects.’ The fierce Abassides, pro- < 
verbiolly reckless of committing murder, which i 
was the very work that their miaaionorioo wont < 
forth to execute, long reigned over Chaldea; and < 
Bagdad its new capital, distant about fifteon i 
miles from Seleucia anil Ctesiphon was their ims < 
perial seat for five hundred years. ‘Their dag- i 
gers. their only arms were broken by tho sword ot < 
Holagou, and except the word assassin, not a ves- 
tige is left of the enomies of mankind ;’ for again 
and again has it proved true of the laud of Chal- 
doa -‘I will destroy the sinners thereof out of 

11 The Mogur Tartars succeeded as the guilty 
possessors end cruel desolators of the land of Bab- 
ylon. ‘Bagdad, after a soige of two months was 
Stormed ond aacbed by the Moguls, under Ho- 
lagouKhan. the grandson of Ghengis i Khan. 
And Tamerlane another great king, ‘reduced to 
his obedience the whole course of the Tigris and 
Euphrates, from the mouth to the source of these 

rivers} and he erected on the rums of Bagdad a 
pyramid of ninety thousand heads.’ Finally, 
not with abated, but if possible, with increasing, 
or with more, persevering cruelty, the 1 urks 
aided by Saracens, Kurds and Tartars, have be- 
come, the weapons of the indignation of the Lord 
brought forth out of his armory which he hath 
opened; for’^fearful os a token of judgment, 
and cleaT a* the testimony of tsuih— ‘this is the 
work of the Lord God of Hosts ih the land of the 
Chaldeans.— Waste and utterly destroy after 
them. A &word is upom the Chaldeans. A sound 
of battle is in the land, end of great destruction. 
1 will kindle a fire in his ' cities, and it shall de- 
vour all round about him. A souhd of great de- 
struction* cometh from the land of the Cholde-

Of this empire, it was their prcoticc, on the sub- 
mission of the inhabitants, to protect and not to 
destroy. But Chaldea, from its extreme distance 
never having yielded permanently to.their yoke 
and 'the limits of their empire having been faxed 
by Hadrian on the western side of the Euphrates 
or on the very borders of Chaldea, that hapless 
country, obtained not their protection, though re- 
peatedly the scone of rpthless spoliation by the 
Romans. The authority of Gibbon, in elucida- 
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tion of Scripture, cannot here be distrusted any 
more than that of heathen historians. To use 
his words, ‘ a hundred, thousand captiveB, and a 
rich booty, rewarded the fatigues of the Roman 
soldiers,’ when Ctesiphon- was taken, in the sec- 
ond century, by the generals of Marcus. Even 
Julian, who in the fourth century, was forced to 
raise the seige of Cteaipon, came not m yam to 
Chaldea, and failed not to take of it a spoil ; nor 
though an apostate, did he fail to verify by bis 
acts the truth which he denied. After having/ 
given Perisabor to the flames, the plentiful msg - 1 
ezines of corn, of arms and of splendid farmtute, 
were partly distributed among trie troops, and 
partly reserved for the public service ; the us«£ 
less stores were destroyed by fire or thrownjntb 
the streams of the Euphrates.* Having also res 
warded his army with a hundred pieces of silver 
to each soldier, he thus stimulated them (when 
still dissatisfied) to fighl for greater spoil— ‘Rich- 
es are the object of your desires ; those riches 
are in the hands of the Persians ; and the spoils 
of this fruitfal country are proposed as the pnze 

of your valor and discipline.’ The enemy being

The Shoriff, Mr. Backenstos, is faithfully and 
officiously using every effort to subdue the mob. 

Writs against the Twelve omthe charge of 
treason, is reported to have beeij issued. 

Three hundred thousand bricks was laid in the 
first story of the Nauuoo- House in two woeks. 
Th,e work now coasts, for all to rally for defence* 
The ball and spire of the steeple of the Tern-, 
pie has been completed. 

The mob have not been able to rally over 
II three hundred men at the fartherest ; and if they 
are hot more succesful in hoaxing the people 
in tho r adjpimng counties than they have been, 
it will* bo ho go with them.

There is much complaint in this section be- 
cause Governor Ford does not ostder out the mi- 
litia and put down such acts of violence. But 
toe are of & different opinion. The Governor is 
well aware of the materials he would have to deal 
with. He knovys our people Ore well able to de- 
fend tbemsolves *, and if he should order out the 
militia in thouwestern section, it would only be 
adding to the incendiaries’ forces. There are, no

A party of the tnob engaged in burning houses, 
was fired upon by the law-and-order party, end 
Samuel McBranty was killed, A letter was ad- 
dressed to Col. Williams and tha mob- party by 
The Twelve, offering to quit Nauvoo and the 
county in the coming spring, provided there was 
a cessation of hostilities. It was rejected on the 
ground of its being addressed to the “mob party.” 
They are now resolved to defend their property 
and lives at nil hazards. 

The Quincy Morning Courier of the 19th ult. 
says that Mr. Bedell, Postmaster at Warsaw, was 
ordered to leave on Wednesday by Geo. Rock- 
well, Ex-Postmaster. He made use of the follow- 
ing language : “ The Carthage Grays have come 
in, and you must leave town immediately, in half 
a minute. All for God and liberty.”

Illinois State Register Extra from Springfield. 
— The Governor has ordered out 500 men to quell 
the disturbance. Anties beating up for volun- 
teers — Backenstos stands firm— Eighteen Anti- 
Mormons reported killed, and three Mormons. 
From the State Register as follows : 

JBxtersnunafiota of tho Mowmosis. 

We have a slip, being an extla Illinois State 
Register, of the date of Sunday, Sept 21, which 
furnishes the lateSfbews from Hancock, jthe scene 
of the Anti-Monhon outrages, as follows : 

It appears that, the Anti-Mormons continued 
their work of destruction until upwards of 100 
houses have been consumed. Sheriff Backenstos 
failed in raising a posse strong enough to stop 
these movements -without resorting to Nauvoo, 
owing to the fear of all well disposed persons in 
the country, that their own houses raigut bo con- 
sumed. We learn that he htiB raised/about 500 
men, from Nauvoo, all well armed, swh which he 
has dispersed the rioters, commanded by Colonel 
Williams, at Green Plains. 

In this affair no lives were lost, as the “Antis” 
run and took shelter in a cornfield, before the pos- 
se came within firing distance.. 

Bockenstos had been driven away from Car- 
thage, and returned with about 500 men, to re- 
move his family; and on his retreat, he fell in 
with a large body of Anti-Mormons, when a bat- 
tle ensued. It is said that eighteen Anti-Mormons 
and three Mormons were killed. It appears that* 
Williams, Sharp, Davis and other leaders, escaped. 
A large number of the Anti-Mormons were taken 
prisoners and are now confinod and guarded in the 
court house at Carthage. , 


The people had all fled from Carthage; Augus- 
ta, and other Anti-Mormon towns, and carried 
their families into the counties of Adams.Mar- 
quetts, Schuyler and McDonough, and are beat- 
ing up for volunteers in those counties, to recruit 
their forces, with whiah to renew thp war. It is 
unknown bow many men they will be able to 
raise ; But it is believed that they hayo so dis- 
graced themselves by the incendiary* niode in 
which they have carried on the war, that their 
success will not bo very groat -But if they suc- 
ceed, another bloody battle may be expected, ip 
the course of this week. 

Before thb news arrived the Governor had is- 
sued a call for five hundred men to quell the dis- 
turbances. 

We are advised that it is a fact'that no letters 
have been received at this place from any of the 
Mormon party since the commencement of these 
troubles, except one from aWery obscure map in 
Nauvoo, and another from-' M’Donough county, 
and no newspapers. It is romored that the mails 
have been stopped, and there is a story afloat that 
one mail carrier has been murdered. No messen- 
ger has arrived from all that section of the count 
try until to-day; \vben a committee arrived from 
Mount. Sterling. „

The lonnon War. 

Advices from Warsaw and Nauvoo continue 
to be distressing. It is said that fifty or sixty 
buildings have been burnt at Quincy, and that 
one or two Mormons were killed and several 
wounded in efforts to save a mill. The clerk of 
Hancock county has fled with the records. A. 
Mr. Worrel, a merchant of Carthage, was out 
with a party of twelve or fonrteen, when thoy 
came up with Sheriff Backenstos and the Mormon 
party, ahd in a scuffle, of somo kind Worrel was \ 
shot dead. Great excitement prevails against 
th? MoiTOQn&M the intention boing to drive thepi 
out of the State. Messages have been sont to 
Governor Ford, but it appears to us at a distance 
that the Governor is slow in vindicating the laws 
of the state from these outrages, and that nnleas 
vigilant measures are adopted on his part the 
property and lives of innocent people will be ex- 
posed to imminent hazard. 

Enter. 

The editor of the St Louis Republican, (in 
that paper of 20th instant,) writing from Warsaw, 
111, 17tn inst., announces from tne twelve Mor- 
mon Elders, who govern the Church and the 
community, a proposal > to remoye from Nauvoo 
and Hancock county next spring, provided the 
Anti-Mormons cease hostilities immediately, with- 
draw the vexatious law suits commenced against 
them, permit them to dispose of their property 
and prepare for their removal. They appointed 
.a committee of five to treat with an equal number 
of commissioners from the old settlers. The pro- 
position was favorably received by many Anti- 
Mormons at Warsaw, but they thought its lan- 
guage disrespectful. The editor of the Repub- 
lican gives a graphic account of the ruined home- 
steads of the Mormons, still smoking, with the 
chimneys of each yet standing as monuments of 
cruelty and persecution in the nineteenth century t 

4le says : — 

“ A mile or so further on, I witnessed the pro- 
cess of destroying the houses. The Anti-Mor- 
mons, as the beat means of driving the Mormons 
away, have resolved to burn down all their dwell- 
ings, but at* the same time manifest a proper 
anxiety not to inflict injury upon, the sick, and 
not to destroy any moveable property, or any of i 
the grain or crops.

Within, the 
family, consisting of the parent and b number of 
daughters and sons, from about eighteen years 
down, jassifted : and urged on by two or three of 
the armed posse, were carrying and throwing out 
every ^moveable thing. The family were work" 
ing with great' assiduity and industry, and it was 
painful beyond conception, to witness them toil" 
ing thus to prepare their own house for the sa- 
crifice. Still, they did it with more composure 
than I could have commanded. Except the mo- 
ther and one or two of the youngest children, the 
rest worked with even a forced appearance^ of 
pleasure, and would reply, or laugh with seeming 
freedom, to the jests ana jokes of the men who 
urged on the work. At length every thing was 
removed, even to the flooring plank— -a fire was 
then kindled in one Corner, by the aid of clap- 
boards and other dry combustibles, and in ten 
minutes, the flames danced over the labor of 
months. In this way, the party served six or 
seven buildings, of the number, a handsome frame 
house. As 1 passed one place, a solitary female, 
apparently past the meridian of life, was walking 
alone, with mournful steps, and downcast eyes, 
around the* smoking heap which constituted the 
ruins of her home T I suppose that it was her 
only shelter. The sight might have drawn pity 
from sterner material than I can boost of. One 
man who was burnt out had twelve in family ; 
his house, of hewed logs, had been recently put 
up, and a smile of joy and triumph for a moment 
Ut up the faces of his family, at the suggestion 
that the logs being green, would not burn ; but it 
was only momentary, for soon it was all in a 
blaze.” 

Mr. Backenatoa, the sheriff of Hancock county, 
.has issued a second proclamation, in which he 
gives the following account of the manner in 
whieh Mr. Worrel came to his death : 

,l After parting with the gentleman who escort- 
ed me (from Warsaw) I travelled about a mile 
and a halt, when I discovered an armed body of 
some twenty men on the Warsaw and Carthage 
road, two or three miles eastward of me, and go- 
ing towards Warsaw. I watched them, and on 
discovering that four men, mounted, loft the main, 
body, apparently to strike a point in advance of 
me, with all the speed of their horses, I put the 
whip to my horse. As I was travelling in a bug- 
gy, they taking a nearer cut, evidently gained on 
me. The chase lasted for two miles, when I , over- 
took three men with , teams. 1 informed them that 
armed men were pursuing.me to take my life.* I 
summoned them as a posse to aid me in resisting 
them., I dismounted and took a position in the 
road, with pistoi.in hand. I commanded tbe 
mobbors to stop, when one of them held bis mus- 
ket in a shooting attitude, whereupon one of my 
posse fired, and, it is believed, took effect on one 
of the lawless banditti. We remained and stood 
our ground, proparefi for tbo worst, for about ten 
minutes. The mobbers, retreating some little 
distance, made no further assoult. I then made 
my way for the city of Nauvoo, whore I am at 
this time.” ,.

in order to deceive the more conscientious part 
in makipg/them believe the mormons were the 
aggressors, Thus by such stratagems cause 
their own party to be united, as well as serving 
for a watch word in the adjoining counties,’ to 
como to their assistance.

ii Warsaw, §ept. 18, 1845- 

Tn my last letter of yesterday, I did not allude 
to tho death of one of the antivMormons/nam^d 
Samuel McBratney, as the fact was not ascertain- 
ed until lato in the night McBratney was with 
the party engaged in burning houses on Bear 
OreeK, and fled with the rest, but he and Mr. 
Lindsey, who was wounded, were on worse 
horses than the others, and in thb rear of the 
company. Tho mormons, fired upon them v^en 
at the bottom of the hill, and consequently I did 
not see or hear tho fire. It was riot believed in 
the camp of Col, Williams, nor in Warsaw, that 
McB'ranty was missing, until in the night * ' The 
fact having been ascertained, about II o’clock at 
night, a party of men went out from Col. Wil- 
liam’s camp to search for him. They found him 
in? the .prairie, dead 4 , lying on his back, his arms 
and legs spread out When he was brought to 
to town, I went to see the body, and never saw a 
person mbre mangled. He had been shot in the 
shoulder, the ball passing out at the sido, and 
through tho arm to tho skin ; another ball enter- 
ed the hip. There were three or four deep sabre 
cuts over tho head, and seven ojr eight deoj^ 

I -stabs in the neck and chest- I am at a loss, for 
a motive for" thus mangling the. body, for tho 
shots he had received were snfficient to hrivo se- 
cured his arrest, aud must ha#o disabled him from 
makiqg any resistance after he fell from his horse. 
T&e body was interred the next morning without 
ny parade : but his death added much to the ex- 
citement ,

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This communication instead of being convey' 
ed by the committee ss it purports to be, was 
brought to Warsaw by an inaiviaual, not a mem- 
ber of tho committee ; and although it is dated 
on the 16th, it was not delivered until the evening 
of the* 17th, The .citizens and the men in Wil- 
liam’s camp appeared to be well pleased with the 
terms Of the compromise proposed, but were un- 
willing to act under ifc The caption of the 
communication is to “the mob party and those 
engaged in burning the houses and property of 
peaceable citizens. Now many of tne most in. 

, fluontial men inYthe anti- Mormon party who 
strongly desire the removal of the Mormons from 
the cqunty, have throughout opposed the burning 
of houses, and wore, therefore, unwilling to make 
the admisslbn that they were the persons to 
whom tho communication woa addressed. To 
net under it they conceived, involved this admis- 
sion. Believing that thero was a possibility of 
effecting a compromise, and staying the further 
destruction of life and property, I consented to 
go to Nauvoo, and endeavor to induce the Twelve 
so to change or alter the address of their commu- 
nication that tho citizens might feel free to act un- 
der it. 

■I left Warsaw about il A. M., and reachet^ 
Nauvoo about ,3 that evening.' Nothing of mo 
inent occurred on the way up. About eight miles 
out l was hailed and stopped by the picket guard 
of the city, and I was also stopped as I wob about 
entering the city, by another guard ; but in each 
instance they were very civil, and after being in- 
formed that I was 'going to Nauvoo, on business 
with the ‘Twelve’ they offered no further resist- 
ance. I saw but few persons in the streets of 
Nauvoo. Mr. Backeustos, the Sheriff, had left 
about an hour .before my arrival, with a body of 
troops for the vicinity of Warsaw. The work 
upon the Temple and the Hotel is suspended for 
Iho present, and every thing was quiet and peace- 
able, oxoept tho occasional appearance of armed 
men, gonoraily with a gun ana knif. 

I met tho Council ot Twelve at Mr. TayWs, 
and laid before them the purpose of my visit. 1 
endeavored to explain to them the position in 
which the phraseology of the proposition placed 
those- Anti Mormons who had not been engaged 
in the burning or destruction of property, and 
assured them that, if they would so change or 
modify the address — if they woultS direct it to 
individuals} or to the Anti Mormons, or to those 

- opposing the Mormons, or in any way which 
would not involve a direct charge of crime, that 

F their proposal woulq be acted upon and a com- 
i mittee appointed immediately to confer with them 
i I urged that, if their proposition was made in good 
j faith, they could not object to the modification, as 
tli at did not affect the. terms of compromise, 
f After a long and desultory discussion* ‘they 
, declined making any change Or modification, arid 
r l left the meeting. My inference, frojn what 
, was said in the meeting was, that thomvents of 
f the preceding day, tho flight of the Anties, and 
• the confidence expressed by Mr. Backenstos in 
t bis third proclamation, that he could succeed in 

- arresting the burners, bad produced a decided 
/ change in their feelings from what they were 
i when the proposition was- written. Considerable 
i, anxiety was manifested to withdraw the proposi- 

tion altogether, and repeated declarations were 

- made of their ability and determination to main- 
taih their position, and to punish those who have 
destroyed thoiY property. They frequently de- 
clared that, if the law failed to furnish them pro- 
tection aud redress, they had the power and would 
exercise it, to protect themselves, and retaliate on 
those who had injured them. They certainly can i 
bring into the field a large body of well armed 1 
men, but I fear they lack the essential of good 
8oldierej.viz : courage. I was accompanied on the j 
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trip by a warm Anti Mormon— a discreet -young 
man — Mr. Brown ; and to show the manner in 
which things are viewed by persons here, I may 
here state a conversation which occurred witn 
Mr. B., a "Mormon,®who had been burned out, 
gave him a description of the manner of proceed* 
•rig — »« Two clerks,” said he, “ came out from 
Warsaw and invited me to, empty my bruise, and 
then set fire to it, doing up the thing just os po- 
litely as if they had been selling me a hill of $50 
worth of goods.” This is a pretty fair descrip- 
tion of tho way things were done, and the truth 
is, that there wero not many personally engaged 
in the destruction of property. Thfise who are, 
reason thus— Thoy say that the Mormons and old 
citizens cannot live together, and that the horning 
down of their residence is thri most emphatic, as 
well as the easiest way to show them that they 
must leave. The season and the crops, they say, 
are favorable for them to go, and they may as 
well be convinced now os at any other time, of 
the necessity of their going. This is the%reason- 
ing of the Fire and Sword party. 

I romained in Nauvoo all night, during which 
time Mr. Backenstos sent in p requisition for six 
hundred more men. Aboot Sunrise on Friday 
morning, the alarm gun — a largo cannon stationed 
'on the hill near the Temple — was fired, and before 
we left the city tho people wero flockiug in l was 
informed by a prominent Mormon, Mr. Babbitt, 
that they would send out to Backenstos that day 
about three hundred artillery men and an equal 
number of foot or infantry. I am disposed to 
believe the numbers were greatly exaggerated, 
for Backenstos' party, which left tho evening I 
arrived in Nauvoo. was represented as six hundred 
strong, when in fact he had not two hundred with 
him. There is much sickness in the country. 
Each party is about equally afflicted with it. and 
from this cause neither party can muster its full 
force. I was frequently told that the object of 
thi« groat force was to visit Warsaw and arrest 
the citizens who were engaged in the depredations. 

I returned to Warsaw, having effected nothing, 
so far ns the compromise was concerned. Upon 
the spread of the intelligence of tho number of 
men under the command of Backenstos, most of 
the citizens who thought they were implicated, 
and their families, crossed the Mississippi, to the 
towns of Alexandria and Churohville, where, l 
believe, they will await assistance from the Anti 
Mormons of other parts of the county., and from 
Missouri. I am well satisfied that the Anties 
have no disposition- to give up the contest; in 
fact, many of them -have gone too far now to 
1 retreat I learned that they have invited Colonel 
Allen, of Monticello/ to take the command, and 
they were expecting assistance from the vicinity 
of Carthage, and from several of the adjoining 
counties. At the same time, the Mormons say 
that assistance has boon proffered them from 
several adjoining counties, aud from parts of Iowa. 
My own opinion is, that both sides will receive 
less assistance than they expect.-

Temple in the 124th city of Joseph, near where 
it is supposed tho city of New York once stood, 
a largo square stone was token from the ruins ol 
some building vyhich, by a seam in it indicated 
more than the mare stone The seam being 
opened, disclosed a lend box about six by eight 
inches square. This box was soon found to con- 
tain several daily papers of it^time, together 
with some coins of the old government of the 
United States.

and Frank Worrel was the first ; and also that

I* was arrested by the Sheriff of Hancock, un- 
der a charge of perjury on the evening of tho 
19th inst, since which time I have been a prison- 
er xmd under guard, Sheriff ;Backenstos using 
every moans to my satisfaction, to get me a 
speedy trial ; he took mo before Thos. L.Barnes 
Esa., a Justice of the Peace at Carthage, E. A. 
Bedell Esq. another Justice of the Peace being 
present. I was ready for trial but the court dcs 
cided that they had no jurisdiction of tho case, 
unless tho Sheriff could make return that the ] 
Justice who issued tho writ' wasDOtto bo found, I 
or was absent from homo. f j 

The Sheriff then todk me to Naqvoo for trial, j 
where the Justice who issuedtho warrant lived ; 
and after hearing tho testimony, 1 was discharged. 
There is another states warrant in tho hands of 
the Sherifi, for fhreatning tho life of the Sheriff. 

I acknowledge that I offered 8500 reward for his 
head, Been red with bond and good security ; I 
also openly declared that I would take his life 
by shooting him, on or about the 15th jofSop-. 
tember. * 

I would state ‘that I -have been treated in a 
kind and humane manner by the Sheriff, and ell 
the posse around him which 1 have seen or heard. 
One of the posse, Col. Markham, who, I last 
year with the aid of others, drove out of Car- 
thage at the point of the bayonet, was with 
me a great deal, and never even insulted nor 
abused mo in any manner There not'being 
time for my trial, I am under a pledge of 
honor*, to surrondor myself into the hands of tho 
Sheriff or any of his deputies, or any constable, 
at any time whon I con have a speedy .trial' 

My wife is sick ; this tho Sheriff knows, and 
f have strongly begged that 1 might bo permitted 
to go homo, and not be tried at this time, as I 
am guilty of the threats which 1 acknowledge, 
and would bo. committed or held to boil I am 
wolf treated by all tho people of Navvoo with 
whom I havo met. .

They wore arraigned at Carthago, 
before T. L. Barnes, ond E. A. Bedell Esq?.* 
and Antony Barkmau whose name was to the 
affidavit upon which the writ issued sworn. Up*, 
on investigation it appeared that tho Witness had 
been 11 suborned; had signed and sworn to two 
affidavits, written by George Backman— -didnot 
know any of tho defendants named in the affida- 
vit, and who wore now in Court ; nor did he 
I know any of the men in the other affidavit not 
! in Court ; had swormto both affidavits upon ‘re- 
ports/ and was deemved, for he. had been with 
the Mormons, and they treated him well ; will 
tell the truth now; is sorry for what \he had dune, 
knows nothing against any of the men named in 
either affidavit There being no cause of action 
whatever, the Court discharged the defendants. 

The other writ, calling for some 10 or 1 % princi- 
pal men of Nauvoo, was said to be in the hands 
of constable Barnes, who helped burn Fellows’ 
house, barn and grain, and fled for fear of justice.

We embrace tbe opportunity of laying before < 
our readers this week, an interesting detail of ' 
practical facts, for the informatibn of those who 
take pleasure in speculating, in their imagine- j 
lion, upon the comforts and pleasures of a journey 
f acroas the Rocky Mountains. It »b from tho lib- 
; oral pen of Capt Laneford W. Hastings, leader 
of the Oregon and California Emigrants, of 1842. 
Wo had tho pleasure of hie acquaintance, during 
hie visi* to this country ; and ho i? now on his 
journey back to tho country of his future homo 
Ho has published the following for the benefit of 
those wishing to emigrate. - ^ 

In treating of the equipment, ouppHes, and the 
method of traveling, l ohall confine my romarke 
entirely to tho over land route, which lies through 
tho great southern paBS ; oa the chief emigration 
- to those countries is, et this time, by that route, 
which from present indications,^ destined to bo- 
como the great thoroughfare between the States, 
and both Oregon aud California All persons 
designing to travel by this route, should invaria- 
bly equip themselves with a good gun ; at least, 
five pounds of powder, and twenty poonda ot 
lead; in addition to which, it might bo advisa.ble 
also, 'for each to provide himself with q holster of 
trood pistols, which would always be found qf very 
nra not indisnensoble.— ■ *

Some urge the propriety pf 
working cows, instead of oxen,, both the .aft van? 
luge end propriety of whieh are very! questiona- 
ble ; for it will bo admitted that they ore very 
mudb inferior tp oxen, in point of physical 
strength, and hence, cannot be as serviceable for 
the draught ; but it is urged, that although they 
aie more feeble, and hence less serviceable for the 
yoke, yet they are preferable; because ’|Jioy an* 
swer the double purpose of draught animals and 
milk cows ; but the force of this reason is lost, 
when wo take into consideration the unwholesome- 
ness of tho milk of animals whose systems are 
thus enfevered by exposure to excessive heat, and 
extreme physical exertion. 

Good and substantial wagons should always 
be selected, and however firm and staunch they 
may appear, they should invariably be particular- 
ly examined end repaired before leaving the 
States ; for otherwise, the emigrant may set out 
with a very geod wagon to all appearances, the 
defects of which, when he shall have, travelled a 
few hundred miles, will have become very obvi- 
ous ; the consequence of which is, that he is left 
without a wagon, and thrown upon the kindness 
of his friends for the conveyance of his family 
and provisions. Whether wagons are now or 
old, it is perhaps preferable always to have the 
tireja rij-aet previous to leaving Independence; 
otherwise, before travelling one thousand miles 
into that vastly elevated region, from the intense 
heat of those extensive sandy plains, and the ex- 
treme aridity of tho atmosphere, the tires become 
so expanded, and tho wooden portions of tho 
wheels so contracted, that it vyill be found very 
difficult to keep them together, in which, how* 
ever, by the constant ond regular application of 
water, you may possibly succeed. Those who 
go to Oregon, if they design to perform the jour- 
ney in the ordinary time ot 120 days, should take 
their wagons with a view, of leaving ihem at Fort 
Hall, and' performing tho residue of the journey 
on horseback ; otherwise, the repeated interrup- 
tions below that pdint, will most likely present 
on insuperable barrier to the accomplishment ofj 
their object. _ Horses which have become accus* I 
toraed to wearing shoes, should also be shod for 
this journey, but others should not, as to shoe the 
latter only imposes an unnecessary expense, and 
spoils the hoot by cutting away that norny sub- 
si ance, which hardened by the intensely heated 
6and, would answer all the purposes of shoes. — 
Mules, like horses, if they have not been previ- 
ously shod; ought not to be for the same reason 
as that abbve stated ; and oxen and cows ought 
never to be shod; yet many pursue a different 
course, and (thereby incur much useless expense 
and inconvenience. Those horses and mules, 
which it becomes ne'ceseary to shoe, should' be 
shod previous to leaving the States ; and one or 
two pairs of extra shoes should be taken for each, 
which may be set by the blacksmiths on the way; 
as there are always several m&hanica of that 
kiud belonging to each company. Besides the 
foregoing supplies, emigrants should also provide 
themselves with good wagon covers ana tents, 
tent pbles axes, spades, and hoes, os well as 
strong ropes, of about sixty feet in length, for 
each horse or mule; with n supply of stakes to 
which they aro to bo tied ; in addition to which, 
overy wagon should be supplied with extra axle- 
treo3, chains, hammers, ana the like ; and the dif- 
ferent mechanics should also toko a email portion 
of their tools, as they are always needed by the 
way. Should there be physicians and surgeons 
attached to the company, as there most usually 
are, they should supply themselves with a small 
assortment of medicine, s and a few surgical instru 
ments. In addition to all the foregoing, perhaps 
it would also be advisable for each emigrant to 
provide himself with some such goods as are adap- 


ted to- the Indian, trade ; such, .fo^/instanco* as oi 
beads,' tobacco, handkerchiefs, blankets, ready ;pe 
made clothing, •ouch' as cheap summw ebats, jphn- pa 
taloona, vests, and coarse cheap shirts,^ butcher, nu 
knives, fishhooks and powder and lead. Being IE

Indications of ruined cities,- whether of a remote 
or a more re’cent period, abound throughout the 
land.. The process of destruction is still com* 
pleting. Gardens which studded the banks of 
the Tigris have very tecshtly disappeafed, 'end 
mingled with the desert | and- concerning the ci- 
ties also of Chaldea, tBe word is true that they 
are desolations. For ‘tho whole country is strew- 
ed over with, the debris of Grecian/Roman, and 
Arabian towns, confounded in tho same mass of 
rubbish/ * 

But while these lie in indiscriminate ruins, the 
chief of the cities of Chaldea, the first in namo 
and in powor that ever existed in :the world, 
boars many a defined mark of tho judgments of 
Heaven. 

Fallen Babylom - — 

The progressive and predicted decline of Bob 
ylon the Groat, till it ceased to be a city, has al- 
ready been brifely detailed. 

. About the beginning of the Christian era, a 
small portion of it was inhabited, and tho far 
greater part was cultivated. It diminished as 
Seleucia increased, and the latter became the 
greater city. In the second century nothing but 
the walls remained. Tt became gradually a great 
desert; and, in the fourth century, its walls re- 
paired for that purpose, formed an enclosure for 
wild beaSts, and Babylon was converted into a 
field for tho chase — a hunting place for the pas- 
time of the Persian Monarchs. The name and 
remnant were cut off from Babylon : and there 
is a blank, during tho interval oi many ages, in 
the history of its mutilated remains and of its 
mouldering decay. It remained long in the pos- 
session of tho Saracens ; ond abundant evidence 
has since been given that every feature of its 
prophesied desolation is now distinctly visible, 
far the moat ancient historians bore not a clear*, 
er testimony to facts confirmatory of tho prophe- 
cies relative to itp first seige and capture by Cy- 
rus, than the latest travellers bear to the fulfil- 
ment of those which refer to its final ond perma- 
nent ruin. The identity of its site has been com- 
pletely established. And the truth of every 
general and every particular prediction is now 
so clearly demonstrated, that a simple exhibition 
of the facts precludes the possibility of any cavil, 
and supersedes the necessity of any reasoning 
on tho subject. 

It is not merely the general desolation of Bob- ! 
ylon — however much that alone would have 
surpassed all -human foresight — which the Lord 
declared by the mouth of his prophets.

and clergy monopolise the wealth of the 1 nd 
and surrounded with abundance of this world's 
goods, forget the poor at their gate. They lalk 
ond write eloquently of now forma and new robes, 
but thoy nover preach eloquently about true 
Christianity. Of what possible use is the estab- 
lished church in London? The bishop of London 
has answered tho question. He said in the 
House of Lords: I pass the magnificent church 
which crowns the rfiotropolis.and is consecrated to 
the noblest' of. objects — the glory of God — and I 
ask myself in what degree it answers that object, 

I see there a dean and three, residentories, with 
incomes amounting in fhe aggregate, to between 
ten and twelve thousands pounds a year. 

I see too connected with the Cathedrals, twen- 
ty-nine clergymen, whoso offices are all but sin. 
eouros, with an annual income of twelve thou- 
sand pounds. I proceed a mile or two to the east 
or northeast, and I find myself in tho midst of a 
large population, in the most wretched destitution 
and neglect ; artisans, mechanics, laborers, beg- 
gars and theives, to tho amount of three hundred 
thousand.*' ? Out of his own mouth he is con- 
demned. Instead of providing for the temporal 
and spiritual destitution of these three hundred 
thousand beggars and theives, the bishop of Lon- 
don cleanses ni$ conscience if he writes speech- 
es upon church forms end ceremonies.” 

53^ We have extracted the foregoing to show 
how much -malice and hatred is stirred up be« 
tween the daughter and the .mother country. If 
each sins exist in England, why not do as the 
Latter-Day Saints have } show them a better re^ 
ligion, a better way, and ‘pour in the oil and 
the wine.” ' *

F1KST MEETING IN THE TEMP1LE. 
Extract^ from tbe Minutes off a general 
(Conference held on the Ofh, Ttii, and 
Site off October, R845. 

On Sunday the 5th day of October, 4hrough 
the indefatigable exertions, unceasing industry, 
and heaven -blessed labors, in the midst of trials, 
tribulations, poverty, and WorldU^ obstacles, sol- 
emnized in some instances by/aeath, about five 
thousand saints had the inexpressible joy ond 
great gratification to meet for the first time in the 
House of tho Lord in the city of Joseph. From 
mites and .tithing, .millions had risen up to the 
glory of God, as a Temple where the children of 
the last kingdom could come together and praiao j 
the Lord. 

It certainly afforded a holy satisfaction to 
think that since the 6th of April, 1841, when the 
first stone waa laid, amidst the most straitened 
circumstances, the church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter Day Saints had witnessed their ‘bread cost 
upon wators,’ or more properly, their obedience 
to the commandments of the .Lord, appear in the 
tangible form of a Temple, entirely enclosed, win- 
dows in, with temporary floors, pulpits, ond seats 
to accomodate so many persons preparatory to a 
General Conference ; no General Conference 
having been held for three years past, according j 
to the declaration of our martyred prophet: 

- “ There shall be no more baptisms for the dead until 
the ordinance can -he attended to in tho font of the Lord'd 
House ; and tho church shall not hold another, general con- 
ference, until they can moot in said house. Fon thus 
saith the Loan. ? 

President Young opened the services of the 
day in a dedicatory prayer, presenting tho Tem- ( 
pie, thus far completed, as a monument of the 
saints' liberality, fidelity, and faith, — concluding, 
‘Lord, we dedicate this house, and ourselves unto | 
thee.’ Tho day was occupied most agreeably jn , 
hearing instructions and teachings, and offering 
up the gratitude of honest hearts, for sogreat a 
privilege os worshipping God within, instead of 
Without an edifice, whose beauty and workman- 
ship will compare with any house of worship in 
America, and whose motto is: Holiness to tub 
•Lord.

Equipments, Supplies, and tlie Method 
of Traveling over tlie Eodky Moan- 
1 tains, to Oregon and California. 

CONCLUDED. 

Nothing now remains to .be done, but to notice 
the method of travelling, which l shall proceed 
to do with as much brevity as is consistent with 
the importance of the subject.' Emigrants should 
Invariably arrive at Independence, Mo., on, or be- 
fore the 15th day of April, so as to be in readi- 
ness to enter upon their journey on, or before the 
first day of May ; after which time they shomJd 
never start, if it can possibly be avoided. I be 
advantages to bo derived froi^ setting out at as 
early a day os that above suggested, ore those ot 
having an abundance of good pasturage in pas- 
sing over those desolate and thirsty plains ; and 
being enabled to cross the mountains before tho 
falling of mountains of snow, or floods of rain, 
which usually occurs in that rogion early in Oc- 
tober. Before' leaving tha rendezvous, emigrants 
should always organize, by dividing into such 
companies, and electing such officers as shall be 
deemed necessary. Having organized, they com- 
mence their onward, westward march, under the 
direction of their officer?, and moving merrily on, 
they soon arrive at their mid-day encampment, 
when the wagons are driven up, so as to lorm a 
large" elliptical inclosure, into which the horses 
may be driven in cose of an incursion, or annt- 


saddle his homos, and yoke his oxen, and soon i 
the caravan io again id motion moving onward i 
with increased speed, it arrives, in a fow hours, at < 
the nocturnal encampment. At this encampment, j 
as at the former, tho wagons, are again divided, I 
into two equal divistma, wbiE&now moyo side by i 

side, following their respective afficors/until thoy < 
arrive at the place designated as the encampment. < 
Here one of the officers* followed by biB division, 
falls off to the right, and the other to the left, 
forming right angles ; and moving in opposite 
directions to designated points, when the former 
division wheols to the left, and the latter to the 
right, forming right angles, os before ; when mo- 
ving on to another designated point, the former 
division again wheels to the left, ond the latter to 
the right, forming right angles, and continuing in 
the same direction until the two divisions meet, 
and thus form a large square caral, or inclosuro. 
Horses are now unharnessed, cattle are unyoked, 
and all are turned together, upoh the unbounded 
plains, whore they are permitted to graze under 
the watchful care of a vigilant guard, unbl night- 
fall; when after all have supped, and the cloths 

are removed, the command is given, and tho vast 
i herds axe crowded together into the inclosuro be- 
I fore described ; which is now every whore sur- 

> rounded with erected tents and blazing

tack by tho Indians. This enclosure is called a i 
“caral, and is formed by dividing the whole num- i 
her of wagons into equol divisions, each of which < 
is under the control 6f an Officer, who is designs- i 
ted for that purpose, and who moves on in ad- « 
vonce of his® particular division, to the place i 
pointed out by* the principal offieor-os the en- 
campment, where one of tho wagons of each di- 
visions is placed at the head of the encampment,

camp Each now proceeds to catch, harness, and

1 . Nothing different from the foregoing, worthy 
of remark, occurs from day to day in reference to 
the method of travelling, until the company ar- 
rives in the territory of the hostile Indians, which 
commences at the Kansas river, and extends 
throughout the residue of the journey. Through- 
out all portions ot the country, beyond the Konj 
sas, emigrants are required to proceed with much

more caution, especially in the country of the 
Pawnees, Sioux, Shyuees, Eutaws, and Blackfeeb 
Wherever there are evidences of hostilo Indians 
being in the vicinity of the company, it is advi- 
sable always to enjoin upon all to avoid a separa- 
tion from the main body of the company, and at 
the same time to keep an advance and rearguard 
out, as the company is on the march. Shonld 
the guards discover an approaching enemy, the 
safest course is to throw the caravan at once into 
a defensive attitude, which is very readily done, 
by forming a caral, in a manner quite similar to 
that firsf described, the only difference beingthat 
the teams of both cattle and horses occupy the ! 
interior, instead of the exterior of the caral, with- 
, out being detached from the wagons. • Being 
i thus formed, the entire caravan assumes an lra* 
l - pregnable attitude; the wagons affording cora- 
l pleto protection to the women and children, as well 


os the teams,' and at the satno lime affording o se- 
cure breast-work for the, men, should tboy bo 
driven to the neccsoity Of using thorn for that pur- 
pose. XJpOn the approach of the Indians, and 
their friendly designs, timidity or cowardice bo- 
iflg discovered, the company is soon enabled to 
continue its match as though no interruption had 
occurred. Upon many portiono of tho route, it 
becomes necessary thus to form the wagons sev- 
eral times each day, ip order to dispoeo of van* 
oub marauding ana war parties, vyitn whom emi- 
grants frequently come ip contact, , t In many por- || 
tions of this country, it .‘is found to be.unewo tq 
turn tho-horses or mules loose .upon the plains, 
either ot night or during the day ; instead of 
which courfee, it. is better that they should all 
be tied with long ropes to stakes, whipharo driv- 
en for that purpose, being wofl guarded, qnd 
moved from time to tinie as circumstances may 
require. Whether this course shonld be pursued, 
is, of course determined by tho officers, in viow 
of dll the surrounding circumstances, which if 
adopted, is found to answer every purpose of 
turning the horses 'and mules loose upon tho 
plains ; and it is much more convenient, as thoy 
are much moro readily taken when the company 
i is in readiness to march. A sufficient and t^igi-< 

. lant guard should always be kept out whenover 

- the company is encamped, whether daring tho 
r day or night. These guards moy bo difltiomiishcd 

- as day and night guards, the former of, which 
r should always be sent out, whether' in the morn* 

. ing dT ttt* noun, ^before the horses and moles are 
* turned out, in ordotf to receivo thorn, and the more 
> effectually to prevent their rambling far from, tho 
r encampment, as well as the more readily to drive 
3 them into the carol, in case- of an incursion by 
1 the Indiaus. ’ The night guard should always be 
1 sent out previous to night fall ; when tho fire

f chorge a gun, only in case of an attack, as the 
o discharge of fire arms by tho guard, io considered

h enemy; nor are the night guards ever permitted 
g to discharge their fire arms, unless human beings 
i- ate descried, endeavoring to effect cither a clan- 
13 destine ot forcible approach. j

e among mountaineers, have in many instances 
t. availed themselves of tho preference which tho J 
s’ above arrangements give animals in quadruped j 
i- form, to those in huroaa form. Being owore 
a- that in tho human form it would bo very dangoc- 
at ous to approach the. encampment of white men,

L0 [ n order to affect tho requisite metamorphosis, to j

ng who proceeds to the encampment, and" moves 
mt about on all fouro, apparently feeding as be goes, 
m- until ho observes the greatest space between tho 
ell sentinels, when ce passes on, elk like, among tbo 


horses. He now gbes onl'rom horse to horse, 
suiting the ropes with frhicb they are ticd r .jm- 
| til be haa loosed tho. greater part .of them, >whcn 
he throws off his disguise, mounts a horse, and 
with roost hideous whoops and yplls, unlike an 
oils, ho soon puts the horses to flight, and the 
guard to a monplus; and leaving all in the ut» 
most confusion, he gallops swiftly away, ^closely 
I pursuing his numerous** frightened prey, when 
| soon he is joined’ by hundreds his villainous com* 
j radea. .With the precaution, ho wevpr. of securing 
I tho horses properly within the carai, as before 
boggbflted, no danger whate^or is to bo approb en- 
ded from the elk in human form. Anetbor meth- 
od by which the Indians effect an entrance into 
the oncampmont by deceptivo means, is, by draw- 
ibg near to the camp in various directions, and 
commencing a most tremendous howling, in pre- 
cise imitation of wolves ; and so perfect is the j 
mimicry, that it is almost impossible to distin- j 
guish their howl from that of the real wolf By 
this deceptive course, the sentinels are thrown off 
their guard ; for os they hear what they^ suppose 
to be wolves in almost every direction from the 
encampment, and that too very pear. they are 
naturally led to tho conclusion that there are no 
Indiana in their vicinity, os wolves and Indians 
seldom occupy the same country together in har- j 
1 mony. 

In order to avoid the' misfortunes which so fre- 
quently befal emigrants from tho accidental dis- 
charge of firearms, guns should never bo carried 
cappojd or primed ; yet they ahould always bo 
carriod loaded, add otherwiso in order for action, 
upon a moment’s warning. More danger is to be 
apprehonded from vour own guns, without tho j 
I observance of tho above precaution, than those 
I of the enemy; for wo very frequently hear of 
emigrants being killed from tho accidental dis- 
i char go of firearms ; but we very Beldom hear of 
j their baing killed by the Indians., The impor- 
tance of observing tho above regulation, cannot 
be too strongly urged ; for as tbe enure compa- 
ny of hundreds or thousands, as tho case may bo, 
is frequently thrown together, and confined within 
-tt' very small compass, the accidental discharge of 
a guu is likely to bo attended with serious and 
fatal consequences. A practice prevails among 
the emigrants, of disbanding, and disposing ol 
their arms to the Indians, and others, upon arriv- 
ing at Green river, or Fbrt Hall, and pursuing 
tho residue of the journey in detached and un- 
armed companies. This practice should by all 
means be iuvariably avoided, as it is beyond those 
points that the Blackfeet, the most hostile tribe 
in all that region, are met, if they are at all seen ; 
and ns nil tbe Indians who inhabit that portion 
of the country, although they are said to be friend- 
ly, os before remarked, avail themselves of every 
possiblo opportunity of insulting, and* even rob- 
bing every small party with whom they may 
chance to meet. Both numb' ra and aims, suffi- 
cient for self-protection, are as indispensably ne- 
cessary upon this, as upon any other portion of 
I the route; although an adverse opinion is preva- 
lent among all the mountaineers of that region, 
yet experience amply sustains U^e opinion just ad- 
vanced. 

In hunting the buffalo, the greatest precaution 
should be observed, as the hunters ore not unfre- 
quently attacked and robbed, of both their meat 
and horses ; hence it is advisable that they should 
always go out in sufficient numbers to insure 
their protection. The method of taking the buf- 
falo, ia either by opproaohing them unobserved, 
or by giving them chese on horseback, and shoot- 
ing them down as you pass them.; the lattor 
method is perhaps preferable, and hence is most 
g norally adopted. In hunting the buffalo, emi- 
. grants are very lmhle to louse their fleet horses, 
which after having been used a few tiroes in tho 
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chaeer with whatever timidity they mqy have at 
flrst approached the buffalo, will, the moment buf- 
falo ora seen, evince the greatest anxiety, to' com- 
mence the chase ; and if restrained in the least;' 
they prance to and fro under the steady resttaint 
of the rider, or standing, they gnash the bit, and 
stamp and paw the ground with all the wild fe- 
rocity of those trained for the race course or the 
battle field ; and unless perfectly secured, by be*" 
ing permanently tied or held, they dart away, aud 
comnienco the chase without a rider. There 
have been numerous instances, upon the appear- 
attce of the buffalo, of their* having broken loose 
in this manner, although saddled aud permanently 
tied, mid having commenced the chase at the top 
of their speed, until they arrived in the midst of 
tho buflalo, when horses and buffalo together leap- 
ed away over the vast, plains, and wore never 
seen or heard of afterwards. Companies should 
never consist of more than five hundred persons ; 
for, os they are enlarged, the inconvenience, dif- 
ficulties, and dangers are increased. The incon- 
venience of encamping a large company upon the 
very small encampments to which emigrants are 
frequently nececssarily confined, the difficulty of 
obtaining^ sufficiency of pasturage for such ex 
tensive herds, and the increased danger arising 
from accidents, where large bodies of armed men 
are tbrowh together without the aid of military 
discipline ; as well as the inconvenience and dif- 
ficulty arising from the protracted marches of 
large caravans, and the danger arising from the 
extreme tardiness with which large companies are 
thrown into a defensive attitude in case of an at* 
tack, must be obvious to all, even the most inex- 
perienced in this mode of traveling. 

By the careful observance of the foregoing di- 
rections and suggestion, as well^as a close adhe- 
rence to their own experience, emigrants would 
avoid all those hardships and dangers, which they 
would otherwise necessarily experience. It is 
true, that emigrantsin traveling through these 
wild regions, are cut off, in’ a measure, from 80s 
oiety, deprived of many of tho luxurios of civi- 
lized life , and it is also true that their way is not 
studded with magnificent churobcs, and spacious 
houses of public entertainment ; but they havo 
enough of the enjoyments of society for their pre- 
sent purposes, and-as many of the luxuries of life 
as are conducivo-to health and happiness ; and 
although they 'have not the benefit of churehes, 
yet every camplof the emigrants is truly a camp- 
iueeting. and presents many of the' exciting and 
interesting scenes' exhibited upon those impor. 
tant occasions ; and although they hove not all 
the conveniences of commodious public-houses, 
yet nature’s great inn is always in readiness for 
their reception ; and they experience ihe contin- 
ual manifestations of the peculiar cafe and pro- 
tection of its great Proprietor, whdfher high up- 
on the eternol mountains above, or deep in the 
untrodden vales below. j 
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3 tse;.of nliued edifices to shel ter their flocks in.” 
Biijt Babylon ia an ekceptiCn. Instead of taking 
thejmeks from tboneb/the shepherd might with 
facility erect o defence from wild beasts, and 
make a fold for hia flock amidst tho -hoops-. of 
Babylon ; and tho Arab who *feorles 3 ly traverses 
it by day, might pitch his tent by night. But 
neither the one nor the other could now be per- 
suaded j;o remain a single night among the ruins. 
The superstitious dread of evil spirits, far more 
than the natural terror of the wild beasts effectu- 
ally prevents, them. Captain Mign&n was ac* 
companied by six Arabs, completely armed, but 
he 'could not induce them to remain towards 
night, from the apprehension of evil spirits. It 
is impossible to eradicate this idea from the 
minds.of these people, who are very deeply imbu- 
ed with superstition.’ And when the sun sunk 
behind the Mujelibo, aud the mooa would have 
still lighted his way amohg the ruins, it was with 
infinite regret that he obeyed 'the summons of 
his guidea’ 'AH tho people of the country as- 
sert that it is extromly dangerous to approach 
this mound after night-fall on account of the mul- 
titude of evil spirits by which it is haunted.* 
‘Neither shall the Arabian pitch tentthere , nei- 
ther shall the shopherds make their folds there.’ 

But ‘Wild beasts of the deBOTt shall lift there, 
and their houses shall bo full of doleful creatures; 
and owls shall dwell there, and satyrs- (goats) 
shall dance there,’ &c.

{neither shall the shepherds make their folds 
there.’ If was prophesied of Ammon that it 

should be a stable for camels and a couching- 
place for flocks ; and of Philistia, that it should 
be cottages for shepherds, and a pasture for 
flocks. But Babylon was to be visited with a 
far greator desolation, and to become unfit or un- 
suiting even for such a purpose. And that nei 
ther a tent would bo pitched there, even by an 
Arab, nor a fold made by a shepherd, implies the 
last degree of solitude and- desolation. ‘It is 
common in theso parts for shepherds to make 
_ _ . V. 


water ‘in most of the cavities are numbers of bats 
and owls.' . 

‘Those souterrains, (caverns), over which the 
chambers of majesty may have been spread, are 
now the refuge of jackals and other savage ani- , 
mals. Tho mouths of their entrances are strew*. I 
ed with the bones of sheep and goats; and the 
louthesome smell that issues from the most of . 
them is sufficient warning not to proceed into the 
den.’ The king of "the forest now ranges over 
the site of that Babylon which Nebuchadnezzar 
built for his own glory. And the temple of Bo- 
lus, tbe greatest work of man, is now like unto a i 
natural den of lions. ‘Two or three majestic 
lions’ wore Been upon its heights, by Sir Robert i 
Ker Porter, as he was approaching it ; and tho 
broad prints of their feet were left plain in the 
clayey soil.’ Major Keppel 6 aw there a similar 
loot-print of a lion. It is ako the unmolested J 
retreat of jackals,, hyenas, and other noxious I 
animals. Wild beasts are numerous, at the Mus 
jelibe, as well as on Birs Ntmiood. ‘The mouud^ f 
was full of large holes ; we entered somo of thorn' 
and found them strewed with the carcases aud 
skeletons of animals recently killed. The oqour 
of wild beasts was so strong that prudence got 
the better of curiosity, for we had no/doubt as to 
the savage nature of the inhabitants Our guides, 
indeed, tolcf us that all the ruins abounded in 
lions and other v?Hd beasts; so literally* has "the 
divine prediction been fulfilled, that wild beasts 
of the desert should lip ’ there, and their bouses 
be full of doleful creatures; that the wild beast 
of the islands shall cry in their desolate houses.’ 
f 'The sea js come upon Babyloa She is cov- 
ered with the mnlt'tude of the waves thereof 
TKe traces of tho western bonk of the Euphrates 
pro now no longer discernible. The river over- 
flows unrestrained ; and the very ruins, ‘with 
every appearance of the embankment/ have I 
been swept away. ’The. ground there is low 
and marshy, and not tho slightest vestige of for- 
mer buildings of any description whatever/ Mo- I 
reases and ponds tracked the" ground in varions II 
parts. For a long time after tho general suba- 
ding of the Euphrates, a great part of this plain 
is little better than a swamp,’ etc. The ruins 
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associated with Bol, or the temple of Belna, and 
from the similarity of their judgments— the one 
bowed down and confounded and the other bro- 
ken in peices — it may Reasonably be infered that 
some other famous Babylonian building is hero 
denoted; while at the samo time, the express 
identity of the name with that of. the kings of 
Babylon, and even with Evil Merodacb, then re- 
siding there? it may with equal reason bq infer- 
red that, under the name of Merodach, the pal- 
ace is spoken of by tho prophet 

And next to the idolatrops temple, as the seat 
of false worship which corrupted and destroyed 
the nations, it may wolf be imagined that the 
royal residence of the despot^who oppressed the 
poople of Israel, end made the earth to tromble, 
would be selected as tho marked object of the 
righteous judgments of God. And secondary 
only to tho Birs Nimrood, in the greatness of its 
ruins is the Mujelibe or Makloube, generally un- 
derstood and described by travellers, as tho re- 
mains of the chief palace of Babylon. 

The palace of tho king of Babylon almost vied 
with the great temple of their god. And there is 
now some controversy, in which of the principal 
mountainous heaps the one or the other lies buri- 
ed. But the utter desolation of both leaves no 
room for any debate on the question— which of 
the twain is bowed down and confounded, and 
which of them is broken in pieces.

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1 Interesting from tfce Rocky Mountains* 

Oregon Territory. — Extract of a letter da- 
ted Oregon, July 14th. 1845 — At the entrance of 
! the pass of Sweet Water, 950 miles from Indepen- 
dence, 250 miles from Fort Laramie, 50 miles 
from the summit of of tho Rocky Mountains, and 
310 miles from Fort Hall. 

‘We expect to meet a company of sixteen men 
and two ladies, returning from Oregon to the 
States ; and this is to let you -know that we are 
j among the land of the living— (yes, and living on 
buffalo meat) Our company, consisting of 135 
j wagons, and divided into three divisions on ac- 
I count of feed, have been divided in small compa- 
nies of from 8 to 20 wagons. I am in company 
of CoL Taylor, Rice, Risley, and. families, from 
Ohio. We are all well- No doubt you have of- 
ten heard ofjjrossing the Rocky Mountains ; but 
let me assure you, the manner in which it is re- 
presented is a humbug. We aro now within 
three days’ drive from Oregon, and tho summit 
of the mountain ; and since wo struck the first 
spur of the mountain, a distance of 250 miles, we 
have not ascended a hill as bad as the one be- 
| tween Hennepin and Granville — they are very 
long. As to wood and water, we have always 
found them in abundance. This day, for the first 
time, wo saw the snow-clad hills in the distance. 
Wo have had soveral frosty nights of late. It is 

I vory dry and dusty on the roads, all sand or soft 
clay. All the difficulty as to roads is os soon you 
leave the State of Missouri; emigrants to Oregon 
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The citizens of Quincy, 111., first proceeded to | 
pass resolutions for our extermination in the 
coming Spring, from the State ; and then finding 
we were so willing to comply with their terms, 
commencing at once to mako Gtrery preparation 
for our departure, they then turn about and say

A Mr. Biglo (a Mormon) wbo residea nearPon- 
tosuc, came into court this morning, and reques- 
ted immediate examination, on a charge of snoot- 
ing Lieutenant————. , The facts in tho caso 
appeared to be as follows : 

On Thursday evening, Major Warren received 


bn Thursday evening, Major Warren received 
a communication from Mr. Biglo, by the hand of 
his son, stating that the mob had threatened to 
burn his house that night, end requested protec- 
tion. The Major returned answer that it would 
be out of his power to afford immediate relief, as 
the most of bis men were thon in different parte 
of tbo county ; but ho directed Mr. Biglo to cell 
in his neighbors and defend his house until as- 
sistance could be procured. After the messen- 
ger had started back, however. Major Warren 
consulted upon the matter, and concluded to sond 
a small detachment, as he might be censured 
should tho house bo burned that night He did 
so ; tho detaohmentjreached there bofore the mes- 
senger, but after night Lieutenant went 

to the door; witness did not know whether ho 
knocked or not Mr. Biglo asked what he wan- 
ted; he replied: “Let me in, end I will tell you 
what I want”, At that instant Mr. Biglo fired 
and wounded him in the breast; hocxclmmed “I 
am shot,'* when another gun was fired, which 
wounded him in tho thigh. Some of the Lieu- 
tenant’s men then rushed up, but the wounded 
Lieutenant ordered them not to fire. .They then 
told Mr. Biglo that they were friends, aiid hafl 
com© to protect him. “My God I” exclaimod he, 
“why did you not tell this?** Ao a matter of course, 
bo supposed it was the mob who had come to 
bum nun but ; .but as soon as he found to the con- 
trary, he was filled with regret, and afforded the 
wounded men every kindness in his power ; this 
appeared in evidence. As a matter of course the 
prisoner was discharged, with but one slight con? 
sure from the judge, that he had abted a little top 
hasty in firing before he was certain of their pur* 
posa He was excusable, however, in the mind 
of the court, in consequence of tho excited ctqtef 
of the country, and tho direct threat of tho mob 

towards him. Mr has been taken to his 

home in Quinoy. end no doubt is entertained of 
his recovery. 

I will say that the conduct of Lieut. — — — , 
end the other officers in this transaction, has been' 
upright end honorable. I have been, particular 
in relating the circumstances, from the fact that 
the' mob party are trying to make capital out of 
the unfortunate circumstance. How mean end 
disappointed the anti-Mormon lawyers did ap< 
pear at the turn this case had taken.

Arrival of I he Steam Ship Acadia ht 
Boston k.roui Europe-Probable peace 
with England. 

The intelligence received in England, relative to the 
discussion in this country of the Oregon q ns rt i oa , and ths 
statement put forth by the Washington Union, has 
ted quite a war panic there for a week. It had s al s t ds c 
at the last accounts — a n d there was a general expression 
in the press, that, if Mr. Fblk bad offered the forty-ninth 
parallel, it ought to hare boon accepted. D is ales said 
that ths refusal of such an offer mast bare been caused 
by ths influence *f the Hudson Bay Company, at tbs ex- 
peace of the other and greater commercial interests of En- 
gland with ths United Stales. The engtiah fcres* Is far 
more moderate on the question than was expected, and 
the French press still more so— nay, e* m favorable to the 
United States. Yet there is still a talk and a show in En- 
gland of army aad naval preparations. We hare reason 
to believe, however, that when the President's Isle mes- 
sage, and the correspondence of Measres. Buchanan and 
Packenbam, shall have been well perused in England, the 
press generally will be astonished at the felly of Mr. Pack- 
enham in refusing the offer of the 49th parellsl— -end wil 
attribute each refusal to the selfidraeas of the Hudson's 
Bay Company, who woa d sacrifice a whole people to 
their own little interests. This feeling will be increased 
by the liberal viewe of Mr. Polk on the tariff, which is 
caught at eagerly in England. 

On the whole, the news is highly favorable for the 
continuance of peace, and the peaceable settlement of the 
Oregon difficulty, unles the views of our government on 
California may create a jealousy in the British govern- 
ment.
